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DICKSON’S FALSE CHARGES 
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THE FOREMAN DELIBERATELY 
WORKING FUR ACQUITTAL. 
REMAINDER OF MR. WELLS’8 REPORT—DICK- 
SON’S SWORN STATEMENT TAINTED ON 
ITS FACE—PROOF OF ITS FALSENESS— 
USED FOR AN ACQUITTAL AND TO DIS- 
HONOR THE DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICH. 
Wasuinoton, Oct. 27,—The Department 
of Justice has given to the public that part of 
Special Counsel Wells’s report which refers to 
the alleged attempt to bribe Foreman Dickson, 
of the star route jury, and two warrants have 
been issued for Dicksen’s arrest, One of these 
warrants charges that he violated the law and 
disobeyed the instructions of the court in read- 
Ing his sworn statement to his fellow jurymen, 
and the other charges that he conspired with 
George W. Driver and others to get 
money from the United States through 
Brewster Cameron, to impede justice; 
that is, that he sought to induce the 
Government to bribe him. The report of Mr, 
Wells and the accompanying affidavits throw 
a great deal of light upon a most infamous 
conspiracy. They suggest the motives which 
led Mr, Dickson to disobey the Judge’s instruc- 
tions and read his story to his companions 
against the protests of some of them. With 
the affidavits the report gives the complete his- 
tory of the intrigue which was carried on in 
the saloon and concert-garden near the corner 
of Penusylvania-avenue and Fourteenth-street, 
and explains the manner in which Mr, Cam- 
eron was induced to go there, having been led 
to think that Dickson really desired to give 
the Government important information. But 
Mr. Cameron did not have any conversation 
with Dickson after all, and at the time when 


he was said to be standing by Bowen, while 
the latter was making his corrupt 
offer, he was on a “*Yrailway train 
going to Arizona. Mr. Cameron went 
to the saloon in accordance with the advice of 
two of the prosecuting counsel. The affida- 
vits, which corroborate each other, tend to 
show that the improper proposal was made by 
Dickson, and not by any one else to him. 
They tend to show either that he desired to 
discover whether the Government would give 
more for his vote and influence than the de- 
fendants had offered, or that he was trying to 
build up some foundation for the course which 
he had already determined to pursue in the jury 
room, The scope of this part of the conspiracy 
is, however, fully set forth by Mr. Wells, and 
the story is best told by him. Mr. Hoover is 
the recently appointed Judge of the First Ju- 
dicial District of Arizona, and Mr. Cameron is a 
young man of good reputation, whose previous 
record as an officer of the Government 
had weight in securing his appointment as 
Chief of the Special Agents of the department. 
Mr. Bowen’s record is by no means satisfac- 
tory, but his statements are corroborated by 
those of other persons. The bribery inquiry 
promises to cause much work in the courts, 
but it ought not to prevent the Goverpment 
from proceeding against those members of the 
ring who have thus far escaped prosecution. 
Dickson was seen at midnight, and said that 
he had not heard of the issuance of the war- 
rants for his arrest until a late hour; that 
they bad not yet been served, and that 
he could be found at home in the morn- 
ing. It is understood that the warrants 
were handed to the officers this evening, with 
instructions not to serve them until to-morrow 
morning. The most diligent search for F. C. 
Shaw, who is charged with having attempted 
to influence Juror Doniphan, has failed as 
yet to furnish a cius to nis where- 
abonts. It is thought that Foote is 
not in Newark, his place of business, but that 
he is in Washington secretly endeavoring to 
arrange for furnishing bail. Payne has not 
yet succeeded in procuring a bondsman, and is 
still confined in jail. The following are the 
main facts of Mr. Wells’s report: 

William Dickson.—The case of this juror differs 
radically in many respects from that ofj any of his 
feliow-jurors; all or nearly all of the details and 
circumstances as toone side of his case have al- 
ready been given to the public in published state- 
ments. Two only of these seem necessary to be 
considered here. One published in the .Vational 
Hepublican of Sept. 12, and the other, the sworn 
statement, dated Aug. 28. The last two accounts 
are not only inconsistent, but the one of Sept. 12, 
though it has gone ont tothe public, and makes a 
most serious charge, without any foundation in fact, 
against an officer of the department, has never 
been, as far as I know, publicly contradicted, but 
stands as a bold accusation of guilty knowledze of 
pn attempted bribery. Still we are compelled to 
rely exclusively upon Mr. Dickson’s sworn state- 
meat mentioned above for the truth of his version 
pf the transaction. The date and other circum- 
Btances of the paper show that it was carefully 
prepared. It was a subject of present considera- 
tion, and not an afterthougnt. The natural con- 
clusion is that it was to be used, not for his own 
protection against such assaults, but as a means of 
persuading his fellow-jurymen into a verdict 
of acquittal, and was accordingly so used 
after the jury had. retired, and when 
they were considering their verdict, and 
jin violation of the instructions of the court. 
jt is certainly a matter of surprise that after the 
occurrences in court, Mr. Dickson should, on the 
setirement of the jury to their chambers, not only 
discuss the alleged bribery of himself, but have 
offered to read, not his notes but the sworn state- 
ment of which we are now speaking. The im- 
propriety of Dickson’s conduct is the more ap- 
parent and striking when we remember that the 
juror Doniphan says that, after Shaw had attempt- 
ed to bribe him to acquit certain of the defendants, 
** J went to Dickson’s office and told him about it, 
aod he said: * I would advise you not to say any- 
thing more about it, but let it develop itself?’ ” 
Why, one would naturally ask, keep the attempt 
of Shaw to bribe Doniphan secret, but speedily, 
pndinthe way it would do the most harm, pro- 
claim the alleged attempt to bribe Dickson? 
Tnough the paper is thus brought under suspicion 
and is unmistakably tainted, Mr. Dickson is com- 
pelled to rely solely upon it to support the allega- 
tionthat an attempt was in fact made to bribe 
him. It is particularly unfortunate that there is 
no substantial confirmation ot the allegations of 
the document, for such confirmations are sure to 
be looked for, and if not found one is compelled to 
regret that the charge was ever made. 

While this document bears on its face the evi- 
dence not only of careful preparation and deliber- 
ate design, still, judged by itseif, itis not altogether 
assuring, for instance, while declaring to Bowen 
that his position as a juror debarred him from in- 
dulging in any conversation on this point, he im- 
mediately enters into a conversation which, if 
true, directly assailed Dickson’s virtue. It was 
what he called a ‘startling offer,” for which he 
seemed to prepare the way by the statement that 
‘*no harm can result from talking between two 
gentlemen,” and then listened without repugnance 
or objection to an insulting proposal of bribery. 
Later on he puts into the mouth of Bowen the 
ptatement that if the conversation leaked out he, 
Bowen, would deny every word of it, an old device 
that always provokes asmile and weakens faith in 
the truth of the statement which it is intended to 
sustain and protect. One naturally inquires, why 
did Dickson listen tothe proposition? Did he be- 
lieve that Bowen came from the Attorney-General 
with authority to make or suggest anything so in- 
famous, or that it was a substantial offer, a real 
attempt at bribery? Manifestly not, because Dick- 
son declared on many occasions, but especially to 
the witness Kennedy, that he did not believe that 

the Attorney-General or Brewster Cameron were 
poncerned in or had any knowledge of the atempt- 

d bribery; that he believed that Bowen was try- 
ech to find out whether the jury could bs bribed. 
Dickson's subsequent conduct seemed to show that 
his purpose was to furnish the means with which 
to smirch the prosecution and delude other jurors 
by it into a verdict of acquittal, andthe matter was 
carried just far enough to best secure that object, 
for when Bowen," the seducer, and Dickson, the 
tempted, parted the case was fully ripe for the 
final written statement, dated 11:50 P. M., Aug. 
23, Most men of affairs—‘*men of the world,” 
es Bowen denominated them—with subtle 
insight into ajJl matters of probabilities and rea- 
rons for belief, commonly accompany their state- 
ments, if untrue in fact or not likely to be be- 
‘ieved. with some known circumstance calculated 
to coumm and give credit to the chief statement. 

The circumstances attached to Dickson's state- 
ment were numerous: Cameron was there. Bowep 
had a letter appointing him to temporary duty in 
the West. These were among them, but we know 
from Dickson's own affidavit that Cameron was 
not there during any part of the criminai conver- 
gation, and we also know that the possession and 
exhibition of the letter of appointment did not 
tend to show that the oo = mma authorized 

n offer of bribery to be made. 

: Passing from the paper itself, let us see if its sub- 
stantial statements are corroborated by anything 
outside of it. Mr. Dickson mentions the names of 
several individuals who might seem to be confirm- 
atory witnesses; that isto say, if the matter was 
to be decided at the first flash, without examination 
or careful test, especially by such unpracticed men 
in such arts as were the jury for whom it was man- 
ifestly prepared. The names of these persons are 
H. L Gregory, John Ward, Frank Cordella, Henry 
Carter, the colored boy: Mr. Sheppard, Frank Mo- 
rey, Thomas D. Satterwhite, and George W. Driver, 
every one of whom, excepting Morey. who is 


ow 


in Louisiana, have been carefully sworn and 
their dapoatonn taken, and not one of the 
depositions, excepting Driver's, whose evi- 
dence will be referred to separately, is in 
any degree confirmatory or supporting; they do, 
however, prove that Bowen and Diekson had a 
pleasant conversation together, attended by no 
unusual excitement or any appearance of,unfriend- 
liness; that it was public and not private; that no 
one heard any reference to the star route cases; 
that no bribery was done, nor any proposal made 
to bribe; that the two, Bowen and Dickson, not 
only remained pleasantly together but shook 
hands and bade each other good-bye when they 
separated, and {it {is no exaggeration to say 
that none of those witnesses, separately or 
in the aggregate, furnish a single particle 
of testimony, a word or a_e syllable in 
confirmation of Dickson’s substantial charge that 
an improper proposal was made to him by Bowen. 
All do, however, say what has never been denied— 
that Bowen and Dickson were there. George W. 
Driver, like the others, fails to corroborate Dick- 
son in any essential particular. On the other 
hand, he clearly contradicts him, for Driver makes 
Bowen address the alleged offensive expression to 
Dickson at the table where Dickson was dining 
before Cameron came in, while Dickson says 
that it took place up-stairs on the balcony, 
at least an hour or two later. Dicksonis pot only 
without support or confirmation, but he is also, as 
we shall see, oe contradicted. One most im- 
portant fact brought out in the statement of Mr. 
Cameron is that Dickson was an utter stranger to 
him, and persistently sought a private interview 
with him. This statement, it will be remembered, 
was not prepared after this seandal had arisen or 
Dickson's statement had been made, but before, 
for we know that all its circumstances and par 
ticulars were told by Mr. Cameron to Mr. Mer- 
rick and also to Mr. Ker on the 28d of August; 
that their presence at Driver’s was caused by their 
almost commands upon him, and that he went 
there unwillingly, which shows Incontestably 
the falsity of the alleged object of his 
presence there; and if his statement was 
not confirmed as it is by two_ other 
witnesses in addition to Mr. Merrick 
and Mr. Ker, it would be sufficient to engender 
full belief, for it could not have been prepared to 
meet a contingency that had not arisen and could 
not be anticipated; to wit, Dickson's pretended 
disclosure. The testimony of Judge Hoover, con- 
firming in vital particulars the account given by 
Cameron and Bowen, seems to remove all reason- 
able doubt as to what this alleged bribery trans- 
action really was, and appears to show that the 
foreman of that jury, the most active of all its 
members in the discussions and manipulations an- 
tecedent to the verdict, was not bribed or at- 
tempted to be pribed by Bowen. It seems to show 
that he entered into discussions with that person 
that were plainly intended as an invitation to 
bribery; that he sought Mr. Cameron under a pre- 
text, but with a purpose of inviting discussion, sug- 
gestions, or intimations which might afterward be 
placed before the jury with the purpose of procur- 
ing a verdict of acguittal. 

Having gone over all the depositions, I have not 
only looked for other proofs myself, but I ad- 
dressed a letter to Mr. Dickson on Oct. 12 request- 
ing him to furnish me any additional facts and in- 
formation on this subject of which he was pos- 
sessed, as well as the names of any witnesses 
known by him to have knowledge or information 
in relation thegeto, to which I received the follow- 
ing reply”

No other reply having been since received, | am 
forced to conclude that he has nothing further to 
offer, and to report upon the facts, statements, 
and proofs before me, that: 

Henry A. Bowen had no authority from the De- 
partment of Justice, or any officer or subordinate 
thereof, to make any offerato or treat with Mr. 
— on any subject relating to the star route 
trial. 

That Mr. Bowen did not bribe, offer to bribe, or 
attempt, in the language of the statute, ‘* to cor- 
ruptly influence” the action of Mr. Dickson as a 
juror. 

That conversations did take place between Dick- 
son and Bowen during the progress of the trial 
that were highly improper and unbecoming, but 
that the foreman did not believe that Bowen was 
acting or speaking with the knowledge or ap- 
provalof the Attorney-General or any person in 
charge of or connected with the prosecution 
of the star route case; that he id not be- 
lieve that any real attempts at bribery were 
made or intended, but that he did believe 
that Bowen’s purpose wasto find out ** Whether 
the jury could be bought,’”’ and that Dickson, 
though so believing, prepared his sworn statement 
on the night of the conversation, and made an un- 
warrantable use of it before the court and with 
the jury in the jury-room when they were consid- 
ering their verdict, with the apparent purpose of 
securing the acquittal or preventing the conviction 
of some or all of the defendants. 

That Diekson sought an interview with Cameron 
apparently for the purpose of obtaining from him 
some proposal, suggestion. or intimation to be 
used before the jury for the purpose of briaging 
the conduct of the Attorney-General and his sub- 
ordinates into dishonor and contempt, and thereby 
to Influencethe jury to acquit the accused. 

Having no personal knowledge of any of the 
transactions embraced in this report, but relying 
for my conclusions solely upon the documents, 
depositions, and written statements which have 
come before me inthe progress of this inquiry, I 
submit this report and its conclusions for your 
consideration in the light of all the evidence which 
I have had, and which is herewith returned to the 
Department of Justice.

SMALL GOLD CERTIFICATES, 
THE SIGNATURES ON THE 
LESS THAN $100 TO BE PRINTED. 

WasHINGTON, Oct. 27.—The Treasury 
Department has at last directed the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing to prepare plates for 
printing gold certificates of the denominations 
of $20, $50, and $100, which will be issued di- 
rectly from the Treasury as legal-tender notes 
are, and bear only the engraved signatures of 
the Treasurer and Register. Several days ago 
it was determined to do this, in order to facili- 
tate the issueof the certificates, but it was 
thought best to delay the order until the de- 
mand for the certificates should be fully devel- 
oped, it has frequently been said that it 
would be impossible for Assistant Treasurer 
Acton to sign the certificates fast enough to 
meet the demand, notwithstanding his in- 
dustry. Since last Friday the several Sub- 
Treasuries have called for $9,950,000 worth of 
the certificates. It would be very easy to 
meet this demand if only the large certificates 
—$10,000 and $5,000—were needed, for in 
$10,009,000 of certificates of the largest 
denominations, there are only 1,000 signa- 
tures, but the orders in which denominations 
are specified calls for 50,225 signatures, and 
another order from New-Orleans calls for 
$1,500,000 in certificates of $100 or less. If 
this order should be filled with $500,000 worth 
of each of the three small denominations the 
number of signatures needed would be raised 


to more than 90,000, and it would 
take one man about three months to 
make these signatures, The Assistant 
Treasurer at New-York has had only 22 
working days thus far in which to make 
signatures upon the 116,000 pieces of paper 
transmitted to him from this city, and it is 
said at the department that he has signed few 
of the smalier denominations, It is plain, 
therefore, that it will be impossible for him to 
meet this demand. Itison this account that 
the plan of issuing the smaller certificates, 
which are needed in the West and South-west, 
has been changed.

AFFAIRS IN FOREIGN LANDS

ALARM CAUSED BY REVOLUTION- 
ISTS IN FRANCE. 

THE SITUATION REGARDED AS CRITICAL— 
MANY ARRESTS BEING MADE-—PRECAU- 
TIONS TAKEN TO PROTECT LIFH AND 
PROPERTY IN LYONS, 

Paris, Oct. 27.—A semi-official note is 
published referring to the recent events at 
Montceau-les-Mines and Lyons, It says the 
Government is watching the proceedings of 
an organized association, whose head officers 
remain abroad. There is no ground for un- 
due alarm, as the authorities are firmly re- 
solved to repress energetically illegal acts and 
everywhere to maintain public order. The 
Government has the means 4¢ its disposal to 
accomplish this end. 

Private advices represent the state of Lyons 
to be very alarming. The promptest action on 
the part of the military authorities is advocated 
in order to prevent a revolutionary rising. 
Business is suspended and more troops have 
been telegraphed for. The situation is criti- 
cal. A panic has seized the population. The 
theatres last night were empty. The mob 
threatens to attack the banks ana public build- 
ings, 
he Journal de Paris publishes a detailed 
account of a meeting of the Directing Com- 
mittee of the International Anarchist League 
at Geneva on Aug. 14, and also the text 
of a manifesto declaring that the mem- 
bers of the League are enemies of all law, re- 
ligion, employers, and owners of property, 
which manifesto was then approved, and which 
is now being discussed among the federated 
groups in England, France, Italy, Spain, Ger- 
many, and Russia, The 7emps urges the Gov- 
ernment to take vigorous measures to repress 
risings of anarchists. The authorities at Lyons 
have taken precautions to protect the public 
buildings and peaceable citizens. More threat- 
ing letters have been sent to the authorities at 
Macon and Montceau-les-Mines. Several ar- 
rests have been made, 

The Republique says there exists in France 
a sect resembling the Russian Nihilists and the 
Irish Fenians, but the situation is less alarm- 
ing than in Russia or Ireland, as the anarchists 
here are a mere handful, 

Lyons, Oct. 27.—The Police have discovered 


a dynamite manufactory in the suburbs of this 
city. 

LONDON, Oct. 27.—A Paris correspondent 
says he has never heard so much anxiety ex- 
oe in regard to the future asnow. The 
’olice, he says, are extraordinarily active. A 
large number of arrests are being made at 
Lyons. Among the persons arrested are the 
men supposed to have placed a number of 
bombs which exploded under a table in a res- 
taurant on Sunday last.

ARABI PASHA’S REBELLION. 
EVIDENCE AGAINST THE EGYPTIAN CHIEF 
—PROF. PALMER’S FATE. 

Carro, Oct. 27.—The minutes of a Cabi- 
net Council held before the war have been 
found among Arabi Pasha’s papers, They 
show that the Cabinet at the meeting at which 
Dervisch Pasha, the Turkish Commissioner, 
was present, decided to meet the British with 
armed resistance. Borelli Bey, the Public 
Prosecutor, states that the massacres at Tan- 
tah began atthe moment,when Abdelal Pasha’s 
aide-de-camp appeared on the scene and de- 
clared that the annihilation of the Christians 
would be in accordance with Arabi Pasha’s 
wishes. This assertion is made on the evidence 

of six inhabitants of Tantah.

The Duke of Connaught has left here for 
England by the way of Alexandria. 

Lonpbon, Oct. 27.—In the House of Commons 
this afternoon, Sir Charles Dilke, Under For- 
eign Secretary, read telegrams from Sir Ea- 
ward Malet, British Consul-General in Hgypt, 
denying that the political prisoners in Egypt 
were cruelly treated. Mr, Bannerman, Finan- 
cial Secretary to the War Offiee, said the Gov- 
ernment had received no news regarding the 
fate of Prof. Palmer. 

The Queen will review the troops who fought 
in Egypt when all those who are not to form 
part of the army of occupation have returned 
to England.

ABUSING THE TELEGRAPH.

HOW A NEW-JERSEY POLITICIAN IMPOSED 


ON A REPUBLICAN CONVENTION. 


SOMERVILLE, N. J., Oct. 26.—The Harris 
telegram is now the all-absorbing topic of conver- 
sation in this district. The reports concerning it 
heretofore published are not exactly correct, but 
the true account appears in to-day’s Unionist-Ga- 
zelte, and is as follows: ° 

On the morning of the Somerville Republiean 
Convention, Isaac F. Ward, of Oxford, N. J., a del 
egate in favor of the nomination of Dr. Clark, of 
Belvidere, for Congress, and also, at present the 
Chairman of the Republican Executive Committee 
of Warren County, was at Somerville attending 
the convertion. Not finding Dr, Clark—who haa 
the day before told Mr. Ward not to use his 


(Clark's) name—Mr. Ward concluded to tetentaph 
him, and did so at 6:30 that (Friday) morning, the 
day of the convention. That dispatch statea the 
political situation, and asked him “ to leave the 
question of his candidacy to my (Ward's) judg- 
ment.’’ ‘The Warren caucus met at 10:80 A. M., 
and yet there had come no answer. Believing that 
Dr. Clark did not intend to reply, Mr. Ward with- 
drew his name. About 11 o’clock a dispatch came, 
not from Dr. Clark, but from Dr. Beasley, of Belvyi- 
dere, a half-way Republican, which said: 

“The party to whom your message was addressed 
thinks it would be improper for him to say anything 
under the circumstances.” 

This did not puzzle Mr. Ward,as he knew Dr. 
Clark to be sick in bed. aud supposed Dr. Beasley 
had been present onthe receipt of the telegram 
and had been requested to answerit. Judge of 
Mr. Ward's surprise, two days later, when he learned 
that Harris had reeeived and opened his dispatch, 
and had Dr. Beasley (his brother-in-law) send that 
misleading reply! Dr. Clark never saw Ward's 
telegram. The Western Union Telegraph Com- 

any, instead of delivering it to Clark, de- 
ivered it in some way to Henry 5S. Har- 
ris. He received and read the message. 
He knew it was not for him. but he did 
not send it to Dr. Clark. Perhaps he wanted Dr. 
Clark nominated; at leuast it is known he was more 
afraid of the candidacy of either Capt. Howey or 
the Hon. Jehiel G. Shipman than of any one else; 
and, to mislead, had the dispatch answered. Dr. 
Clark, when the matter came out, went to see Har- 
ris. Harris admitted it. He claimed that the en- 
velope was addressed to him, but did not deny that 
he knew the dispatch was intended for Dr. Clark. 
His excuse for not delivering it was ‘‘that he 
thought Dr. Clark had gone to Somerville,” Mr. 
Ward alse saw him, He stated to Mr. Ward that, 
believing it improper to answer it In his own naine, 
he got Beasley to do it, and “ dictated the reply.” 

Mr. Ward complained to the telegraph company, 
— publishes this statement with regard tothe re- 
Bult: 

“TIT immediately went to New-York and entered 
complaint in due form at the Western Union Tele- 
graph office, and was assurea that aspeedy investiga- 
tion would follow, and a report be made to me in three 
days. After waiting vainly for areport for a week, | 
agoin saw the Superintendent of the telegraph com- 
pany in hew-York, and was presented with a report 
which said that my dispatch had been correctly de- 
livered. Rut on preasing the matter home to the Su- 
perintendent I found that tney had traced a dispatch 
sent by another man to Dr. Clark, and had done noth- 
ing to investigate my complaint. I renewed my com- 
plaint; a week again has elapsed, but I have since 
then heard nothing from the telegraph company.” 

As Mr. Harris is believed to have had the same 
censorship over political telegrams sent to and 
from Belvidere in 1880, when he first ran for Con- 
gress, it will be seen that the Republicans feel 
eeny annoyed and incensed at the present state 
of facts.

MINERS WANTING HIGHER WAGES. 

PITTSBURG, Penn., Oct. 27,—Notwithstand- 
ing the hard, protraeted, and fruitless struggie of 
the coal miners here to secure an advance of wages 
last Summer, the disturbing element 1s still agitat- 
ing for another lockout. This time, however, the 
more conservative of the men, profiting by the 
dearly bought lesson, outnumber the agitators, 
and to-day they averted what might have proved 
another long fight. At tne Miners’ General Con- 
vention held here to-day, composed of delegates 
from Pan Handle and River Pits, the proposition to 
declare a strike forthe old rates created a great 
deal of discussion. Some of the more radical dele- 
gates were in favor of immediately hoisting the 
association's flag for 4 cents. Other members, not 
so radical, were in favor of instructing the officers 
of the association to endeavor to secure 4 cents 
without the necessity of going onstrike. The lat- 
ter measure finally prevailed, and the convention 
decided not to declare a strike unless compelled to 
do so by the operators refusing the demands of the 
association officers. The same element which tried 
to turn the Miners’ Association over to the Knights 
of Labor at the conclusion of the last strike is now 
advocating the same movement, on account of 
President Jones having resigned. About one-tenth 
of the Pan Handle miners are now members of the 
Knights. No action was taken on this subject.

A SCENE IN COURT. 


MRS, SCOVILLE’S CHILDREN TESTIFYING TO 
HER INSANITY. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 27.—A painful scene occurred 
to-day in the hearing of the case of Mrs. Scoville on 
the charge of insanity. Twoof the adult children 
of Mr. and Mrs. Scoville are Louis Scoville and Fan- 
nie, now the wife of a dissipated lawyer named 
Harper. Louis had been subpoenaed to;testify as to 
his belief in his mother’s insanity. On cross-ex- 
amination he gave as his reasons for this belief the 
delusion of his mother that she could write 
and sell books and _ lecture’ successfully; 


the fact that she continued to keep a board- 
ing-house when she was running behind, and 
her treatment of her children. The girl had been 
given very little schooling, and was taken out by 
Mrs. Scoville at all hours of the night. He knew 
that his father had a very violent temper, but con- 
sidered that he controlied it admirably. Mrs. Fan- 
nie Harper, née Scoville, then took the stand and 
testified as follows: ‘‘Mother once said in my 
presence, when I was about 14 years old, that Dr. 
Ammerman was one of the most lovable men that 
ever lived, and she afterward said to me that he 
died because he Joved her. I broached the sub- 
ject of mother’s insanity to father myself. I never 
told her that I did not think she was crazy, al- 
though she often asked me. Once I told her she 
was a little cracked.” 

While this witness was being cross-examined ber 
husband, who was in the court, apparently intox- 
icated, interposed in the proceedings, saying that 
he was — to protect his wife. He was dragged 
out by a bailiff, but soon returned and was de- 
clared guilty of contempt of court by Judge 
Loomis and committed for14 days. When he was 
being taken out his wife commenced crying, and 
Mrz. Scoville went up to the witness stand, and 
the two embraced, the daughter saying: ‘'Oh 
mamma, I don’t want to—” The rest ye drowne 
in sobs. This closed the evidence, and the counsel 
were given two hours each to present their case to 


the jury. 

At 4:40 the py retired, and the few specta- 
tors remained, expecting that the verdict 
would be reached immediately. During Mr. 
Monroe’s remarks Mrs. Scoville left the 
court-room. When it was thought a 
verdict would be reached no one seemed to know 
where she was, and it was rumored that if she 
was found to be insane she would not be 
forthcoming. After the jury had been out 
an hour Judge Loomis sent them word that if 
they agreed during the evening they might re- 
vurn a sealed verdict, which would be an- 
neunced in the morning. Tae Judge, counsel, 
and spectators, then left the room. A few minutes 
afterward the jury sens word that they had agreed, 
and the big 2 d counsel were sent for. Judge 
Zoomis not having arrived at 6 o’clock. and the 


jury being anxious to go home, their verdict was 
sealed, and will be announced at 10 o'clock 
to-morrow morning. It was the general 
impression among disinterested ns oul 
the courtroom that Mrs, ie §=6would 
be found sane by the jury. A reporter heard sev- 
eral groups digcussing the matter, and there 

to be no_ diversity of opinion 
on the subject. It is believed, however, 


that the sealed verdict to be opened in the morn- ; 


ing will declare her insane and a fit subject for an 
asylum, coupled with some recommendations in 
the nature of a mild restraint. It is said that 
an informal ballot was taken after an interchange 
of oes. and only one juror was opposed to plac- 
ing herinanasylum. After the instructions were 
read and a secret ballot taken, the jury were found 
to have agreed. If Mrs. Scoville has left the city 
she will probably not return unless compelled to 
do so, if the verdict is as represented above.

THE CHICAGO PRODUCE TRADE. 


MARKETS IRREGULAR IN PRICES AND ONLY 
MODERATELY ACTIVE. 

CuicaGo, Oct. 27.—The leading preduce 
markets were irregular to-day and moderately 
active, but mostly inalocal way. Provisions and 
corn ranged higher, but there was ** plenty of room 
at the top,” as they both sagged after an early 
flurry of strength. Wheat, oats, rye, and barley 
fell off, while hogs were much stronger. 
{iProvisions were locally strong, though chiefly so 
in the early part of the day. Liverpool reported 
lard 8d. lower, but hogs here were quoted nearly 25 
cents higher, the supply not being large and of 
rather a poor quality, while there wasa good 
shipping inquiry for lard. These points led to a 
better demand for futures, both in pork and lard. 
A leading operator bought November pork largely 
on the first call, but he was selling the longer 
futures, and also sold some lard, the result of the 


whole being rather to depress than strengthen. 
The chief point in the market seemed to be a little 
scare about the filling of November contracts, and 
this partiy stiffened other deliveries. It was said 
that hogs would not pan ont well next 
month, as has been calculated, and that 
stocks are too small to bear much of a 
strain by the shorts. November pork advanced 30 
cents, declined 30 cents, and closed 15 cents above 
the latest regular prices of Thursday. January 
pork advanced 20 cents, closed 5 cents higher, 
while March pork barely held its own, though sell- 
ing up 12} cents at one time. Lard futures ad- 
vanced to 15 vents,and closed 73% to 10 cents 
above the latest prices of Tuesday. October lard 
was strong at $11 90, being an advance of 20 cents, 
and spot lard was strongly held at $12 Meats 
were quict, but averaged about 10 to 18 cents 
higher on futures, with little spot stuff offering. 
On the afternoon call pork and lard declined 5 to 
10 cents, except that October and January lard 
were firm. 

Wheat was *‘ slow and soft.” Futures sold up 
cent early, in sympathy with corn, but fell off, an 
closed 3% to 44 cent below the latest regular prices 
of Thursday, except that May was firmer. Car lots 
were irregular, red declining % cent, No. 3 
Spring being firmer, and other grades show- 
ing little change. The British markets 
were called dull and easy, with large 
stocks at the principal importing points and 
Chicago receipts were full, though not equal to 
those of the previous day. The chief points of 
the market were an absence of shipping demand 
and some pressure of November wheat, which was 
offered rather freely by longs. The foreign de- 
mand seems to have ceased for the time Solna. 
and prominent men in the trade said that 
there was no  Easiern demand to-day. 
The No. 2 Spring was bought to deliver 
on contracts; the No. 2 red was taken by opera- 
tors who believe it will pay to carry against sales 
of regular, as it is intrinsically worth more than 
the present difference, and the lower grades were 
presumably taken by the proprietors of cleaning 
milis. There were very few outside orders, either 
to buy or to sell, and the general tone of the mar- 
ket was decidedly weary, stale, flat, and unprofit- 
abie. On the afternoon cali the market was a 
shade firmer, but the subsequent feeling in the 
alley was weak. 

Cern was rather active and irregularly higher. 
The near futures advanced 144 to 2 cents, but fell 
back 1 to 14 cents, and closed 1 cent above the 
latest reguiar prices of Thursday, though little 
better than the curbstone quotations of that after- 
noon. January advanced 144 eents, and closed 
higher, while May only closed of a cent higher. 
The British markets were called firm, ‘* officially,” 
with very light stocks at importing points, while 
private advices quoted more strength “in all posi- 
tions,’ and New-York was anxieus to obtain corn 
at 82 cents for the first half of November for ex- 
port. There was also a very good shipping demand 
here, but buyers naturally held back for lower 
prices when they saw futures weakening. There 
was a gocd deal of long corn on the 
market early in the day, and some 
room for suspicion that the irregular strength of 
the previous afternoon was engineered by certain 
operators who wanted to sell at higher prices this 
morning, There was less doing on outside account, 
and the later weakening was ascribed by some to 
the fact of bright skies as against rain promised by 
the elerk of the weather. Letters from Iowa say 
that the corn crop of that State can’t be picked he- 
fore December and will not grade before June. 
The southern ha!f of this State is said to be fully a 
month late on maturity of the corn crop and the 
Southern States can’t deliver corn without frost to 
harden it. The point is also made by the bulls that 
the corn now coming in was expected, and that 
practically no old corn will be received here after 
a month. The afternoon feeling was generally 

rm. 

It was remarked to-day that the Armour corner 
in wheat has broken the Russian merchants. They 
began to operate on big prices, and find themselves 
grievously left. The weevil is making its appear- 
ance in wheat cargoes arriving off the English 
coast. The infected wheat was shipped from the 
South. The weevil is at home only in Southern 
grown Winter wheat, and it becomes a question if 
the magnificent crop of wheat grown in the South- 
ern States this year is to be muchlessened in value 


from this cause.

ONE OF THE SPRAGUE ESTATE CASES. 

HARTFORD, Conn., Oct. 27.—An opinion has 
been given by the Connecticut Supreme Court of 
Errors in the case of the Receiver of the Franklin 
Savings Bank, of Providence, against the A. & W. 
Sprague Manufacturing Company and Zachariah 
Chaffee, Trustee under the Sprague trust deed. 
The opinion is favorable to the creditors. The pe- 
titioner desired to set aside the trust deed and to 
foreclose the judgment lien upon the Sprague 
property in this State. The opinion hoids that the 
trust deed is practically a mortgage, but as it does 
not definitely describe the property it is void under 
Connecticut law, and conveys no interest to Chaf- 
fee as against attachments by creditors.

The firm hold which the Citizens’ move: 
ment for Municipal reform has upon the pub- 
lic was most emphatically attested last night. 
The great hall of Cooper Union was densely 
packed by interested voters assembled to show 
their cordial sympathy with the movement in 
progress, and to pledge their earnest support 
to the ticket of clear-headed business men, se 
lected by business men, to conduct the City 
Government on business principles, and te 
redeem it from the gross mismanagement of 
unscrupulous political spoilsmen. Great en- 
thusiasm prevailed.

MAYOR GRACE’S ADDRESS. 

When, after the lapse of several minutes, 
the applause with which he was greeted had 
sufficiently died away, Mayor Grace, bowing 
his acknowledgment of the honors done him, 
said: 

“lam gratified at being calied upon to preside 
at this meeting to-night. We have met here, not 
as Democrats or as Republicans, but as citizens 
simply who take a deep interest in the welfare of 
this City. For myself] may say that [I would not 
be here if 1 did not believe that this movement 
was in the interest of every honest man 
in this City--poor man and rich man. alike. 
Lt have always known and recognized the 
fact that it was the bone and sinew of 
this City, the working men, who elected me as its 
chief business officer, and I know, as you know, 
that | owe nothing to monopolies or monopulists. 
Consequently, when I say that I know the poor 
man has adeeper interest in the cause of good 
government than any other citizen, | state the fact 
which you all recognize as true, and which, 
after deep study of our Municipal condi- 
tions, I know to be true. ][ am not afraid 
of being misunderstood by the working men, 
for they know, as Mavorof this City, they have al- 
ways had my warmest sympathy. and as for the 
tax-payers of the City, they also know that I have 
never favored the monopolist who would take mil- 
lions atatime out of the public treasury. Thé 
plain truth is that it isthe working men and the 
men of moderate means who nay the taxes and who 
are most interested in getting the Government of the 
City into the hands of men who will retognize no 
obligation higher than their duty to the whole peo- 
ple. and who will keep the taxes down. It is the 

read-winners who pay the rent, and from 
the rent come the taxes. The rich know 
bow to avoid the tax-gatherer, but the 
poor do not and cannot, for their taxes are levied 
indirectly and they cannot levy them back again 
on any one else. This fight which we are m king, 
without reference to parties or to polities, is the 
poor man’s tight. 1 am fuliy convinced that it is 
all important to this City that the man to be eleeted 
as Mayor should be one whose past reeord and 

ublic experience warrant us in feeling sure that 
he can and will defend the interests of this City 
from the selfish aims of men who make a business 
of politics, and whose interest it is to keep the 
taxes high, so that they may have the more of the 
people's money to divide among themselves.

me that what is needed in the great public offices | 


are men of thorough independence and high stand- 
ards, and with an

Controller Campbell and 
myseif then wrote urgent letters to the Governor, 
urging him to sign the bill in its amended shape, 
but the Governor saw fit to veto it. 
During the last session of the  Legis- 
lature various efforts were made to secure the con- 
sent of Controller Campbell and myself to some 
dill allowing the work of building the new aque- 
duct (to be put into the hands of a commission. 
Gut both Coutroller Campbell and myself, believing 
es we doin homerule, constantly replied that we 
would agree to no bill for the expenditure of 
615,000,000 or $20,000,000 of the people’s money, ex- 
rept such expenditure wus authorized by the votes 
ofthe Mayor and Controller, who were the men 
immediately responsible to the people, and who 
Were here where the public thought and the ex- 
ce of the people’s will could be constantly 
nown through the newspaper press. It isin this 
condition you find the thing to-day, and you may 
expect that the next Legislature, unless prevented 
by the veto of the new Governor of this State, will 
probably pass in the interest of politicians just 
such a bill as that passed in 1881 without the 
amendment.

I. That the Government of the City of New- 
York is essertially a business trust, which, like any 
pther business trust, should be free from all party 
considerations and administered solely with refer- 
ence to honesty and economy. 

ll. That to secure such an edministration we 
seed a Mayor so nominated and elected as to be 
onhampered by political obligations, because, al- 
though we have had good men in the office of 
Mayor since the overthrow of the ring, they have 
owed their election so largely to political parties 
that they have been embarrassed by party claims. 

lil. That we need a Mayor not only of high 
character and politically independent, but one who, 
in addition, has the ripest experience in Municipal 
administration, because the Jaws coneerning the 
City are so intricate and have been so long enacted 
in the interests of bad governmentthat only such a 
man can wisely administer them as they are, ad- 
vise the changes which are of paramount import- 





ance, and be safely trusted with the larger powers | 


which must be conferred upon the Mayor to secure 
responsible City Government. 

IV. That Allan Campbell has, in addition to the 
necessary qualification as to character, also that 
experience in the administration of the laws gov- 
erning the City, and such arecord as proves him 
to be what others possibly may be, one who may 
safely be intrusted with the important duties of 
Mayor of our great cine During the six years that 
he has been respectively at the head of the Depart- 
ment oi Public Works and Finance of our City he 
has constantly held his duty as a citizen higher 
than his duty to any party. 

VY. That we hereby ratify the nomination of Al- 
lan Campbell for Mayor of the City of New-York, 
znpd pledge to him our support at the coming 
election.

FPeLLOW-Cirizens: You will pardon at the out- 
set a remark personal to myself. For severa) days

Voice, but i take so deep an interest in this cause 
that I could not refrain from making some re- 
marks upon so interesting and auspicious an occa- 
sion, and if | should sudden y have tostop you will 
know the cause, and vou will pardon me forit. I 
suppose 1 am speaking here to Democrats and Re- 
pubdlicans [applause] ina friendly meeting assem- 
bled together. Let me say to them that | sympathize 
with them in all good things to which they 
aspire, and I shall speak to Democrats and Re- 
publicans, and Republicans and Democrats, ad- 
dressing myself to their good sense and patriotism 
with equal confidence. New-York City politics are 
a very interesting subject of study. {Laughter.] 
But, like many of the things that students of 
medicine have to do with, their odor 
is not always very fine. {| Laughter. } 
Our Municipal Government has a _ reputation- 
not only national, but world-wide. The City of 
New-York is universally known as one of the most 
magnificent and the dirtlest—[laughter|—one of 
the busiest and one of the most ill-governed on the 
face of the globe. It is frequently takenas a proof 
that the people of alarge city are not capable of 
governing themselves’ Now, gentlemen, shalt we 
admit thatit is such a proof? Isit not rather a 
proof ot the fact thatthe people of the City of 
New-York have of late years but very seldom tried 
to govern themselves. There isa fine bit of Muni- 
cipal history which may serve as an _ illustra- 
tion. Some, and not a pereat many, years 
ago this City bad a renowned ruler, who 
achieved the peculiar distinction otf coming 
very near having a statue erected to him 
by his adiniring fellow-citizens, and then died asa 
convicted thief in the penitentiary. Ponder over 
this fact a little more! Do you think that 
the . guilt wes all ‘Tweed’s own, or do 
you not think the people of New-York 
bore some part of the guilt themselves? 
Do you think he could have beconie so powerful as 
he was and Diundered you as he did if the cit zens 
of New-York had not permitted him todo so? 
Why, you permitted him for years to wield a great 
power Without Jaw and without responsibility. 
You permitted him to distribute your Munici- 
among his henchmen as pay 
for the work they did—not for you, but 
for him. You permitted him thus to organize a 
tremendous band of robbers which fairly sub- 
jugated you; you permitted him to control the 
hallot-box as well as the courts of justiea; you per- 
mitted himto strengthen bimself with spoils to 
such a degreethat he could ask you “ What are 
you going to do about it?” [iLaughter.}) You 
threw temptations into his way which the 
best virtue of Tammany Hall could scarcely resiet. 
{Laughter.| Youseduced Tweed with power and 
with opportunity. You permitted him to say to 
himself: ‘* Why, if the citizens of New-York let me 
do these thipgs, why shouldn’t I do them?” and 
vuen bis measure was tull, it required a great up- 
ising of the people, almost amounting to a revolu- 
tion, to break his power and to bring him to justice, 
and to their nonor be it said. inthatuprising honest 
Democrats and honest HKepublicans took an equal 
part | Applause. | 

Then you tried to govern yourselves; you made 

effort, and you know that then you suc- 
in governing yourselves. Have you 
rgotten that lesson? it almost looks so. 
some years you seem to have stopped trying 
again \ few days ago there was avery singular 
and singnificant spectacie presented to the people 
of this City. After Tweed's downfall Tammany 
Hall came somewhat under the ban of publi: opin- 
jon, aud for the few years past Tammany Hall 
seems to have been under the ban of the Demo 
cratic Party, too; for Tammany Hall had commit- 
ted that which in the eye of the partisan 
is the unpardonable — sin; it had 
against the decrees of the party; it had 
resisted nominations made by the party 
and it had defeated its tickets. One deciee of ex- 
communication was hurled against him after an 
other, and the air was fairly blue with the oaths of 
promivent Democrats, Who swore that they would 
not shave their beards, that they would scarcely go 
to bed, before Tammuny Halli was swept from the 
face of the earth. Now, my fellow citizens, what 
did we see a few daysuagoy All these hostile faa- 
tions we saw sitting together in cozy confer- 
ence, dividing amoug themselves, like old friends, 
the Munieipal offices as if nothing had happened. 
There they were, in the truest sense of the term, 
casting their lots forthe garments of this crucified 
community. [Applause.] And, mark you, there 
was the boss of ‘tammany Hall sitting at the head of 
the table. [{Laughter.] The prodigal son was re- 
ceived back and the fatted calf was killed for him. 
{Laughter.} But who was the prodigal son? 
[A voice, “John Kelly.” No, John Kelly 
looked rather like the rich and benignant 
and magnificant father, {loud laughter, | 
receiving the profiigates of Irving Hall and of the 
County Democracy. |Loud applause and laugh- 
ter.| And to one of them he gave the fatted 
calf of the Sheriff's office. and to the other 
the equally iatted ‘calf of the County Clerk- 
ship. [{Laughter.| And then they sat there at 
his feer, fairly shedding tears over the 
magnanimity and generosity of the great old, 
grand old father. |Laughter and applause.) And 
jt seemed almost as if the County Democracy had 
caught the spirit of Tammany Hall with this new 
friendship, for it brought forward its favorite son 
Pat Keenan. |Laughter.l| Why, my fellow-citizens, 
I must say that I was very much startled 
when I saw that, for in my _ political expe- 
rience, which is not very short, I had very seldom 
seen so scandalousathing. But it must be admit- 
ted that the success of Tammany and its boss was 
something not only remarkabie, but fairly mar- 
velous. 

What is the secret of Tammany’s power? It has 
a man at its head who knows how to keep together 
his forces, It hag at its command, I believe, 40,000 
votes—the bulk in this City. They are like adrilled 
and disciplined political army. When he tells 
them “Come!” they go. When hetelis them, ‘* De- 
feat this man,” they defeat him—if they can. [Laugh- 
ter.| When be tells them, ‘Support this man,” 
they support him. When he rises in revolt they 
rise in revolt. He has convinced the other Demo- 
cratic factions that without his support suceess is 
scarcely possible, that with his enmity defeat is 
very probable. In other words, be bas brought 
them to the conclusion that they cannot get 
along without him. And now I ask you 
what has become of those Democratic heroes whv, 
but ashorw time ago—as it were, only yesterday— 
swore so loudly that Taymmany Hall must be swept 
from the face of the earth? Why, methinks that 
some of them might be almost afraid to look into 
their mirrors, for they might behold there around 
their heads a very brilliant halo of impudence. 
How does the Tammany boss hold his forces to- 
gether? Is it by great political aims? Is Tam- 
many Hall aschool of political phiiosophy—some 
Athenian academy where profound public prob- 
lems are solved? Is ita nursery of statesmanship 
and patriotism for the salvation of this great Re- 
public? Principle! What are their principles? 
Liave they any? Itis true now and then, and es- 
pecially on the Fourth of July, they will indulge in 
a loud wailing chant, mourning over tho degenera- 
cy of the times because Tammany Hall cannot rule 
the whole country after all. [Laughter and ap- 
plause.] Some timeago their leader set himself up 
as an Ant!-Monopolist, and while he did that his 
followers faithfully voted in the Legislature for the 
Elevated Railroad Tax bill, and they protected 
Judge Westbrook against impeachment. [Avplause. | 
Now then, what is it that holds this wonderful 
machinery together? Why Mayor Grace bas al- 
ready condensed the whole in one single sentence. 
He said to you that it is held together simply by 
the cohesive power of public plunder, in the 
sublimest meaning of the word. Itis a bread and 
butter brigade in all its purity. The sober truth is 
that the boss of Tammany Hall feeds his henchmen 
out of the public crib, and they hold together so 
that he may have power to get wherewith to 
feed them. That is all. To them the City is 
a great soup-house in which Tammany is to 
get the largest plates and the fattest 
offices. [Laughter and epplause.| The Tammany 
boss, whoever he may be, will always feel himself 
bound to put aman wherever there is a salary to 
draw or a coutract to be got. Whenever a corner 
of that cloak which covers our Municipal affairs is 
lifted, then the odor of Tammany willrise up at 
' once and tickle the nostrils of the whole commu- 

nity. Remember the scandals of the Receiverships. 
Why, the wan putin by Judge Westbrook at Boss 
Kelly’s request was the very worst of the lot, 
and then the influence of Tammany was 
used to protect Judge Westbrook against 
impeachment. [Applause.] _ When Controller 
Campbell—Allan Campbell [applause]—succeed- 
ed Mr. Kelly in the Finance Department, 
he found there 60 superfluous persons who did lit- 
tle or no work, but were remarkably patriotic in 
the regularity with which they drew their salaries, 
{Laughter.} Of course, dutiful officer as he was, 
Mr. Campbell removed them at once and thereby 
he saved the City some sixty odd thousand dollars, 
The Tammany boss never forgave him for that— 
for doing his duty. And so it is all round. He does 
feed his followers, and he must feed them to hold 
them together. And now he gives some of the fat 
slices to the Irving Hall and the County Demoo- 
racy to hold them together too. A prominent 
Tammany man boasted some time ago that if they 
won in this Municipal election there would a year 
hence be only one Democratic organization in this 
State and that would be Tammany Hall, and I be- 
lieve it, and you will pay the bills. [Laughter and 
applause. } 

Now, as the boss has to find nourishing things 
for his henchmen. so he wants, of course, every- 
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body that is put into a high place which has any 
patronage to it, with his co-operation to dispose of 
that patronage so as to take care of his em vatures 
as matter of course. Is that demand always com- 
plied with? No; not always. Nowand then there 
will be a courageous publics ofticer who 
will do his duty and refuse to obey the 
behests of Tammany. So_ Allan Campbell 
did, and so Mayor Grace did, to his honor 
be it said. [Appiause.] But you may be sure that 
the demand will always be made and will always 
be insisted upon, and that resistance te it will be 
visited with the deadly enmity of ail there is of 
Tammany influence. hey say that Mr. Edson, 
who was nominated by the Unied Democracy 
{hisses} under Boss Kelly’s recommendation, has 
made no pledges to him. That is quite possible, 
but one thing is sure aiso, and that 1s 
that Mr. Kel'y will want and that he expects 
him to place and appoint his creatures just 
the same. Now Mr. Edson’s most sanguine friends, 
say that he is a man of principle, and that he will 
resist Keliy, and that Kolly has made a mistake in 
his man in recommending Mr. Edson for the 
Mayorship. My fellow-citizens, then the thing 
would come tothis: That this great City of New- 
York, if electing a Mayor recommended by Mr. 
Kelly, may possibly get a good Mayor, 
if Mr. Kelly has deceived himseif in his 
man. {Laughter. ] In other words, we 
are living under this beautiful system, that 
the chance of this City for good government 
depends upon Boss Kelly’s making a mistake. 
{Laughter.] Now, gentlemen, let us be just to Mr. 
Jobn Kelly; we ought to be just to every man. He 
is certainly a far better man than his predecessor 
Tweed was. He does not rob the City for his own 
benefit and to speud the money in riotous living. 
He is, perhaps, not even animated by any love of 
money, but it is rather love of power that ani- 
mates him. Why, he is a very good man, as 
bosses go. [Laughter.] He is probably the best 
men you can get, of the boss variety, but the breed 
of bosses is not a good thing fora country or a city 
to live under. [Laughterand applause.| You may 
show meavery gentle specimen of the species 
wolf, and say to me that it isthe very best wolf that 
human being ever laid eyes on, but I would not put 
that wolf in the sheepfold, for the breed of wolves 
is not goed for sheep. (Great applause.] In point 
of fact, a boss, if he be the best man in the world, 
has to obey certain necessities of his position. He 
has to do certain things, and cannot do otherwise. 
He must find places and food for the followers who 
are to obey him. He must keep a large 
bend of “strikers”? und ‘beelers’’ in his 
pay to do. his political work, and some- 
times rather dirty work, too. He must find places 
and salaries and contracts and jobs forthem. He 
must nultiply oflices to satisfy as many of them as 
possible. He must permit them to pilfer occasion- 
ally, for it won't do for him to quarrel with 
them too much and to stir up ugly teeling in his 
own company. He must demand of those 
who obtained = oflice by his co-operation 
to put the ,atronage of their offices at his disposal. 
He must become the enemy of faithful officers who 
refuse to do that and. prefer to perform their duty. 
He must, in doing all this,take the money out of 
the pockets of the tax-payers for his own 
parporss, He must do it, and he cannot 
ielp himself. As soon as he _ ceased to 
to do so, he would simply cease to be a boss. You 
tako the Angel Gabriel and make him boss of Tam- 
many Hall and he will have todo these very same 
tnings or he will not be boss very long. Yhus Mr. 
Kelly, in his position, his acts and inelinations, is 
notamere accident. He is a tair representative 
and exponent of asystem. And if you want this 
system to blossom out again in full blossom there 
is a very simple way to accomplish that. You have 
only to elect the Municipal ticket recommended to 
you by the united Democracy. The day 
after election the Tammany boss will appear 
once more as the great dispenser o all 
power and patronage. Why, gentiemen, 
coming events cust their shadows before. 
On their very ticket you see the Corporation Coun- 
sel of the Tweed régime as a candidate for one of 
the Judgeships of the Superior Court. Why, in 
one of the wards of this City Harry Genet, one of 
the jackals of the Tweed régime, runs to-day for 
Alderman, You will have soon again play by the 
whole band if you elect this County ticaet, but, as 
prudent men, | trust you will also count the cost. 
Your support of a lot of political strikers out of 
the City Treasury, that is tosay, out of your own 
pockets, the pockets of the tax-payers, is already 
rather an expensive luxury; but itis nothing com- 
pared with what it will be and what is to come. 
The Mayor has already alluded to the fact thata 
new aqueduct must be built for the purpose of giv- 
ing the poor people good fresh water in the upper 
stories of their tenement-houses. That aqueduct 
Will cost many millions, any way. Now, l ask you 
to consider how many more millions, how many 
times twenty millions, will it cost if Tammany 
Hall will rule the roost again, and will, with the 
united Democracy at its hecis, make contracts and 
uppoint the men to carry them out and to 
superintend it? I ask you, will vou, tax-payers, 
dare torun the risk to suppert the poliey of get- 
ting a new aqueduct under such circumstances, 
and with such prospects, putting the work into 
such hands’ Audit Tammany comes up again; if 
it takes control of our affairs, there will be a muil- 
In Brooklyn the experiment 
has been tried of investing the Mayor with full and 
responsible powers. ‘That is avery good system, 
as it bas already proved there, provided always it 
be in good hands. The experiment is likely to be 
tried here, too. But when you think of such power 
being given to one man, while Tammany Uall 
wields it, don't vour hauds turn convuisively to- 
ward your pockets to feel whether your pocket- 
books are stillthere?’ [{iaughter.| Can you think 
for a moment of delivering your City and your 
selves, bound hand and foot, to the controlota 
power like thif? 

You may rather prefer to refrain from having 
these Sulutary and necessary works Cone, and yet 
all these things can be done with pertect safety 
and with benefit to you all with such men to con- 
duct your Municipal Government as Mayor Low in 
Brooklyn japplause! and as Mayor Campbell [ap- 
‘Slaus) wilibe. Does not ever nsible man see What 
is required under such circumstances? Why, itisthe 
simplest thing in the world—a Municipal Govern- 
ment that owes allegiance and service to no politi- 
cal party, to no boss, to the people alone and to 
their interests; officers in high places who will ap- 
point their subordinates, not at the command of 
any political power on earth, but merely to do 
their duty faithtually, honestly, and economl- 
cally to the whole people of this City; 
officers who will make the government of this City 
not a soup-house, but a workshop in the best 
sense of the term. Judges we need who will not 
bend the knee to any political power, but who 
will do impartial justice and be a terror to all evil- 
doers, to whatever political party they belong. 
{|Applause.} That is the kind of Municipal Gov- 
ernment you need, and that is the kind of Muni- 
cipal Government we earnestly entreat you to 
adopt. 

It is not a Democratic or Republican Govern- 
ment we present to you for your acceptance, but it 
isa City Government belonging to youall. [Ap- 
plause.}] We recommend candidates who, as 
we think, are just the men to give you what 
now youdo most stand in need of. We recom- 
mend them not as if we assume any author- 
ity, but simply because nobody else has taken 
the responsibility of doing so. ([(Applause.} 
The sume thing that has been done by those who 
gave to Brooklyn the courageous and noble young 
Mayor they bave, is done by us who propose to 
you to give you an equallv courageous and 
noble Mayor in Mr. Allan Campbell. |Applause.] 
Now, look around you. Read the papers from 
day to day. Hear the speeches of the ad 
herents of Tammany Hall and of the united De- 
mocracy following it. What have they to say 
against our candidates? Not a breath against 
their integrity, That stands above suspicion. It 
would be useless to attack it. Not a whisper 
against their fitness. That is known to you all. 
What isit,tnen? Why, thoy bring against them 
simply that they have not been nominated by Tam- 
many Hall andby the Democratic factions confed- 
erated with it; that they will not be subservient 
to their behests and to their interests. Why, fel- 
low-eitizens, here it is—the honest independence, 
the very virtue you need most in your Municipal 
Government—which is made the only charge 
against them, and on account of these very virtues 
you are asked not to elect them. It is insisted 
that you shall defeat them simply because Tam- 
many Hall cannot use and rule them. 

Democrats, I ask you, you who sympathize with 
every word Isay, you who are honest when you 
try to throw off the domination of Tammany Hall 
from your necks, I ask you, do not you feel that 
the veriest blush of shame would be an ornament 
to your cheek when you contemplate the dis- 
grace of your present alliance with Tammany 
Hall and your subjugation by it? [Applause.] 
T ask you does not your honor, does not your pride 
as men long to throw off that odious yoke’ And 
do you not see that when you strike down and an- 
nihilate Tammany’s power in this City it will never 
annoy and control you agai in this City;,but 
whether you do or not I am sure the citizens of 
New-York will snow that they have lost neither the 
desire nor the power to govern themselves. 

Now, my fellow-citizens, you have indeed a great 
opportunity. The issue before you is as clear as 
sunlight. Itis the people who want safety and 
good Government on one side, and it is a nest 
of politicians who want spoils on the other. That 
isall. To-day, I saw a good, an excellent oartoon 
in one of your illustrated papers, representing the 
Tammany bosses with the heads of the. other con- 
federated Democratic factions plotting to divide 
the lion’s skin, while the lion stood behind them 
tully alive. I trust the citizens of New-York will 
show them on election day that the lion 1s indeed 
alive and tetthem hear the roar of his volce and 
the whole power of his strength. {Loud and pro- 
longed applause. | rea 


JOSEPH H. CHOATE’S ADDRESS. 

The Hon. Joseph H. Choate followed Mr. 
Schurz, and his reception was no less cordial 
than was that given to the first speaker. Mr. 
Choate spoke deliberately and with vigor, 
saying: 

Mr. CuHatrman: This great and_ irrepressible 
meeting of citizens, overflowing this hall, and hope- 
lessly blocking up all streets and avenues that lead 
to it—|laughter]—this meeting means business. 
{Applause.] It means that this great City 
of ours, the City of the Nation’s com- 
merce, the Metropolis of its wealth and 
of its power, is no longer to belong 
to the politicians, but from this day forward is to 
be the property of its own honest and industrious 
citizens, |applause;} of pane ga who occupy its 
houses and pay its taxes, and Jabor day and night 
for its strength, for its growth, and for its glory. 
It means that Allan Campbell is to be the next 
Mayor of the City of New-York. [Applause.] It 
means that William A. Butler and none other 
shall be the next County Clerk. [Applause.| 
It means that we will have nobody to 
serve processes within the precincts of this County 
forthe next two years, but Col, Emmons Clark. 
{Applause.] Why, gentlemen, it really seems as if 
the people of New-York begin to appreciate the 
glory of self-government—of that self-government 
which was so well defined by the sainted Lincoln, 
as the government of the people, by the people, 
and for the people, [applause;] and so long 
as it presents itself in that shape it is the 
grandest blessing that can be conferred upon 
mankind; but when by the stuvid apathy 


of the people themselves it is turned into the gov- 


ernment of the people by the bosses and for the 
bosses, it is one of the greatest curses that can fa!l 
upon the community. [Applause.] Why, gentle- 
men, I remember no such meeting as this since 11 
ao ago almost this very night, when, upon 
his very platform it was my fortune, on be- 
half of another committee of citizens, created 
by the spontaneous and indignant  upris- 
ing of the people, to present for their 
ratification the names of not only the entire 
County ticket, but of a State ticket as well, of 
members of the Legislature and of the Assembly: 
because that band of robbers that had seized upon 
this City and upon its Treasury had also got their 
hands upon the throat of the State power at 
Albany. [Applause.] Well, the attention that 
the people then gave to their own 
affairs was _ sufficient for the moment. 
That ring of plunderers was scattered to the four 
quarters of the world; a brand was set upon their 
heads which they never effaced, and when the 
doors of the penitentiary closed upon the burly 
form ot William M. Tweed, and in answer to the 
question what was his occupation, in modest ac- 
cents he replied “Statesman,” [derisive laughter] 
why, the people fondly hoped, but, it seems, in 
vain, that that race of statesmen was forever ended. 
{‘‘ Good,” laughter, and applause. | 


Now, gentlemen, there is ro disguising the fact 
that, as stated in the address of this commitive, we 
stand once more face to face with Tammany Lall, 
the exponent of corruption, misgovernmert, aud 
depredation upon the people of this City. When- 
ever the people have seen tit to take charge of their 
own affairs the Tammany chieftains and all those 
in alliance with them have retired into unknown 
holes and corners, and they always will doit before 
the wrath of an honest and indignant people. Why, 
two years ago, when we had got tired 
of wading up to our knees in mud 
and slush through the streets and avenues 
of this City, we rose and demanded that the streets 
should be cleaned. [Applause.] Only last year in 
asmail section of this City, the people undertook 
the choice of theirown Assemblymen, and they sent 
to the Legislature three almost beardless youths, 
who proved to be exponents of the power and 
honesty of the City of New-York. Almost :. lone, two 
Republicans and one Democrat—they stemmed the 
tide of corruption in that fearful legislative gath- 
ering. They came out of it atthe end of the ses- 
sion as Shadrach, Meshach, and Abednego came out 
of the fiery furnace—and it was just about as hard 
a place to comer out of—and they came with- 
out a smell of smoke upon them. [Laughter.] 
Now, it you are willing this year, and any other 
year, to attend to your own affairs and choose 
your own members of Assembly and not let the 
bosses and politicians take them, why, if you 
choose, you can haye them all, Roosevelts and 
kobbs and Spragues. 


I have said that our fight is not with the De- 
mocracy. Far from that. We believe the rank 
and file of the Democratic Party are with us. [Re- 
newed applause.| There are no citizens that I 
know of more willing to fall into the line when 
they see that the bone and sinew ani heart and 
conscience of the people are marching all ‘x one 
direction, But itis with the party leaders that our 
fight is—whether they shall prostitute the govern- 
ment of this City into mere spoils for their own use 
and Binnder, or whether the offices and business of 
this City shall be managed as those of any other 
corporation ought to be, forthe welfare of the 
whole people and in the interest of the whole peo- 
ple. ‘'wo years ago, gentlemen—and, as I am a 
Republican, I propose to give you good Democratic 
authority for every word I say—two years ago,all 
mankind, except John Kelly and a little company 
of his henchmen in this City, thought as we do now, 
and, as Mr. Shurz has told you, all the other leaders 
of all the rest of the Democracy came together and 
denounced Tammany Hall, as we denounce it, as 
the yery bane of this community and the 
very heart and centre of corruption. And 
a meeting was heid in the Hotel Brunswick, and I 
have a revord of it herein about five words, which 
I shall give you, and you will see thatit is good 
sound Democratic doctrine whenI read the sig- 
natures—Abram 8S. Hewitt, John E. Develin, Peter 
}. Olney, E. Ellery Anderson, and ethers, commit- 
tee. They issued an address to their faithful fol- 
lowers throughout the City, and I want toread you 
one sentence, beeause it sald then, about this com- 
mon enemy of the people, what we say of it to- 
night—no more, no less: “The time has arrived 
when the duty of reforming the faults of our local 
org..nization is clear. Experience has pointed them 
out and they have been emphasized by the disas- 
trous resuit,of the late election. For security 
against unwise nomination for the elevation of 
the party and its devotion to principles, for a 
successful canvass and for protection in the cast- 
ing and counting of the vote, the masses mainly 
rely upon the efficiency, intelligence or vigilance 
of the leadership which the party organization 
produees. In this respect, the existing organization 
of our party in New-York’’—meaning Tammany 
Hall—" vas failed. The voice of the people does 
not find expression upon party measures and nom- 
inations through and within the party ma- 
chinery. ‘The inevitable result is that leaders 
acquiro a power beyond the reach of 
the corrective influence of popular feeling.” 
Well, then they issued asummons to the faithful 
to uppear at this very Cooper Institute, on the 
evening of the 24th of December, 1880, and this was 
a part of the cail they signed: *‘ Under the present 
system"’—that is the Tammany Hall system—‘'a 
wreat majority of the party are excluded from any 
participation in its councils, and power is concen- 


trated in the hands of a few leaders and people to / 


perpetuate their control of the machine, and pro- 
duces endless divisions and factions, by reason of 
whose strifes and contentions the principles and 
larger aims of the party are sacrificed to merely 
local ambitions.’ 

Well, on the 28th of December, 1880, they 
came together in this hali, and I want to call 
your particular attention to what was then 
said and done, for Mr. Franklin Edson presided 
at that meeting, and, if I am not mistaken, 
somebody since Dee. 28, 1880, has turned his coat; 
somebody has experienced a change of political 
heart. Mr. Edson presided and pledged his devo- 
tion tothe sentiments that were uttered on that 
occasion, Now, let me read you some good 
Democratic doctrine, the utterance of Mr. John 
Develln—nobody can doubt his soundness: 
* Democracy, as preached and adminis- 
tered in New-York City’—meaning always 
Tammany Hall, fer he had _ two-thirds to 
three-quarters of the Democracy at his back. 
**The people's officers were divided before their 
very eyes in open day as the spoils of faetion. 
There was no attempt at decent privacy, but the 
parceling out Was as much a matter of course in 
public as when the rough Roman soldiers cast Jots 
for the coat which was without seam and woven 
from the top throughout. An honest constituency 
felt outraged by this unseemly exhibition. Many 
Democrats, absolutely refusing to accept the re- 
sults, repudiated them with their voices and their 
votes.” And Mr. Hewitt, than whom no 
one in the whole party is entitled to 
more confidence, uttered our sentiments exactly: 
*“lammany Hall,”’ he says, ‘*{!s.a machine, the 
fundamental principle of which is at war with the 
true Democratic idea. Its source of power is not 
in the people so long asa leader can control a se- 
eret society. He hus exclusive possession of the 
head-quarters and of the machine which is lodged 
within its four walls. So long as this machine can 
getatollowing the voice of public opinion can 
never reach the ears of the engineer who 
does not choose to hear. Tammany Hall 
has done its evil work, and in finally de- 
feating the Democratic Party it has destroyed 
itself, and ean no longer be recognized, 
except as a warning to an organization which is at 
war witha representative Government. This move- 
ment, which bas produced this great assemblage of 
judependent and thinking Democrats, is the final 
sentence of condempation against an institution 
which of late years has only been powerful for 
evil. ‘Ifthy mght eye offend thee, pluck it out.’”’ 
{[Laughter. | 

“Well, now, gentlemen, Mr. Develinand Mr. Hew- 
itt and Mr. Kelly have gone to bed together. 
{Laughter,] They are there, as Mr, Burke said of 
another unholy coalition, picking together heads 
and pointsinthe same trunkle bed. [Laughter.] 
liow do you account for it’ Is there any great 
principle at stake this year that requires such a 
combination’ Are the grand old principles of Jef- 
ferson in Democracy involved in the election of the 
7th of November? Why, there is nothing in dan- 
ger. The grand oid Democratic war horse 
still lives and will live for generations to come. 
There is only one thing at issue in regard to this 
County ticket, and that js, Who shall have the 
offives? [A voice, ‘Ohio,’ and loud laughter.) 
Now, gentlemen, has there been a change of prin- 
ciple or {s it merely a change of practice? All 
these high sounding sentiments—did they mean 
them when they uttered them? How lis it now, 
then, that they find it compatible with those prin- 
ciples to join hands with Mr. Kelly and to allow 
him to dictate who shall be Mayor of New-York, 
for that is what they have done? [Applause.] 

** Now, gentlemen, I do not mean to detain you. 
My business is to present you the ticket. I might 
give you a very large and long discourse as to the 
evils of party misgovernment in our Municipal af- 
fairs, but you all know that forthe last 10 years 
and I, the great bulk of the people of this City, 

ave had nothing whatever to do with saying who 
should rule over them and who should administer 
their affairs. Of the 60,000 Republicans, if there 
are so many, 60 or 70 have had the say and no 
more. Of the 100,000 Democrats, if there are so 
many, not more than 10 haye had the distribution 
ef the spoils. Well, you know all the evils that 
spring from it; you know the inefficiency of the 
public service; you know the extravagant and ex- 
aggerated pay-rolis; you know the decrepit and 
intirm armies of decayed politicians who are put 
upon those pay-rolls. Why, you know what 
a great business we have in hand to collect and to 
spend $28,000,000 a year—$20,000,000 beyond what 
is necessary forthe payment of the public debt. 
Now, suppose any other corporation managed its 
affairs on the principle that we have allowed ours 
to be managed, of selecting men to discharge its 
business, not for fitness, not for efliciency, but for 
political service?) Would you dare ride in the cars 
of a railroad managed like that? Would you de- 
posit your money ina bank run upon those prin- 
ciples? Would you buy a share of a manufactur- 
ing company that was so conducted? Why, gen- 
tlemen, you do not need any argument to show 
the utter folly of the whole business. Well, now, 
we propose to youa mode of getting out of it— 
and that is that the people of this City shall take 
the management of their own affairs once more 10 
their own hands—[applause]|—a very simple and 
a very effective cure. But I wont enlarge any 
more upon the evils of the situation, You know 
them too well. 


“ Now, how are you to get out of it? Weil. we 
present to you a very wide cholce in the selection 
of candidates for all the offices that are to_be 
filled upon the County ticket. In  the_ first 
place, for Mayor there is Mr. Franklin Edson, 
an irreproachable private gentleman. ([Hisses and 
applause.) I am glad to see that he has some 
frieuds here. Iam sorry that any should hiss at 
him. But, gentlemen, has he any experience in 
our publie affairs? Has he the least acquaintance 
with the complicated machinery of our City Gov- 
ernment over which the Mayor is supposed to have 
a general supervision and control? Is it not in the 
very nature of tho thing, is it not according to the 
very principles of Sega nature that he should 
bow to the power that created him, and that in the 
filling of subordinate offices and in the conduct of 
the policy of his administration he should rec- 


ize and consult the gang that made him? 


hen a new comet blazes across our corner of 
sky it 1s always labeled with the name of its 
coverer. |[Applause.} Now, gentlemen, Kelly 
nominated Mr. Edson. Mr. Kelly was permitted 
to maxe him the nominee, and for the life of him 
it he goes into that office he cannot help going into 
it as John Kelly’s man. [Applause.] 

Now, what have you on the other side? His 
name seems to be all there is of reform, of bonesty 
in the public service, of efficiency in the conduct of 
public affairs. Atlan Campbeil beats bim in that 
respect. What has he done for you already? Why, 
every one of you, as you came into the hall to- 
night, received at the door showing how much 
money he saved you. I cannot count it. He saved 
as much money, according to that little handbill, 
as Tweed and all his rinzs stole. He believes in 
cutting down the extravagant and grossly corrapt 
pay-rolls. When he succeeded Mr. Kelly in the 
Finance Department, with an annual expenditure 
under Kelly of $250,000, he reduced its expenses 
from 25to 30 percent. Again, gentlemen, have 
you observed his course on the Board of Appor- 
tionment? Have you observed how he has put his 
fingers upon all unnecessary and extravagant out- 
lays. That forefinger of Allan Campbell has always 
been stopping the leaks. (Applause.) Let me tell 
you another thing which he did. Our City 
has other enemies than the politicians: it 
has the great corporate plunderer; it has those 
men who get for nothing franchises of immense 
value from the City Government out of the hearts 
and pockets of the people, and enrich themselves 
by a division of the spoils, and then endeavor to 
get extra accommodation from the Legislature in 
the way of exemption from taxation. What did 
Mr. Campbell do last Winter when the elevated 
railroad system succeeded, by means. un- 
known to the uninitiated, in getting through 
the Legislature a bill exempting them from 
the taxes in the past which they had neglected to 
pay, and reducing their taxes for the future to 
something less than half in proportion to what 
all other property was called to bear. He sat 
down and wrote an argument, addressed the 
Governor in defense of the rights of the City, of the 
people, and of the citizens, and his application 
resulted in Goy. Cornell’s applying his veto 
to that bill. [Applause.] But, gentleman, 
I ao not think you need any more _in- 
formation as to what our candidate for 
Mayor is, or as to what he will be if you allow him 
to take his seat at the City HallinJanuary. If you 
want him as captain of the noble Municipal craft 
of ours; if you want to make under him a success- 
ful voyage and a safo return in the next two years, 
all that [ have to say about it is, let us all join 
hands, crew and passengers and officers and all 
alike, fore and aft, let us join nands and man the 
quarter-deck with him. [Applause.] 

Well, gentlemea, there is an equal and, I think, 
a still wider choice before you asa candidate for 
County Clerk. (Cries of ** Butier.”’] But, before I 
deszribe to you the merits of Mr. Butler, I want, in 
fairness, to say a word for his udversary. [Laugh- 
ter.| Patrick Keenanis not unknown to fame in 
this City. Mr. Keenan has had large education in 
that old kind of statesmanship of which we were 
speaking a few minutes ago. |Laughter.| His ad- 
vocates have successfully refuted the charge that 
he cannot write his own name, and they have 
demonstrated that for the performance of the 
duties of County Clerk that accomplishment is not 
necessary. (Great laughter.] But, gentleman, he 
can write his own name. It appears upon many 
warrants for the payment of the City’s money, 
signed by him as Acting Mayor, in the absence of 
Mayor Grace. But those who have seen it tell me 
that it bears all the symptoms of having been pro- 
duced by a painful operatton, {laughter,] and that 
his best friend would not have hed him photo- 
grapled for public information while he was in- 
scribing his name. [{Laughter.] But he has hada 
grand and liberal schooling in all the arts of states- 
manship. He has been to two schools, each one of 
them equal to a university education. He has had 
a school of principle and a school of practice. His 
school of principle is in his saloon on Avenue B, 
{laughter,|] where good old Democratic principles 
are discussed from the ist day of January to the 
Bist day of December, with ardent and hearty 
spirit. ([Uproarious laughter and applause.| No 
man can say, after that, that he has not learned 
the whole gospel of statesmanship. And then, 
what a practice he has had! He has been a mem- 
ber of the Board of Aldermen tor 8 or 10 years. So, 
] think, if any of the voters of this City want that 
kind of a man to discharge the high and responsive 
duties of County Clerk—to keep the judgments 
and records of this entire City of 1,200,000 people— 
let them vote for him. 

But if you want that office conducted on sound 
business principles—if you want a man to fill it 
who in the discharge of its duties for the last two 
or three years has shown his entire competence— 
if youwant a man whom all the Judges oi our 
courts unite in saying— [here the speaker 
was interrupted by thunders of applause to greet 
the entrance of the Hon, Allan Campbell] 
if you want a man for that office whom ail the 
Judges unite in saying is the best County Clerk 
that New-York County has had in our generation, 
why, then, give us your votes for William A. But- 
ler. I belieye—pdut I am not quite sure—that there 
is a third candidate for County Clerk—who can 
tell whether there is or not? Well, all I 
can say of himis, as a witty English statesman 
sald of the great Arabi Bey, that “Johnny O'Brien 
must be left to stewin his own juice,” [iaughter,] 
and simply for the reason that there is not any- 
thing left under tne sun butthat for him to stew 
in. |Laughter.|] They dosay that he has openly 
declared that notbing but death shall remove him 
from the field. Well, if that isso, all Ihave got to 
say aboutit js that our Coroners will have one 
nasty job onthe morning of election. [Laughter.] 
Of course, it will falito our Coroners to carry his 
corpse out and give it decent burial. [{Laughter.] 

liow about the Sheriff? I believe the Tammany 
gang have put up a candidate for Sheriff—a Mr. 
Davidson—did you ever hearot him? He wasonce 
Clerk of the Marine Court, He subsided from that 
office, and ever since has been on the purlieus of 
the City Hall, nolding some place of profit, it not of 
honor. Well, whether he be capable of executing his 
own arrest I do not know, but we have got a man 
who could;ifit be necessary. We have got aman who 
has been learning ever since 1861, when he went to 
the front wih the Seventh Regiment. as Captain, 
to execute the will of the people, and if you have 
any faith in law and order, if you believe in the 
principles of good government, if you want a man 
to do a day’s work for a day’s pay, and to give 
himself, heart and soul, to the duties of the office 
that he undertakes, why, the members of the 
Seventh Regiment that are present know very well 
whether you kave such a man in Col. Emmons 
Clark. [Applause.] 

There is stilla wider choice for you on Judges. 
You are all interested in Judges—any of you may 
come undertheir condemnation atany moment. 

Tammany Hall has nominated two 
Judges. One of them is Mr. O'Gorman, a gallant 
gentleman,a refugee, and a martyr for liberty, 
who came from his own country in that sacred 
cause, [applause,} and who has done many 
good things. But gentlemen, judge men 
by their records. Not a word from me 
to the detriment of Mr. O'Gorman, 
But 1 want you to inquire into it. He held for six 
years the responsible post of Corporation Counsel, 
[t was while Tweed and Connolly and Sweeny 
were absorbing those $20,000,000 of the people’s 
money. Now, look into his record, and if you find 
that in all that time he did what he could do for 
the protection of the people and the redemption of 
their rights—if, when the people rose for their own 

rotection and offered the champions of the 
aw, with ,that great old hero and _ pat- 
riot Charles O'’Conor Lappignse] at their head, 
their aid for the rescue and redemption of the 
people’s rights—if he weicomed them, if he assisted 
them, if he did not obstruct them, why, then give 
him your votes tor the judicial office.

Well, gentlemen, he will 
have 14 years at $15,000 a yeartodoitin. [Laugh- 
ter.] One would seem to think that their hopes 
ought to be realized, but, as they say, it is only in 
hopes. 

And now we offer you two candidates—Mr. Henry 
J. Scudder—[applause.) Well, Isee you know all 
about him. An old, experienced, honest, capa- 
ble lawyer, he has long enjoyed the confidence 
of the courts and of the community. Why, 
he served us honorably in Congress _ for 
two years to his great personal sacrifice. 
And then we have Mr. Salomon, of whom I venture 
to say a word from a long professional ac- 
quaintance, that he has been for a long period of 
years in this Clty engaged in responsibie and 
arduous litigations and legal business, always 
commanding the eontidence of the courts, always 
enjoying a high and deserved place in the regards 
of his professional brethren. Now, gentlemen, if 
these are the kind of men you want, why, elect 
them, and om the morning of the 7th July 
{laughter]—I mean the 7th of November—it is so 
very warm bere since Mr. Campbell camein that I 
confused the dates. [Laughter and applause]. 

Now, we have only three more names on our 
tickets, and those are Coroners. Unfortunately 
we must have Coroners, and I venture to assert 
that if you will vote for our candidates for Cor- 
oners it will be safe and pleasant hereafter, as it 
has not been before, to die suddenly in the City of 
New-York. [Loud applause and laughter. |

ALLAN CAMPBELL’S RECEPTION. 

1 the very midst of Mr. Choate’s address 
Allan Campbell entered the hall and modestly 
assumed upon the platform a seat that gave 
him no special prominence, but the great as- 
semblage saw and recognized him, and cheered 


itself hoarse in his honor. He rose and bowed 
his head—a movement that served only to in- 
tensify the applause. The Seventh Regiment 
Band struck up ‘t The Campbells are Coming,” 
and the assemblage cheered again, when Mr. 
Choate was allowed to finish his address, 
Cries of ‘Campbell !” ‘* Campbell !? ‘* Camp- 
bell!” went up all over the pall. The Citizen 
nominee for Mayor responded with these ear- 
nest words: 


FELLOW-cITIZENS: Cheered by your hearty wel- 
come and by the slogan of my forefathers, blayed 
by the Seventh Regiment Band, I will venture to 
say a few words to you, although I did not expect 
to come herg to-night atall. Buta committee of 
the citizens have appeared at my house and asked 
me to come down, and I could not decline the 
honor of doing so, and I would venture to say for 
my Democratic friends, If it would be any satisfac- 
tion to them, that two of them were Democats 
and only one of them a Republican in the commit- 
tee of three. 

I have recently civen briefly, in my letter of ac- 
ceptance, some views as to what should actuate a 
candidate elected Mayor of the City of New-York 
and have not much more to say on that subject, 
I wish to say briefly a few words in reference to 
the service I have performed in the time I hava 


years since I was called upon 
of New-York to fill the im department 
of Commissioner of Pu Works, and I wish to 
say here that it was entirely unsolicited on my 
part. I had no thought of such office, but 
after pressure made by the Mayor and other gen- 
tlemen I consented to accept. I went through a 
service of five years in that department, and 
what I did there is known to the citi- 
zens of New-York. I hope it has met 
with their acceptance. {Loud  ppplause.] 
At the conclusion of that term my friend, Mayor 
Cooper, apvointed me, without solicitation or 
thought upon my part, to the office of Controller. 
Ihave since performed nearly two years of service 
in that department, and so far as my services have 
gone you must be the judges of what I have done. 
In both of those cases. as I have said, the appoint- 
ments came without solicitation on my part. And 
so, in the present case, the citizens of New-York 
must bear me witness that they bave called upon me 
to be theircandidite at this time for the office of 
Mayor. I could not resist the call under the pres- 
sure which was brought to bear upon me, and I 
shall stand for the office. I have accepted the 
nomination, asI did in the other cases, without 
giving any pledge at all. Nothing was asked of me 
then, nothing has been asked of me now; 
nor will I give any pledze at all, except, 
if I am elected, to do my duty to the wh: ‘e 
people of this great City of New-York. [Applause.] 
My fellow-citizens will bear me witness that I am 
somewhat hoarse; I came here unexpectedly, end 
never before have made an address in this or in 
any other great hail. I thank you for the ver 
kind reception which you have given me, and 
have only to add that I ought to say a word in ref- 
erence to the rest of the ticket. I can speak of 
that, at least, without any feeling. My associates 
on the ticket have my hearty approbation. |Ap- 
ergy They are gentlemen in every respect; 
and I think the citizens of New-York, if they elect 
them, will at least have good officers who will do 
their duty by the public interests. Now. gentle- 
men, if you will excuse me from saying anything 
more to-night, I will be obliged to you. [Great ap- 
piause and cheers. } 
ae 

THE OTHER SPEAKERS. 

Mr. Francis M. Scott, of the Young Men’s 
Democratic Club, followed Mr. Campbell. He said 
that the cream of the machine’s charges was to be 
found now in the sneer from political placemen 
that the organizers of this movement for Municipal 
reform were “’citizens.”” The speaker confessed 
his inability to discover in this title any great reason 


forshame. Now, in this City, he believed it was 
about to assume its real meaning. He satirically 
reviewed the objections made to the Citizens’ 
movement, and his strong, ringing utterances won 
hearty applause. Some people declared, he said, 
that this movement was not now opportune. He 
believed, and he felt sure that the public believed, 
that it was always opportune, always a good time, 
to elect honest men to office to supplant bad men. 
Mr. James C. Carter was next introduced. He 
said: “If I understand the purposes of this Citizens’ 
movement, the aims of the Committee of Fifty, 
and the views of the candidate whose name heads 
the ticket, our efforts should mot be confined to the 
mere occasion which has called forth this mag- 
nificent exhibition, but after the election, as 
before the election, and in victory or in de- 
feat, whatever may be the result, we mean 
that this movement shall go on. [Applause,] 
We are going to deal a tremendous blow at the 
common enemy. I think the first one will be fatal; 
but, whether fatal or not, whatever be the result 
of it, we shali continue to deliver these blows until 
the object for which we seek is securely at- 
tained, [applanse;] and my confidence that this 
is to be the course which we are to follow and 
that every one of you areto sustain us in it, rises 
from my belief in the great idea which underlies 
the movement, It is necessary that all great move- 
ments should have an underlving idea, and this has 
one suflicient to sustain it—the belief that parties 
should have nothing todo with Municipal affairs, 
Party rule has been tried in its fullest peauty in 
New-York. The politicians have bled the City 
almost to its death. What they have desired they 
have taken, and as the tools of corporations they 
have again and again smuggled through the State 
Legislature bills directly antagonistic to the best 
interests of the people of New-York City. They 
have had their Brooklyn bridge steal, and 
here, too, on these elevated railroads. The 
citizens here found that an elevated 
railroad was constructed along narrow streets, 
ruining, or next to ruining, their property, 
Did you say that that might be done witeout giv- 
ing the injured citizens compensation? [Applause. ] 
Did you ever ask that a man’s property should be 
damaged without compensation? No, but the law 
was passed by the Legislature; that piece of legis- 
jation was imposed upon the citizens of this City 
by this City’s professional politicians. [Applause.] 
The only wavy in which any kind of honesty, pro- 
vriety, rectitude, or prosperity can be brought 
about in municipal affairs is fer the honest and in- 
telligent citizens, rich and poor, bigh and low, to 
put shoulder to shoulder for their interests, take 
matters into their own hands, and govern them- 
selves and keep them in their own hands, for it 
amounts to nothing unless you do that. If I had 
supposed that the purpose of this movement would 
expire with the occasion which gave it birth, if I 
had supposed we should elect Mr. Campbell Mayor 
of the City and keep him there for two years, and 
after we elected him relapse into our former 
indifference and unconcern, I would not have 
thought the game worth the candle, [applause,} 


nor would I have appeared before you and thought 


it worth while to give my advice to you to join in 
the movement. i[t will amount to nothing unless 
in the effort you now make you intend tu perse- 
vere. [Applause.] Are we not told, and do we 
not know, that ‘*‘eternal vigilance is ever the price 
of liberty ?”’ , 

Mayor Grace called for a vote upon the resolu- 
tions, and they were adopted unanimously, 

The Hon. Timothy Shea, the last speaker of the 
evening, was received with much applause. He 
said that, though a Democrat in national politics, 
he never bent the head or bowed the knee toa 
master in his local politics. For 16 years in this, 
his native, City he had stood up almost alone to 
battle against this hydra monster, Tammany Hall. 
The powers of Tweed and Sweeny was resur- 
rected in the y-ersons of a Kelly and a Thompson. 
Better things could not be hoped from the later 
than from the earlier political taskmasters. Mayor 
Grace had had the manliness and courage to stand 
between some of their pet schemes and the public, 
4nd for his course he had won curses, but May 
Grace was the sort of a man who could stand thet 
sort of thing. |Applause.| #The speaker paid atten- 
tion to the unscrupulous methods of professional 
politicians. He made hard hits, and the applause 
that came from his hearers was spirited. The 
politicians’ regard for the voters, he said, is exactly 
identical with William H. Vanderbilt’s now famous 
opinion of the public. [Laughter and applause.] 
The speaker stated that he was able to explain 
why Allan Campbell was not popular in political 
eircles. ‘“*I stood,” he said, **in the Democratic 
conference and urged that Allan Campbell be 
made the party’s nominee. <A storm arose. 
‘Do you want to send us out into the 
street to starve?’ ejaculated the politicians; 
‘Do you think we can live on snow-balls?” 

Mr. Shea referred to the malicious campaign 
story lately put afloat by Democrats tothe effect 
that Allan Campbell had gone out of his way, as an 
officer, to cut down the laboring man’s wages. 
“T know athing or twe about this matter,” said 
the speaker, “and I know whereof I speak 
when I declare that the man who cut down 
their wages was not Allan Campbell, but 
John Kelly. Kelly sudcenly tried to play 
the economist; he wanted to tickle tbe 
tax-payei.: and he issued his orders to his Com- 
missioner of Public Works, Fitz John Porter, to 
reduce at once the laborer’s hire. This was the 
way it was done. Ailan Campbell had nothing 
whatever to do with it—not a single thing. This 
is the simple truth, the whole truth, and nothing 
but the truth. Am I not right, Mr. Controller?’ 
asked the speaker, turning from the audience to 
Mr. Campbell. 

** Precisely!’ Jaconically responded Mr. Camp- 
bell, with a smile, 

The audience arose and enthusiastically ap- 
plauded. The Seventh Regiment Band struck 
up an inspiring air, and Mayor Grace de- 
clared the meeting adjourned. Mr. Charles 
P. Miller called for three cheers for 
Allan Campbell. Three times three were given 
with a will, not only for Mr. Campbell, but for the 
entire Citizens’ ticket, and the host of voters that 
had crowded the big hall went out tothe street and 
to their homes fullv alive to the merits and claims 
of the Citizens’ movement.

PHILADELPHIA’S CELEBRATION CLOSED WITH 
A BENEDICTION. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 27.—This was “ Mili- 
tary Day” in the bi-centennial celebration, the prin- 
cipal feature being a parade bythe Militia of this 
State, participated in by military organizations 
from neighboring cities. The same crowds that 
have almost lived on Broad, Market, Chestnut, and 


Third streets since Tuesday again packed those 
thoroughfares this morning, and the decoration’ 
seemed even more profuse than on previous days. 
Over 20,000 men were in line, exclusive of 
several Cadet and military institution organi< 
zations of this city and Chester. ‘i'here 
were also in the parade three brigades of 
Pennsylvania State Militia, brigades and battalious 
from New-Jersey and Delaware, and companies 
from Baltimore and Washington. Toe Grand Army 
posts had about 10,000 men out. Gov. Hoyt and 
staff, the officers and members of the Executive 
Committee of the Bi-centennial Association, and 
distinguished guests reviewed the line from thé 
grand stand on North Broad-street. 

The final ceremonies of the bi-centennial celebra 
tion took place to-night at the Academy of Music, 
in which a brilliant audience was assembled. Od 
the stage were seated Goy. Hoyt and mem: 
bers of the Bi-Centennial Association and 
Board of Education and many prominent citizens. 
After musical exercises, participated in by 1,204 
public school children, District Attorney Grabam 
delivered an address.

TALK OF THE TIME IN PARIS 


MEN FROM MADAGASOAR, POLITI- 
CIANS, AND THE “ FROG RACE.” 
THREE MEN OF STATE SENT TO EUROPE BY 

QUEEN RANAVALA IL —POSSIBLY TO VISIT 
AMERICA—FRANCE AND THE EGYPTIAN 
CONTROL—BILLS FOR PARLIAMENT. 
Panis, Oct. 11.—The French are slowly 
awakening to the conviction that their recoil 
from an Egyptian expedition was a grievous 
mistake. With the German spectre ever be- 
fore their eyes, a dread of anything likely, in 
any way, to immobilize abroad the national 
forces predominated, on the 19th of last July, 
all other considerations; but now, since the 
rapid collapse of ‘the Arabi rebellion has dem- 
onstrated how chimerical were their fears 
based upon a complete ignorance of the Egyp- 
tian situation, they have regrets. Not that 
ihey confess them; on the contrary, the entire 
official and officious press chants peans of 
thanksgiving over ‘‘our sage and prudent dis- 
interestedness,” and yet through those hosan- 
nahs is perceptible a feeling of mortification 
and disappointment, while political newspa- 
per polemists spoil quires of good paper every 
day in earnest endeavors to prove that Eng: 
land cannot, should not, will not, dare not 
modify the status quo ante—do away with 
the control institution, and, leaving France 
out in the cold, settle the affair as best may 
suit her own particular interests, irrespective 
of the interests of her ‘‘faithful ally.” This 
strange fatuity of supposing that France has 
2 right to reap where other nations have 
sown, simply because in former times France 
weighed something in the European balance, is 
a distinctive feature of the national character, 
and one ought never to be surprised at its 
manifestation in certain quarters, notwith- 
standing the general admission that Chauvin- 
ism is dead and buried. Still, when a journal 
s0 moderate, so intelligently edited, as the 
Temps devotes two columns daily to argue 
that the situation at present in Ecypt remains 
as it was before Sir Garnet Wolseley landed 
there, that England has no more claims to su- 
premacy in the Khédive’s councils than she 
bad previous to the victory of Tel-el-Kebir, 
and that France will not consent to any modi- 
fication of pre-existing statutes, some aston- 
lshment is likely to be produced. M. Hebrard, 
or rather his chief editor inspired by him, is 
particularly severe on the Fall Mall 
vette, which he qualifies as  casuistical, 


because, having allowed that the control 
is an international convention only to 
be abrogated by the consent of all the con- 
tra‘ting parties, Mr. Gladstone’s organ 
declares that, if iungland and Egypt withdraw 
from the association, said association cannot 
be maintained by the consent of France 
alone. Logically, tha Temps may be right, as 
avery bilateral contract binds both parties 
equally and, unless by virtue of express stipu- 
lations, cannot be broken by either one of 
them against the willoftheother. Unluckily, 
it is not with nations as with imdividuals; 
there is no international tribunal! for the settle- 
nent of quarrels, and no means for the en- 
forcement of its decisions, did that tribunal ex- 
ist, shortof the ultima ratio reguin, to which, 
for good and all-sufficient reasons, the French 
will not appeal. Poor France has lost her an- 
cient prestige, and does very wisely in keeping 
out of all foreign complications until she 
is in a condition to bite as well as bark. 

Yet she has agitators, and here I do not al- 
lude to her home agitators, the equally ridicu- 
lous defenders of the altar and the throne and 
the disciples of Louise Michel and ‘‘ Compan- 
lon”? Guesde—you must know that ‘‘ compan- 
ion” is a new title invented by the Collectiv- 
ists, who consider that of ‘citizen’? to be too 
aristocratic; all of these are so grotesque as to 
be inoffensive. I allude to a more dangerous 
tlass of agitators—those who, forced to recog- 
nize the disappearance of French influence on 
she Continent of Europe and in the Levant, 
arge that its sphere should be extended on the 
con‘inent of Africa and inthe Indian Ocean. 
Not one in a hundred thousand Frenchmen has 
a clear notion of the geographical position of 
the Congo River or cares whether King Ma- 
koko did or did not make a treaty with Lieut. 
de Brazza which gives France the monop- 
oly of its navigation, to the exclusion of 
Mr. Stanley, who explored a part or the 
whole of the sable monarch’s territory in 
the name of the King of the Belgians. 
The prospective advantages of the proposed 
‘station’ are more than problematical, and 
yet papers which, like the Zemps and the Vol- 
faire, fulminated against any military action 
in Egypt, now preach intervention in the 
**Valley of the Cengo,” even at the risk of a 
rupture with Belgium. Itis because Belgium 
Is a kind of cheap nation, whereas in the case 
pf the fellaheen Bismarck had advised absten- 
sion? Again, there is the Madagascar ques- 
ion, which offers a glorious opportunity 
for the display of jingoism at a low 
price, and I cam assure you that it is 
nade much of. Not knowing the rights 
ind wrongs of the Madagascar question, 
20r with whom the French are at variance 
.bout it, I shall make moderate reference to it, 
itating only that the French Consul at Tanna- 
riva and her Malgache Majesty Queen Rana- 
vala Il., which amiable lady assassinated her 
ion, Radama II., in 1863, for philo-European 
proclivities, had pe ye sty, As nearly as I 
can ascertain, one of her Majesty’s favorites 
wanted toest a missionary, and the Consul 
protested, whereupon a French man-of-war 
steamed into the harbor, and the plaintiffs and 
defendants sent delegates to Europe to make 
their respective statements. The French dele- 
rate, being an ordinary white man, is not es- 
pecially interesting, but the Malgaches are so pe- 
suliar in their way that I may tell about them. 
Four in number are the Malgache plenipoten- 
tiaries. Plenipotentiary No. l rejoices in the 
euphonious name of Ravonibahitriniavivo—20 
letters and 10 sylables; he is a fifteenth 
**honor—’’ meaning rank in the Hovas dialect; 
heis Minister of Foreign Affairs when he is at 
home, and @ nephew of the Prime Minister 
Rainilairivony, who personifies the policy of 
the old Hova party, which would interdict all 
access to the island to foreigners. Ravoniha, 
&c., has been for many years the collavorator 
of bis uncle, a most truculent tyrant, whose 
influence on the old Queen is said to be with- 
out limit. Parenthetically, allow me to state 
that in this country, which in many re- 
spects reminds one of some operetta land 
such as Monopotapa and Tulipatam, it is cas- 
tomary and traditional that the chief of the 
Council of Ministers is also the lover of the 
female sovereign, which causes frequent Cabi- 
net crises, but has its advantages, as it per- 
mits politicians to measure with some consid- 
srable accuracy the degree of Ministerial dura- 
tion, Rainila, &c., is considered a stronger 
man than Havoniha, &c, but the latter 
is much esteemed at Court, and thought fit to 
cope with the wiliest of European diplomatists. 
Ramaniraka, the second plenipotentiary, is 
only a fourteenth honor, but he enjoys the favor 
of his hierarchical superiors, and is the Queen’s 
private secretary and interpreter, functions 
which he owes to his education by the English 
Methodist missionaries, by whom he was 
taught French and English and taken on a 
European tour while achild. Ramaniraka is 
the lettered individual of the embasey, and, 
as he is the direct channel of communication 
with Honor 15, I recommend the cultiva- 
tion of his good graces should the party visit 
the United States, as is now contemplated. 
Moses Andrianisa is the third dignitary, and 
was once Governor of Tamatave, but he is not 
agenuine Hova, as his name indicates, and 
therefore is only moderately infiuential ; his 
mother was a creole, wherefore his patriotic 
sentiments are open to suspicion; yet, as he is 
inteliigent, the Government profits by _ his 
lights and gives him the direction of the school 
ot noblemen’s children at Tannariva, The 
fourth Ambassador, Mare Rababisoa, was a 
pupil of the Catholic missionaries; he speaks 
French with fluency, and was attached, some 
years ago, to the person of the son_ of the 
Prime Minister, who was educated in Paris at 
the expense of the Emperor Napoleon III. 

With these above mentioned four personages 
is a sort of outside functionary, one Tacchi, a 

algache journalist, whose special mission ap- 
pears to be the reading of and replying to all 
articles of the French press not favorable to 
Malgache ideas. During his week’s residence 
at Marseilles, awaiting M. Grévy’s assent to 
the mission’s appearance in the capital, Tac- 
chi has managed to get himself into hot water 
with the Cannebitre reporters, by whom he 
was at first frequently interviewed, and who, 
be says, have not reported fairly his conver- 
sations. Except Tacchi, the Ambassadors are 

_ fine-looking men, with long, straight hair, thin 
lips, aquiline noses, and saffron-colo com- 
plexions, but. greatly to the disappoint- 
ment of those who like local colering, they 
wear stove-pipe hats and the ordinary gar- 


gmente of civilization, This is... 


Ga- 


Cannibalism, with aring in its nose and tat- 
tooed, is always interesting to the Gauls, but 
cannibalism trousers and swallow-tailed 
coats 1s an object of loathing and contempt; 
true, these exotics merit a little tolerance, as, 
in addition to the garments of civilization, 
they put on a silk cloak, the simbou, to which 
they cling with the same veneration as the 
Turk does to his fez. The Hovas are de- 
scendants of a colony of Malays, which set- 
tled on the south-west coast of Madagascar 
many centuries back, and conquered the 
Antochthones, with whom they have gradu- 
ally fused, although their common language 
still shows traces of its Polynesian origin, 
and contains a variety and multitude of 
terms untranslatable in any foreign tongue, 
except by means of extraordinary periphrases. 
‘You would not believe me were [ to pretend to 
a thorough knowledge of the Malgache dialect ; 
in point of fact, Ihave not even aslight ac- 
quaintance with the same, but a returned mis- 
sionary was kind enough to teach me one 
phrase and the manner of saying it, which, 
for the benefit of eny of my countrymen de- 
sirous of being specially «greeable to a Hova, 
I will reveal: Cross your arms upon your 
breast and say gravely and as gutturally as 
you can: * Salama, razah’ zandar tompon 
amnt tan’ and’d,” which means, ‘ God 
is thy master as well as He is mine!” 
Probably the Ambassadors will not under- 
stand you, as none but a Hova can pro- 
nounce the phrase properly, but they will be 
flattered all the same, which issomething. M. 
Rabilisoa is a very affable young gentleman, 
and trom him I gather that civilization has 
made mighty strides in his‘native island, where 
there is now a newspaper, Tacchi’s journal, 
and a Ministerial organ, a stock exchange, a 
military school, canons, jails, and other instru- 
ments of progress, but that only very lately 
the local magistrates consented to abandon 
the usage of trials with the tanghin, which was 
a poisoned chalice politely offered to all accused 
parties by the court. If the accused 
declined this beverage, his guilt was evident 
and off came his head; if he drank it and sur- 
vived, which was about once in 500 times, his 
innocence was established beyond doubt and 
proclaimed by the royal herald. I cannot ex- 
plain why M. Duclére hesitated to receive 
these islanders, as our chief of the Ministerial 
Council is only too much inclined to be inter- 
viewed; possibly he is not certain what the 
Parliamentary majority wishes him to promise 
or threaten, and prefers to adjourn the audi- 
ence until the Chambers meet again, which 
will be in a fortnight. 

Great things are expected on and after that 
date; every Deputy has at least one special 
bill to get through; every group of Deputies 
and of these there are 18, has some general 
project of law, while the Cabinet proposes to 
present half a dozen of its own manufacture, 
among which is eighteenth bill (since the 
peace of 1871) for the modification of the mag- 
istracy, and the twenty-sixth or twenty- 
seventh project for the reorganization of the 
Army. A M. Gaillard, of Nismes, or there- 
about, has also a particular personal griev- 
ance to bring before his colleagues. M. Gail- 
lard is a Deputy who was not invited to din- 
ner when the Prefect and Sub-Prefect 
and Mayor entertained Gen. Billot 
while on a tour of inspection of the troops 
stationed in the Gard Department. M. Gail- 
lard felt much hurt by this omission, as, al- 
though the General was in the town incognito, 
he had left his card on him and so thought 
himself slighted, wherefore he called to com- 
plain on the Sous-Préfet, who told him, it 
seems, somewhat cavalierly, that he chose his 
guests, and did not include the complainant in 
their number because he did not want his 
company.

Much to his surprise and to the sur 
prise of the community at large, which 
is accustomed to see revocations whole- 
sale whenever a Deputy is hostile to 
any one, the Minister ignored the de- 
punciation, and this has so exasperated 
M. Gaillard that after a mass-meeting of his 
constituents he has decided to give notice of an 
interpellation immediately after the reunion 
of Parliament. Poor Gen. Billot, the best War 
Minister ever located in the Kue St. Domi- 
nique since the death of Marsha! Niel, is learn- 
ing the truth of the proverb about the impos 
sibility of pleasing ‘the world and his father,” 
Not only does this sword of Damocles—the 
non-invitation to dinner of Deputy Gaillard— 
hang over his head, but he is menaced also 
with inquiries concerning the non-destitu- 
tion of Gen. Berge, who, according 
to an advanced radical journal, had 
been destituted for modifying, without 
authority from the department, the ma- 
nceuvres by skirmishers as prescribed in the 
infantry tactics, Gen. Billot was outraged by 
this use of his name to cover what would have 
been a gross piece of injustice, and immedi- 
ately issued a special order extremely lauda- 
tory of this officer, one of the best division 
commanders in the Army. Perhaps you may 
not know that half a dozen organs of radica!- 
ism never let slip an opportunity of abusing 
everything military, their abuse becoming 
more and more virulent as its victim rises in 
rank. A private soldier is a ‘‘miserable 
wretch,” an officer is ‘trepugnant,’’ a General 
is a ‘*monster’ for penny-a-liners of this 
school. Billot, Chanzy, Berge, Hanrion are 
**iniqnitous assassins,” and as to Gallifet, 
his head has long ago been devoted to the in- 
fernal divinities as a ‘“‘murderous ruffian.”’ 
Behold, then, a tempest in prospect, with inci- 
dents of the serie-comic species which will be 
inimitably funny.

A short time ago I imported 2% gallons of wine 
from Sicily. The legal duty was 40 cents per gal- 
lon, or $10, The Custom-heuse fees, entry, charges, 
&#., amounted to $4 50 in addition, making tho 
actual duty paid 58 cents per gallon. In consider- 
ing the practical operation of eur tariff laws, it 
would be only right to make some allowance over 
avd abeve the legal percentage of duty for these 
extra expenses, which will be saved to the eonsumer 
when the Custom-house is abolished, ag slavery 
and other traditions of a primitive state of civiliza- 
tion have been abolished.

EXPLAINING THE CLUB’S OBJECTS—WILLIAM 
J. MANN’S ACTION SEVERELY DENOUNCED. 
A largely attended meeting of the Brooklyn 

Young Republican Club{was held in Music Hall, 

Brooklyn, last evening, to take action in regard to 

local candidates in that city. Horace E. Deming, 

the President of the club, in opening the proceed- 
ings, said that it was desirable to correct a misap- 
prehension which was wide spread with the general 
public. The Brooklyn Young Republican Club, he 
said, as a Republican club favored, other things 
being equal, the success of Republican candidates 
every time, and on election day would distribute the 
ballots of Republican candidates, except in cases 
where it had declined or might decline to indorse 


the same. The fact that the club did not take spe- 
cific action in regard to a partieular nomination 
was not to be taken as evidence of its hostility 
to such nomination. Resolutions were passed de-

It was resolved that the members of the 
Advisory Committee from the wards composing 
an Assembly district should ascertain through the 
Ward Campaign Central Committee the sentiment 
of the club members residing in such Assembly 
district as to what action, if any, the club should 
take in reference to candidates for Assembly in 
suoh district, and that their reports, if approved by 
the Advisory and Executive Committees, should 
be the official action of the club. 

A greeting was sent to the Citizens’ mass-meet- 
ing in session in the Cooper Union in this 
City to ratify the nominations made by 
the Committee of Fifty, William E. Os- 
borne offered an amendment to the reso- 
lution in regard to candidates for Assem- 
bly, by adding the words “that in regard to the

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TWO DISTRICTS IN DANGER. 


DISSENSIONS THAT THREATEN REPUBLICAN 
SUCGESS IN THE TWELFTH AND FIF- 
TEENTH CONGRESSIONAL DISTRICTS OF 
PENNSYLVANIA. 

WILKESBARRE, Penn., Oct. 25.—It is ex- 
pressing it mildly to say that the political atmos- 
phere of the Twelfth Congressional District is hot, 
and the result very mach in doubt. Congressman 
Scranton, the present member, although having re- 
ceived a unanimous renomination from the Re- 
publicans of Luzerne and Lackawanna Counties, is 
bitterly opposed by some members of his own par- 
ty in Wilkesbarre, the home of Gov. Hoyt, and the 
Record, which has been regarded as the Governor's 
home organ of late, is making a furious war upon 
him, and advises its readers to vote for D, W. Con- 
nolly, the Democratic candidate. The appoint- 
ment of a Postmaster at Wilkesbarre contrary to 
the wishes of the Governor and his friends is given 
as the cause for this anti-Scranton crusade, 
but this can hardly be the real rea- 
son, as the same parties fought Scranton 
when he was a candidate the first time, although 
not with so much vehemence. Connoily states 
that at a meeting held here the other day, at which 
Gov. Hoyt was present, he received earnest as- 
surances from the Governor of his support, and a 


regular organization has been effected with a view 
to inducing Republicans to vote for the Democratic 
candidate. The Post Office fight, which attracted 
so much attention throughout the country, began 
by the friends of the then incumbent, Douglass 
Smith, ignoring Congressman Scranton and de- 
claring that by the aid of the Governor they would 
have their man reappointed in utter defiance of 
the Representative. Up to that time Scranton had 
taken no part ia the matter, but knowing how he 
had been opposed in his election by those 
Republicans who threatened to  humill- 
ate him he became suddenly interested 
and after many days of suspense and 
turmoil during which various leading Wilkesbar- 
reans,inclading Goy. Hoyt, Attorney-General Palm- 
er, Gen. McCartney, and some lesser lights, made 
pilgrimages to Washiagton for the purpose of in- 
terviewing President Arthur, Smith was ousted 
and a Liberal Kepublican named. Albert S. Orr re- 
ceived the appointment. It was alleged against 
Secranton’s man, Orr, that he voted for Gen. Han- 
eock for President, but this was denied by aflidavit. 
Seranton was successful, but there has been no po- 
litical peace in Wilkesbarre eyer since, and public 
opinion is now at a white leat. Scranton’s home is 
in the rival town whieh bears his name and is 20 
miles distant in the heart of the Lackawanna Val- 
ley. He succeeded atthe last session of Congress 
jn securing a large appropriation for the location 
of a Post Office building at that place, and 
this has not increased his popularity with some 
Wilkesbarre people, who seem to regard it as a 
lopsided way of showing favors. Besides, it is 
feared that if he eontinues in Congress he may suc- 
ceed in securing a United States Court for the city 
of Seranton, and this is something which Wilkes- 
barre thinks herself specially entitied to, but, of 
course, she cannot get it if it goes to the sister city 
up the valley. All these things, together with a 
liberal share of personal animosity occasioned in 
the breasts of some local statesmen from time to 
time by Scranton's aggressive newspaper, the /’e- 
pudlican, have helped to work those who were 
formerly the wheel-horses of the Stalwart 
machine into a lovely frame of mind, and 
they will go to any extreme to defeat 
the Republican candidate. It is stated that Mr. 
Charles Parish, a prominent and influential eoal 
operator of this clty, who employs a large number 
of men, has issued orders to his workmen that 
they must vote against Scranton at all hazards, as 
he must be beaten no matter who else is elected. 
A serious hitch has occurred in the programme 
which contemplated the transfer of Kopublican 
votes to Connolly by the discovery that he was 
President of a graveyard insurance concern calied 
the Lackawanna Mutual Assessment Company, 
which was organized on tno 27th of May, 1881, and 
never paid any politics or made returnsof its busi- 
ness to the State, although it received large sums 
of money from poor speculators in the lives of 
old men and women. Many Republicans will not 
be found yoting in this section for any man who 
belonged to the “ death-rattle’”’ insurance business, 
and the enemies of Scranton now hope to secure 
the desired defection necessary for Scranton’s de- 
feat by inducing their friends to vote for Mr. Flick, 
the Prohibition candidate for Congress. It will be 
a wonder if Mr. Scranton can pull through under 
the clroumstances, although he expressed himself 
to his friends here to-day as being sanguine of 
success, He will receive a large popular yote at his 
home in Seranton and the Lackawanna Valley, 
which may _ possibly offset the defection in 
this city. Probably no other district in the 
United States presents the novel spectacle of a 
regularly and unanimously renominated candidate 
for Congress being openly opposed by his own 
party Governor of the Commonwealth; but this is 
a year of political surprises and strange antics. 
The Fifteenth Congressional District, which ad- 
joins the Twelfth, has a spirited three-cornered 
figbt on hand, and Col. Overton, of Bradford 
County, finds himself confronted by Representa- 
tive Jadwin, the regular Republican nominee of 
two years age, and George A. Post, of Susque- 
hanna, the Demecratic candidate. It was alleged 
by Jadwin and his friends that he ought to 
have been renominated in accordance with party 
usage and because of his splendid record, but the 
conferees of Wayne, Wyoming, Bradford, and 
Susquehanna Counties did not see things in that 
light, and the result was Overton's nomination af- 
tera tedious session of balloting. Mr. Jadwin’s 
friends claimed that Overton’s nomination was the 
result of « bargain, and forthwith a citizens’ con- 
vention was called in Honesdale, at which Jadwin 
was nominated with great enthusiasm. The 
Democrats of the district, preferring Jad- 
win to Overton, named a weak and 
comparatively unknown man as their 
candidate, and it is safe to assume that many of 
their votes will go to Jadwin, who has hopes of 
being re-elected. Itis now stated that Col. Over- 
ton, rather than see the district go Democratio, has 
agreed to withdraw from the fight if Jadwin will. 
but Jadwin is determined to stick, and this 
throws the vote of the Fifteenth District into a 
state of uncertainty, as the Democrats have been 
much more anxious to onpport candidates of their 
own now than they were before the Ohio election. 
If Republicans lose the Twelfth and Fifteenth Dis- 
triots it will be owing to their own local wrangles, 
and not because of the superier strategy or nomi- 
nations of the Democraty, who have not taken 
advantage of the dissatisfaetion, as they might 
have done, by naming their best men.

A fire broks outin the Hertwick Block, at 
Water-street and Hertwick-avenue, East Brady, 
Penn., at 6 o'clock last evening.

A fire occurred last evening in the three- 
story brick huilding No. 451 Fifth-avenue, Brook- 
lyn, ocoupied by Burrell & Tinken as a carpenter’s 
shop, which occasioned damage to the extent of 
$3,000. Three horses in a stable adjoining the 
building were burned.

Being so 
young and entirely alone she was looked upon 
with suspicion, but the closest sorutiny discoyered 
nothing that was reproachable in her conduct. No 
one but herself was seen to enter her room, and 
her movements were so guileless and her manner 
so innocent that she soon won the hearts of all, 
and became a marked favorite with the lady 
boarders at the hotel. 

The story of the strange disappearance of Miss 
Pollard reached Chicago and was published in the 
papers there, and the description of Miss Pollard 
tallied so well with that of Miss Gordon that the 
hotel authorities were convinced that they were 
the same person.

In January, 
1879, there were 2,564,382 head assessed for taxa. 
tion; In 1880, at the same date, there-were 2,811,254 


assessed; in 1881, Jan. 1, according to the Asses4 
sors’ roils, there were 38,262,104 head, and it is 
probable that the assessment for Jan. 1, 1882, 
will show 4,000,000 head, and by Jan. 1 next a much 
larger number will be shown, as the naturak 
increase and the increase by importation fro 
other States would swell the figures probably ta 
5,000,000 head. But it 1s reasonable to infer tha’ 
thereis alarge percentage of sheep in the State not 
onthe Assessors’ rolls, as is the case with ali classed 
of personal property. Since Jan. 1, 1881, whe 
8,262,104 head of sheep were assessed, very larga 
numbers have been brought to Texas by rall from 
the older States, and large herds have been drive 
here overland from California and the States o 
Mexico.

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
‘for to-day, in this region, light local rains, 
partly cloudy weather, north-east to south-east 
winds, slight changes in temperature, falling 
barometer. 


Yesterday’s registration brings the total of 
voters who have already qualified in this City 
up to 159,284, or 26,313 more than were regis- 
tered during the first three days of last year. 
Bhould to-day’s registration share in the 
average increase of the three days preceding, 
the total registration will exceed 200,000, and 
a vote of nearly 180,000 may fairly be ex- 
pected on the 7th November. It is not at 
all probable, however, that this figure 
will be exceeded. Large as the total 
is for an ‘‘off year’ in national 
politics, itis not so large as the importance 
of the interests at stake in the City election 
should have called out. We. assume 
that the rank and file of the Democ- 
racy ‘who support the party candi- 
date through thick and thin have attended 
to the business of registration, and that most 
of the: people who still need to be 
urged ; not to neglect the last oppor- 
tunity ‘for: securing their right to vote 
are those - who are least likely to 
‘be led by bosses or controlled by the 
‘statesmen of the groggeries. If these were 
as mindful of their duty as citizens as their 
Jess instructed brethren, to-day’s registra- 
tion, instead of being little over its probable 
jimit of 40,000, would reach at least 10,000 
more. 


/ The last of the <series of resolutions 
adopted at last night’s meeting of the sup- 
porters of the Citizens’ movement is not the 
least important. It calls upon the Commit- 
tee of Fifty to continue their organization 
not only to secure the election of their 
nominees ‘‘but also for the carrying out 
of such further objects of Municipal re- 
form as the exigencies of our condition 
may require.” But half the work of re- 
form will be done with the election of Mr. 
CAMPBELL as Mayor. His responsibility 
for the good government of the City 
must be associated with the power 
to relieve local administration from 
the dead weight of incapacity, job- 
bery, and corruption which presses upon it. 
‘To do this, legislation will be needed, and it 
may be safely predicted that both Democrat- 
tc and Republican politicians will exert 
their influence at Albany to defeat any ex- 
tension of the powers of the Mayor of New- 
York when that officer is a man who 
pwes allegiance to neither party. The 
rommittee should begin by _ giving 
special attention to the character of the 
pominees for the Assembly as in the proba- 
ble event of being compellea to make a fight 
for local self-government before the Legisla-

Short work is made of Foreman WiLu1aM 
DicKson’s cock-and-bull story of attempts 
to bribe the star route jury, the report of 

‘Special Counsel] H. H. WELLS, on his case, 
' ‘being conclusive as to the whole matter. It 


is now apparent that Dicxson’s work of fic- 
tion has accomplished the purpose for which 
it was written, and that we should hear no 
more of it if the Government were not pur- 
suing the matter. Dickson asserted that 
there had been an attempt on the part of the 
Government to bribe him. Contrary to all 
sense of decency, contrary to the in- 
structions of the court, and in spite 
of the objections of some of the jurors, 
Dickson insisted on bringing this matter 
into the jury-room, where he persisted in 
having it discussed when the guilt or inno- 
cence of the persons on trial was the only 
proper subject for discussion. Then, hav- 
ing ‘“‘hung”’ the jury, Dickson and the de- 
fendants’ counsel used the tale to create a 
reactionary feeling in favor of Brapy, Dor- 
sEy, and the rest of the gang. There is not 
a scintilla of evidence to support Dickson’s 
charge that an agent of the Government at- 
tempted to bribe him. It is most likely that 
DICKSON was ready to be bribed or that he 
invited an assault upon his virtue in order 
that he might make an outcry and call in 
the public to witness his own immaculate- 
ness and the corruptness of the officers of 
the Government. 





Controller CAMPBELL took occasion at 
yesterday’s meeting of the Board of Appor- 
tionment to define his position in regard to 
the public schools. His desire is ‘‘to give 
the children of the poor, that are about four 
fifths of the population of this City, a first- 
rate education, according to the school laws 
of the State,’’ but he objects to the multipli- 
cation of ornamental branches of education at 
the public expense, and he fails to see why 
the cost of educating a child should be twice 
as much in this City as it is in Brooklyn. 
In spite of the enormous sum annually ex- 
pended on our public schools, the President 
of the Board of Education says that in the 
Nineteenth Ward alone thousands of chil- 
dren have been turned away for lack of 
accommodation. In the high tide of Ring 
rule in this City in 1870 the tax-payers con- 
tributed $2,607,000 for the support of the 
public schools, and the accommodations 
were found ample for all comers. In 1880, 
as during the present the sum 
paid from City has_ been 
$3,500,000. That is to say, while in 
ten years the population of the City 
has increased 28 per cent., the cost of 
the public schools has increased 34 per 
cent., and if the amount cailed for this year 
should be appropriated, the increase in ex- 
penditures would be over 53 per cent. Mak- 
ing due allowance for the changes in school 
buildings demanded by the shifting of pop- 
ulation, the rapid growth of the expendi- 
tures of the: Board of Education is calcu- 
lated to attract the notice of a less resolute 
economist than Controller CAMPBELL.

NEW-YORK’S OPPORTUNITY. 

The great hall of the Cooper Union was 
crowded last evening with a multitude of 
earnest citizens, and there was a constant 
stream going and coming of those who were 
unable to get within hearing of the speakers. 
This fact, together with the enthusiasm 
with which the names of the Citizens’ can- 
didates were greeted, testified to the 
interest which has evoked by 
the effort to secure a non-partisan 
Government for the City. There is every 
indication that the time has come for New- 
York to throw off the rule of corrupt rings 
and political combinations of every kind 
and secure an administration of its affairs 
by able and upright men pledged only to the 
faithful performance of their duties to the 
public. If this movement is not successful 
now there will be little encouragement for 
the cause of good government in this City 
for years to come. The movement is as 
completely free from partisan purposes as 
there could be any hope of making it under 
any circumstances. The time is peculiarly 
favorable for separating the plain issue of 
non-partisan government for the City from 
the general political interests which prevail 
in a State campaign. 

The issue is as simple and direct as it 
could possibly be made. On one side is a 
purely political ticket made up after the 
worst manner of local managers. It is the 
product of a bargain between the active poli- 
ticians of the three Democratic factions. 
The respectable name of FRANKLIN Epson 
is made the cover for some of the worst 
nominations that could be presented for the 
suffrages of the people. It would be impos- 
sible for Mr. Epson himself, if elected, 
however earnestly he might strive to rise 
above the influences surrounding him, to 
prevent them from hampering and baffling 
his efforts, and it would be out of his 
power to regenerate an administration made 
up of weak or corrupt elements and 
subservient in the rest of its personality to 
the politicians to whom it owed its existence. 
If all the nominations of the Democratic co- 
alition had been as unobjectionable as that for 
Mayor, which was intended to give a gloss 
of respectability to the ticket, they would at 
best give promise of a purely partisan Gov- 
ernment, with all which that implies. On

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Fifty are presented for Democratic and Re- 
publican voters alike. They stand in no re- 
lation whatever with the State or Congres- 
sional tickets of either party. The names 
will be on separate ballots, and every voter 
can exercise a free choice between the party 
candidates for State offices and for members 
of Congress, while expressing his prefer- 
ence for men in administrative positions in the 
City who are the candidates of neither party. 
No man’s right can be traded away with- 
out his own consent. The statement that the 
Citizens’ nominations are calculated and in- 
tended to help the Republican State ticket is 
in the highest degree absurd. Republicans 
who are averse to supporting the party 
nominations for State offices are left en- 
tirely free to deal with them as they please, 
while testifying to their desire for a non- 
partisan administration of Municipal affairs, 
Democrats surely will not be prevented by a 
similar desire from supporting the candidates 
of their choice for political offices. Dis- 
cussion of the party affiliations of the candi- 
dates in matters properly pertaining to 
party politics is out of place. It is of no 
consequence. They are all men of the 
highest character and the best qualifications. 
They are nominated on the platform of non- 
partisan government for the City. They 
accept it, and promise to perform their 
duties if elected with a single eye to the best 
interests of the City, and their character 
is a guarantee for the fulfillment of the 
promise. 


Itis difficult to see how any intelligent 
and conscientious citizen who wishes to see 
Municipal affairs honestly and efficiently 
conducted, free from the corrupt influence 
of party designs, can vote for the Demo- 
cratic City ticket. It is certain that no Demo- 
crat of that character can feel in any way 
bound to support it on rational party 
grounds. He had no part in bringing it 
into existence. He was not consulted about 
it any more than the Republican of 
a corresponding character was consulted 
with reference to the nomination of Mr. 
O’Brien. If he and men of his kind had 
been consulted, they would probably have 
repudiated the bargain of the faction com- 
mittees and pronounced for acitizens’ ticket. 
Doubtless the Tammany and Irving Hall 
committees acted for the organizations 
which appointed them, and which are not 
accustomed to consult the wishes of 
voters. The vote which they represent 
is largely controlled, and its independ- 
ence cannot be counted on. But the 
committee of the County Democracy aban- 
doned the principles on which its or- 
ganization was founded and entered intoa 
compact with the very factions whose meth- 
ods it has denounced. The combination 
ticket is a Democratic ticket in the gense 
that it was created by the managers of the 
three factions, but it certainly cannot  re- 
garded as binding upon the general body of 
intelligent Democratic voters. 

Under all the circumstances of this peculiar 
State and Congressional canvass and of the 
selection of the two City tickets, we are 
justified in assuming that the prospect is 
favorable for wresting the administration of 
Municipal interests not only from the con- 
trol of rings and corrupt combinations but 
from all the influences of party politics. If 
this is once done we shall hold a high van- 
tage ground for securing needed reforms in 
the very constitution of our City Govern- 
ment which shall place it permanently in the 
keeping of our own citizens. It is time for 
a supreme effort, for the fitness of the peo- 
ple of New-York for self-government is to 
be put to the test. 


A REVOLT IN NEW-HAMPSHIRE. 

Even in the little State of New-Hampshire, 
where political lines have heretofore been 
drawn with the firmness of her granite 
ridges, some of the Republicans have found 
cause for bolting their party ticket. They 
have discovered thet acorrupt and tyran- 
nical machine has been doing the work of 
nomination for them, and that the authority 
of the ‘‘boss’’ has taken the place of the 
free choice of the voters. At all events, 
a discovery of this kind has just been an- 
nounced by ex-Senator WADLEIGH at Keene 
in response to an invitation from a large 
number of Republicans who refuse to sup- 
port the candidate for Governor. The dis- 
closures made in the ex-Senator’s outspoken 
address are not really new, but never before 
have the facts been mentioned by Republi- 
cans except in whispers. This is the first 
time that a prominent man of the party has 
ventured to proclaim them on the house- 
tops. But this year political independence 
is much in fashion, and Mr. WapLEIGu 
finds it a favorable time for denouncing a 
condition of things to which his eyes were 
opened when Mr. WittrAmM E. CHANDLER 
succeeded in defeating his re-election to the 
Senate. 


The political condition in New-Hampshire, 
as in other States, is the result of practices 
of slow and insidious growth, which were 
connived at so long as public attention was 
occupied with national issues upon which 
parties were in direct antagonism. In former 
times the election in the Granite State was 
the first of each annual series, and the divi- 
sion of parties was very close. As a conse- 
quence, much interest was centred upon it 


| and great efforts were made to carry it for 


the sake of the presumed moral effect upon 
the canvass to follow in other States. It is 
difficult for any one who has not been an 
observer of it to appreciate fully the intense 
party feeling that was evoked in those con- 
tests and the fierce energy with which they 
were carried on. The politicians felt that 
the fate of their party throughout the 
country, if not that of the country itself, 
depended on their carrying the March elec- 
tion. It was then that New-Hampshire 
men in the Government service, and New- 
Hampshire men wherever they were scat- 
tered, were brought home to vote. The 
Republican committee was furnished with 
funds, raised in Washington and else- 
where, to carry on their work, and the prac- 
tice arose of applying these wherever and 
however they could be used to secure votes. 
There is no manner of doubt that for years 
the practice of buying. votes was more or 
less openly carried on. Government offices 
were used for all they were worth to secure 
support -for the party, and the Portsmouth 
Navy-yard was an important element in car- 
Tying elections. . It was at this time, too, that 
Mr. Wintiam £. CHanpuer, dividing his 
‘time between the profitable business of lob- 
_bying at Washington and managing ‘party 
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interests at Concord, laid the foundations of 
his power as a political ‘‘ boss.’’ 

This went on for years, and the narrow 
margin of votes by which the Republicans 
carried the State of New-Hampshire was 
often fully accounted for by the influence 
wielded through Government patronage and 
the use of money. But the time has come 
when these methods are losing their po- 
tency. Their corrupting and degrading 
effects are recognized and a protest for 
reform is made. The particular oc- 
casion for the revolt in New-Hampshire 
at this time is the nomination of Samurn 
W. Hause, of Keene, for Governor. The 
charge of Mr. WapLEIcH and those for 
whom he speaks is that Mr. Hauer, who ap- 
pears to .be a rich and unpopular person, 
owes his nomination to bribery and the dic- 
tation of Secretary CHANDLER. We have 
seen no denial of the charge of bribery, but 
Mr. CHANDLER has written a characteristic 
letter intended as a denial of the accusation 
against him. It is a conspicuous peculiarity 
of political managers of his class to do their 
work by indirect and equivocal methods, 
perfectly understood by those in their confi- 
dence, but capable of evasive denial in case 
of need. Mr. CHANDLER says he did not 
attend the New-Hampshire Convention, that 
he did not influence anybody to support Mr. 
Hatk, that he had spoken favorably of the 
rival candidate, Mr. Currier, and that the 
newspaper under his control advocated the 
nomination of Hane against his remon- 
strance, 

This has the appearance of a sweeping 
denial, and yet Mr. CHANDLER arrived at 
Portsmouth on the Zallapoosa just before 
the convention, the men in his confidence 
and under his influence did labor for Mr. 
Hauk’s nomination, and the newspaper 
which he unquestionably controls made a 
vigorous fight for that gentleman and against 
his rival. Those who undersiand Mr. 
CHANDLER’s character and methods as Batn- 
BRIDGE WADLEIGH understands them find 
no difficulty in comprehending both his 
conduct and his denial, and they persist in 
declaring that the candidate was imposed 
upon the party by the Secretary of the 
Navy and the power of bribery. However 
that may be, the nomination has caused an 
independent revolt which is strongest in 
Mr. Have’s own county and where he is 
best known. New-Hampshire will have to 
be added to the list of decidedly doubtful 
States, and the causes that are there threat- 
ening the defeat of the Republicans are 
closely akin to those which are at work in 
New-York and Pennsylvania. 


RIVAL CANALS. 

So far as we are aware, nobody has ever 
proposed to build a second waterway from 
Buffalo to the Hudson to compete with the 
Erie Canal, and if the people of the State 
shall at the coming election decree the re- 
moval of the tolls, there is no likelihood that 
another canal will ever be dug. But the 
Erie Canal was cut through the State sixty 
years ago, when the striking truth of the 
adage that ‘‘ competition is the life of trade’’ 
was less generally recognized than at the 
present day, lt seems to be the rule now 
that when one company builds a rail- 
road or digs a between © two 
points another company straightway goes 
threatens to—to build a 
second railroad or dig another canal between 
the same points. This has been so in the 
case of the Panama and the Suez Canals, 
the two greatest undertakings of the kind 
in the world, and there is a noticeable like- 
the behavior and the offen- 
sive and defensive tactics of the friends 
and backers of the rival enterprises 
upon the twoisthmuses. M. VERBRUGGHE, 
the superior agent of M. pg Lesseps in the 
work of constructing the Panama Canal, has 
lately arrived in this City on his way to 
Paris to consult with the chief, and while 
he is running over with facts and fig- 
ures to prove how cheaply, _ easily, 
and speedily his particular canal can 
be built, he has nothing but contempt and 
prophecies of flat, dismal failure for the rival 
ditch which some misguided statesmen, cap- 
italists, and engineers talk of digging along 
the Nicaragua route. He has ‘‘ been all 
over the ground,”’ and he is confident that 
after having spent» an enormous sum of 
money in constructing a preliminary railroad 
and in excavation and lock-building, the 
Nicaragua Company would wake up some 
morning and find that their canal had been 
shaken off the face of the earth by the earth- 
quakes of the country. On the other hand, 
Gen. Grant, Admiral AMMEN, and others 
interested in the Nicaragua Canal show con- 
clusively that it would be cheaper and in 
every way better than the Panama Canal, 
and that the weeds of desolation and ruin 
would begin to grow in the disused channel 
of the latter as soon as theirs was opened 
for traffic. 

The war of words between the partisans 
of the Suez Company and the friends of the 
new project for an English canal from Alex- 
andria to Suez by the way of Cairo is being 
carried on very much in this fashion, The 
first serious discussion of the new canal 
scheme was in the columns of the London 
Times, and the narrow policy of the Suez 
Company, M. pg Lessrps’s excitable temper 
and highly disrespectful behavior, and the 
impossibility of England’s being content with 
her present insignificant share in the control 
of a waterway so vitally important to herin 
an imperial sense, and to which she contrib- 
utes three-fourths of all the traffic, were 
urged as mighty reasons why, in diplomatic 
language, it might become necessary to se- 
siously consider plansfor anew canal. The 
French company took alarm at once, bor- 
rowed 30,000,000f. to pay for improving the 
canal in accordance with the wish of Eng- 
lish ship-owners, and now, through M. pe 
Lesseps, is perfecting plans by which the 
voyage from Europe to Asian ports by the 
way of the canal may be made two or three 
days shorter. 

There is further evidence of alarm in an 
article by M. Paunt Lreroy-Beavtignu, in a 
recent issue of the Economiste Francais. M. 
Leroy-BravuLiev pooh-poohs the scheme, 
says it is ‘‘ a journalist’s fantasy, ‘not the con- 
ception of a statesman,’’ and tries to ‘‘laugh it 
out ofcourt.’’ But he is plainly very nervcus. 
The completeness of the case he makes out 
against it proves his anxiety. In the first 
place, he does not believe that England will 
be such a fool as to voluntarily destroy the 
value of the 176,000 Suez shares bought of 
the Khédive by Lord BEAcoNsFIELD. These 
shares cost 100,000,000f.; they are worth 
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820,000,000f.; in 12 years they will be worth 
two or three times as much. England will 
not throw away this property, reasons the 
Frenchman—that isn’t her way. But ex- 
cluding the shares from the account, the 
Alexandria-Suez Canal would be impracti- 
cable. It would be 450 kilométres in length 
against the 250 kilométres of the present 
canal; would traverse the richest part of 
the delta, destroying valuable farms, play- 
ing the mischief with the rai'roads and irri- 
gation canals, crossing the Nile four times, 


and would cost £50,000,000, or two and one- ' 


hal? times as much as the Suez Canal. 
Finally, nobody would use it after it was 
built, for the passage would be nearly four 
days, against two for the Suez route. 

This is certainly a very depressing view 
of the project, but it does not discourage its 
English backers. In a long and careful 
article upon the subject, the London Times 
brushes aside the difficulties raised by the 
Frenchman and sets forth the advantages 
of the Alexandria-Cairo-Suez route so 
enticingly that the reader. wonders at 
the pz Lesseps’s stupidity in choosing 
the barren desert instead of the heart 
of fertile Egypt for his canal. In 1874 Mr. 
Fow Ler, an English engineer, surveyed the 
new route at the request of the Khédive, 
who had just then begun to see clearly that 
the Suez Canal, by diverting traffic from the 
cities of his realm through the desert of the 
isthmus, was a great injury to Egypt. 
His report removes all doubt of the possi- 
bility of the project. This new rival of the 
Suez route would consist of two fresh-water 
canals, meeting and receiving their water in 
the Nile, three miles below Cairo. Thence, 
by an average slope of two inches to the 
mile, with locks and irrigation sluices at 
certain points, they would lead, one to Suez, 
the other to Alexandria. The length of the 
two canals would be 240 miles, which is ten 
miles less than the distance from Alexandria 
to Suez by sea and the present canal, so there 
would be no loss of time. Indeed, the East 
Indian passenger would leave his steamer 
at Alexandria, take the train to Cairo, do 
the pyramids and the capital, and rejoin 
the ship at Suez. The canal would cross 
the Nile but once, and would injure 
no railways or other roads. It would be the 
greatest blessing that could come to the 
farmers of the delta, for it would substitute 
a convenient system of irrigation for the 
present primitive and costly method. It 
could be built for £10,000,000, if no money 
were wasted—thatis, for half the cost of the 
Suez Canal. And it would restore to Alex- 
andria and Cairo the commercial dignity of 
which the DE LesseEps has robbed them. It 
must be confessed that in what M. Leroy- 
BeavuLrevu—anxious that Agincourt, Trafal- 
gar, and Waterloo shall be forgotten—calls 
this ‘‘lover’s quarrel’ of France and Eng- 
land over the canal question the English 
have the advantage. 

FRENCH NIHILISTS. 

Was it not Peter Parley’s Geography 
which defined the Frenchmen as ‘‘a gay 
and chivalrous people, excessively fond of 
dancing and military glory’’? The defini- 
tion may not be an exhaustive one, but it 
deserves to outlive Mr. Parley’s now nearly 
forgotten text-book. Even if it is not liter- 
ally true, it involves the unquestionable truth 
that when Frenchmen can have neither danc- 
ing nor military glory they are invariably 
discontented. 

The discovery of an extensive anarchist 
conspiracy, with ramifications in every city 
and large town of France, need not surprise 
any one. It was time that such a conspiracy 
should be formed. France is suffering from 
peace and internal prosperity, a state of 
things that always dissatisfies the people. 
They had peace and prosperity in the later 
years of Lours Pariiprer’s reign, and they 
vented their dissatisfaction by overthrowing 
him. The second republic was also 
peaceful, and the Socialists were pre- 
paring to destroy it when Lovis Na- 
POLEON saved them the trouble. . The reign 
of Napo.eon IIL lasted so long as he gave 
France military glory and Paris unlimited 
dancing, but the moment his ability to sup- 
ply either of these coveted blessings van- 
ished he was driven into exile. The present 
republic has kept France out of war—ex- 
cept with Tunis—and it has done nothing 
to please the dancers who danced so gayly 
under the empire. It is ruled by lawyers 
and small statesmen, while the really able 
men are labeled ‘‘ dangerous” and carefully 
laid on the shelf. France is prosperous, but 
terribly dull, and in such circumstances the 
fancy of the progressive Frenchman lightly 
turns to thoughts of revolution. 

The men who made and sympathized 
with the Paris Commune cannot: be: ex- 
pected to become loyal citizens of M. 
GREvVy’s republic. They are at least as nu- 
merous as they were when they held Paris 
against the troops of M. Turers. <A few of 
them were shot after the collapse of the 
Commune, and a Jarge number of them were 
sent to penal colonies. The latter have been 
brought back to France in a way that must 
have seemed to them a vindication of their 
cause, and they were received as heroes and 
martyrs by their friends. It was to be ex- 
pected that as soon as they found that the 
Government of the republic could not be 
passed from GAMBETTA to CLEMENCEAU and 
finally to RocHEFoRT they would conspire 
to bring back their beloved Commune and 
to extend its blessings to other cities as well 
as to Paris. 

That any anarchist conspiracy can succeed 
in grasping the supreme power in France is, 
of course, nearly impossible. The Govern- 
ment is probably safe enough against any 
successful revolution of that kind. The con- 
spiracy which has just been discovered will 
be frustrated, and its leaders will very likely 
fall into the hands of the Police. The fact 
of the existence of such a conspiracy will, 
however, fill timid property-owners with 
distrust as to the future. If the anarchists 
continue to conspire, as they unquestionably 
will, and if their conspiracies are discovered, 
as they doubtless will be, the feeling of in- 
security will grow, and France will be ready 
once more to seek safety in a strong govern- 
ment, It matters little what the strong gov-; 
ernment is called, or, indeed, whether it is 
really any stronger than M. Grevy’s repub- 
lic. Timid Frenchmen cannot be expected 
to be strictly logical, though they can be 
expected to doubt the ability of a nominally 
republican Government to protect them 
against the Red Spectre. 

There is a feature in the present consptracy 
which is full of grave significance. Prince 


KRaAPorxin, the famous Russian Nihilist, 
is said to be connected with it. Hitherto 
French revolutionists have always had some 
definite programme, however preposterous it 
may have been. The Communists had a 
clear idea of what they wanted, which was 
the form of government illustrated by them 
in the Paris Commune. The aim of the 
Nihilist, which is simply to destroy every 
existing institution without a thought of 
substituting others, has never hitherto 
been adopted by French Red Republicans, 
Socialists, or Communists, It is, however, 
something which would naturally commend 
itself to the French radical mind. It in- 
volves the melodramatic element in a way 
that ought to be exceedingly attractive to 
Frenchmen. The burning of the Tuileries 
and other public buildings on the last day of 
the rule of the Commune was probably in- 
tended as an act of war rather than an ex- 
pression of radical love of destruction for its 
own sake, but it was an act which necessari- 
ly familiarized the Communists with the 
Russian Nihilistic method of protesting 
against everything. 

If the French anarchists have really be- 
come allied with Nihilism, as their connec- 
tion with Prince Kraporxin indicates, it 
will be a most unfortunate thing for France 
and the republic. The burning of towns, 
the assassination of public men, the blow- 
ing up of houses and railway trains, con- 
stitute a species of political amusement 
which will afford plenty of occupation to the 
French anarchists. It cannot be instantly 
checked by the discovery by the Police of or- 
ganized conspiracies. The very failure 
of any important insurrectionary movement 
which such discovery entails would have 
its share in inducing the anarchists to make 
themselves felt by isolated acts of outrage. 
It is quite probable that we shall now have 
in France a repetition of the anarchical as- 
sassinations and outrages which have dis- 
graced Russia during the last half-dozen 
years, and if French Nihilism becomes as 
formidable as it may easily become, the ter- 
ror of the respectable classes will almost cer- 
tainly lead to the substitution of a strong 
personal Government for the rule of states- 
men who are now tolerated simply because 
they have not sufficient force and individu- 
ality to excite the jealousy and hatred of their 
fellows. 





Of late years cur expert testimony in crim- 
inal cases, irrespective of such as have rested upon 
the defense of insanity, transitory or alcoholio, 
have not conduced to the reputation of our toxi- 
cologists or our microscopic experts. The long 
controversy on colored corpuscles of the blood in 
the Hayden case, according to M. Harems, a cele- 
brated Paris microscopist, served no other pur- 
pose than to evince the ignorance of our experts; 
and how completely the arsenical part of the more 
recent Malley case broke down is a fact familiar to 
the most easual reader. It is refreshing, in view 
of these facts, and tends to re-establish the broken 
claims of science to infallibility, to peruse the 
latest developments of expert testimony in Europe 
under parity of circumstances. In Hamburg, Ger- 
many, a remarkable case of poisoning by strych- 
nia was tried, the defense being that the murdered 
woman, whose husband was on trial for her death, 
was the victim of spasms of hysteria, and died of 
asphyxiation in the progress of an unusually severe 
attack. A few crystals of bichromate of potash in 
the hands of a toxicologist convinced the jury, and 
the guilty husband met his deserts. In Vienna re- 
cently a woman was convicted of murder by the 
spectroscope, which disclosed the presence of a 
preparation of zinc in the body of her victim in 
quantity too minute to be detected by ordinary 
tests, and in Paris scarcely a year ago RErnscu’s 
test for arsenic revealed a murder that had gone 
unpunished for ten years. The murdered man was 
the brother of the criminal, and though the latter 
was suspected at the time, no test of sufficient deli- 
cacy existed to disclose the minute quantity of 
arsenious acid employed, In Brussels, not long 
ago, the microscope sent a doctor to the guillotine 
by showing that the crystals of hematodine ob- 
tained from a minute stain upon his linen were 
crystals such as only appear when human blood is 
subjected to the proper reagents. It would ap- 
pear from comparison of the testimony in these 
foreign cases with that elicited in our ownr courts 
that want of absolute precision and delicacy is our 
principal fault in the scientific aspects of criminal 
jurisprudence, and possibly our experts may gain 
something from perusing them at length. Such 
blundering, with a poison so simple as arsenic, as 
was displayed in the Mailey case, through the com- 
bined efforts of the experts and the counsel for 
the State, would certainly be avoided by following 
European methods more closely,

The American Vice-Consul at Smyrna has 
been led by efforts at silk-worm culture In this 
country to give the results of his own personal ef- 
forts, which he made in the hope of alleviating 
the losses suffered by the peasants in Turkey 
during the last quarter-century. The Vice- 
Consul’s experiments began, some years ago, with 
obtaining a quantity of native or indigenous 
“grain,” (eggs,) which were very fine, but much 
diseased. As not all the eggs from a diseased moth 
are infected, he placed the worms in sepa- 
rate cells from the moment of hatching. Each 
moth is placed on a bit of cloth to lay its eggs, 
and when this is finished it is carefully pinned by 
its wings to the cloth that fit may not escape; it is 
then examined witha 500-power microscope, and 
if the grain shows disease—which is easily ascer- 
tained by the appearance of corpuscles on the 
disk, these corpuscles having a briliant oval shape 
—it is thrown away. This method insures escape 
from *‘pebrine,” which is the most destructive dis- 
ease; the other great disease (‘‘ flacherie”’) can easily 
be seen with the unassisted eye on watching the 
worms at their last age, when, if there are few 
deaths, and if the worms do not hesitate in mount- 
ing the brushes to spin their cocoons, they may be 
deemed free from this disease, which befalls them 
just as the grower begins counting his probable re- 
ward. ‘A month after laying, the examined grain is 
washed off tne cloth in boiled soft water, having 
10 per cent. of alcohol added, and is dried as fast 
as possible inthe open air in ashady place. After 
several days’ drying it is placed in layers not overa 
centimétre thick in a box of perforated zinc con- 
taining drawers of the same material; this 
box is then hung from the ceiling 
until the next season, in a dry and airy 
spot, the Winter’s cold being very beneficial 
rather than hurtful. In March the nursery is white- 
washed and cleaned, all utensils being sulphur- 
smoked, In that climate the mulberry begins bud- 
ding then, and the grain is put in a room gradually 
heated to 70° by an earthenware stove, on which a 
vase of water is carefully kept; in six or seven 
days hatching begins and continues four or five 
days; each day’s issue is kept apart, and the last 
day’s is throwa away. The first day’s receives 
two feeds of leaf, cut up very thin, with an extra 
feed to each day's after-issue. The first day’s issue 
is placed on the lowest frame of the stand, those 
of the second day on the next frame, and so on, 
the object (together with the extra feeds) being to 
enable the last hatched to overtake the others by 
the time of the first molt. The second, third, and 
fourth ages require four feedings per day. with 
great regularity; the last age requires constant 
feeding from 5 A. M. to 11 P. M., the quantities 
being small, but the worms being never allowed to 
be without food. For the first three ages the 
wild mulberry ‘is preferable; for the fourth and 


fifth, the grafted; leaves should be gathered after 


the dew is gone, and should be first dried, if they 
are wet with rain. Up tothe end of thethird age 
they are cut up; after that are fed whole. Espe- 
cially in the first age, the worms must not be 
crowded. For each ounce of grain 2g sauare yards 
are then allowed; in the next three ages, 5, 10, and 
25 square yards respectively, and in the fifth and 
last age there should not be over 500 or 600 worms 
per square yard. To clean the frames, sheets of 
thick paper are laid on the worms; attracted by 
pieces of leaf placed an the paper. the worms 


crawl up through holes previously pierced in the 
Daper, and the deserted “litter” is tnen carefully 
removed, the paper with the worms being laid om 
aciean frame. During the last stage the cleaning 
is more frequent, and greater care to secure cleanii< 
ness is requisite. Five days after cocoons are 
formed they are removed from the brushes with 
gteat care. Imperfect cocoons are separated and 
exposed to the sun for some days to destroy the 
chrysalides: good ones are steamed instead, and 
should be reeled as soon as possible after drying. 
ne 

The series of experiments above noted may 
be deemed, on the authority of the Consul, to have 
passed the stage of experiment, for he says that hig 
stock—started from fine but diseased seed as nan 
rated—has improved until it is the best he hag 
ever produced; from one ounce of 30 grains he in 
variably obtains 150 to 155 pounds of fresh cx 
coons, 12 pounds of which, just taken from th¢ 
brushes, yield over a pound of the best and finest 
silk. Another advantage he claims is that his race 
ylelds only 4 to 6 per cent. of double cocoons, 
against 15 to 30 from other races, and he has found 
that double cocoons should never be used for rex 
production, as they have a tendency to perpetuate 
themselves. This system—devised by Pastrur—ig 
also credited by Consul Perxorro, of Lyons, with 
having checked the destruction of seri-culture in 
Southern France. For many years prior to 1879 
this was the chief industry in that section, favored 
by a division of labor by which the reelers al- 
most invariably bought their cocoons and 
the growers almost invariably sold them. The war 
with Germany and the rivalry from Japan—which 
began selling raw silk, having profited in the work 
of reeling by using European devices—had an un< 
favorable effect. These competitive troubles might 
have beer borne, but a parasitic and epidemic dis, 
ease, due largely to the overcrowding consequent 
upon the desire of the peasant growers to increase 
their production, nearly destroyed growers, trees, 
and reelers together; the silk speculation in 1876 
further hurt the latter, and a strong demand, 
fiercely resisted in Lyons, followed for a protective 
duty on raw silk. The Pasteur system, first thor< 
oughly tried in France in 1880-S1, was so successful 
that there were not leaves enough for all tha 
healthy worms which grew; this year that experi< 
ence has been confirmed; the dreaded “ pebrine” 
and “‘ flacherie” are of the past, and France onca, 
more exports cocoons. But the necessity for 
an increase of reeling establishments (filatures) to 
at least 80 ner cent. is a fact for the immediate fu< 
ture, and if this increase is not made France 
must mostly export her cocoons. This is adx 
mittedly wasteful and undesirable, and inasmuch 
as women are not now willing to do this work by 
hand for the old wages, and if they were year@ 
would be required to train them, automatic, 
machinery is imperatively demanded; all the mora 
so because the power-looms, now fast increasing 
in numbers and importance, must have well-reele@ 
fibre. Forthe United States, even more than for 
Europe, automatic machinery is pronounced an 
absolute necessity, although “ without it French 
and Italian seri-culture will become a thing of tha 
past.” Readers of Txz Times who take an inter< 
est in the subject may recall,in this connection, 
the account heretofore given in this column of a 
lately invented and remarkable American machine 
for this purpose.

THE ITALIAN OPERA. 


Meyerbeer’s “‘L’Africaine’” was given last 
wight at the Academy of Music to the most numer- 
ous audience that has been present at any per. 
formance thisseason. The attraction was doubt- 
less due to the popularity of the ‘ opera 
itself, as well as the appearance of a 
new tenor, Signor Clodio, and the reappear- 
ance of the favoite dramatic soprano Mlle. 
Rossini. It was not an exceptionally good 
performance last night, though there was much of 
merit in it, and therefore it did not excite the full 
attention that was fairly earned, and this fact was 
apparent in a manner that reflected unjustly on the 
artists. In Signor Clodio, who assumed the part 
of Vasco di Gama and made his début in New- 
York, Mr. Mapleson has a fairly good artist, 
but he is not a tenor who will either make a sensa- 
tion among the thoughtless attendants of the 
ppera, nor will he recommend himself to musi- 
tians. He has a clear tenor voice of a tiroaty 
quality at times, but of unusually good tone, and 
seema to be earnest in his profession. He is one of 
these disappointing artists whose mission seems 
to be to raise expectations. He did some very 
good singing last night and then missed some of 
bis best opportunities, and, in a word, is to be 
classed as a fair average singer, who may be made 
useful with practice. Mlle. Dotti’s Inez was not 
effective. Signor Galassi as Nelusko has before 
been praised for his spirited and artistia rep- 
resentation. He sang splendidly last night, and act- 
ed with the fire and artistic elegance for which 
he is distinguished. The public does not need to 
hear that Signor Galassi was perfect in any réle he 
bas undertakes, and the repeated recalls he re- 
ceived in the second act indicated how thoroughly 
he is appreciated. Since Badiali there has been no 
puch baritone in New-York. The charm of the 
evening was in the return to the stage of 
Mile. Rossini, the dramatic prima donna of Mr. 
Mapleson’s company. The audience had assembled 
chiefly to hear her, and there was no d sappoint- 
ment. In the réle of Selika Mile. Rossini has a 
difficult part, but she meets the requirements of 
the position with a spirit and intelligence that com- 
mand admiration. Her charming appearance 
at once wins the sympathy of the audi- 
ence, and when she sings it is no longer 
s matter of doubt that an artist Is pres- 
ent of natural gifts and the cultivated style 
that only comes from study and hard work. The 
orchestra was well handled by Signor Arditi and 
the chorus sang with spirit and intelligence. If 
the minor parts, as above indicated, had been 
better performed, “ L’Africaine” would have been 
& great success. As it was,the brilliant performances 
of Mile. Rossini and Signor Galassi hardly suc- 
ceeded in carrying through the opera to a satisfac- 
tory conclusion. This afternoon “ William Tell” 
wiil be repeated with the same cast as before no- 
ticed, Signor Mierzwiniki being the Arnoldi, Sig- 
yor Galassi the Tell, and Mlle. Dotti the Mathilde.

COLLISION IN 1NE NORTH RIVER. 


THE STEAMER ALENE RUNS INTO THE MON- 
ITOR NANTUCKET. 

The steamer Alene, of the Atlas Line, had 
her port bow stove in yesterday afternoon off West 
Twenty-fourth-street, by a strong ebb tide carrying 
her, when she failed to answer her helm, against 
the submerged bow of the United States monitor 
Nantucket. No one on the Alene was injured, and 
the estimate of the damage places it at less than 
$15,000. The monitor was only slightly injured. 
The Alene is a craek, well-appointed vessel. She 
was built on the Clyde in 1880, and her registered 
tonnage is 1,396. She belongs to the West India 


and Spanish Main fleet of the Atlas Line. At 2 
o'clock yesterday afternoon she was ready to sail 
for Kingston with a full miscellaneous cargo con- 
sisting principally of flour,soap,and illuminating oil. 
There were 16 passengers on board. The Nan- 
tucket has been off the foot of West Twenty- 
fourth-street for several days. The agents of the 
Atias Line objected to her presence there, as she 
lay only a quarter of a mile from shore, and their 
ships could not manceuvre east of her. When the 
Alene left her dock shortly after 2 o'clock yester- 
day afternoon, Capt. Charles Pearce, her com- 
mander, and James McCarthy, a Sandy Hook pilot, 
Were on the bridge. The Alene was headed for 
Weehawken so as to pass ahead of the Nantucket, 
Whose bows were to the north. The more the 
Alene advanced the greater was the effect of the 
tide on her and she lost way. When within 
250 yards of the Nantucket an order 
was given from the bridge to starboard 
her helm. When the helm was starboarded she 
was swinging, so that she did not answer it, but 
was swept toward the bow of the Nantucket, of 
which about two and a half feet were above water. 
The accident was foreseen on the Nantucket, and 
orders were given to let out 50 feet of cable, but 
before this could be done the Alene had swung her 
port bow against the bow of the monitor, cutting a 
perpendicular hole 8 feet high and 4 feet wide just 
abaft the ‘collision bulkhead” or water- 
tight compartment in the bow. Water 
poured into the fore hold in a cataract as 
the Alene drew away from the Nantucket. Capt. 
Pearce instantly decided on beaching the vessel, 
and she was headed for the Elysian Fields, where 
she grounded ona mud bank off Eigiith-street. 
The passengers were not alarmed; and waited till 
the tug Cherev, sent by Mr. John Roberts, the 
marine superintendent and superintending engi- 
neer of the company, came alongside and took 
them off. Feurteen bags of mail matter were also 
sentashore. Mr. Roberts in an hour had two 
lighters alongside and the tugs Cheney and Bab- 
cock. The latter were made fast to the Alene 
amidships and kept their propellers at work, so that 
as the tide rose the bow of the dataaged vessel 
was forced higher on the mud bank. The lighters 
received the cargo from the fore hold, which was 
filled with water up to the main deck so that the 
Vessels’ stern was high and her bow low. A steam 
pump on atug was secured and it was expected 
that at midnight the fore hold would be dry and 
that tne hole in the port bow could be patched so 
that the Alene could be taken to adry-doek to-day, 
The Alene has five buikheads, so that no water gotin 
the engine-room or the main and after holds. The 
collision bulkhead was not damaged. The loss 
was estimated at about $5,000 in damage to the 
vessel, and $10,000 to the cargo. The Athos, a sis- 
ter ship, takes the place of the Alene and sails on 
Tuesday.

THE ROCKAWAY BEACH HOTEL. 

A meeting of the persons interested in the 
Rockaway Beach Hotel was held last evening in 
the Metropolitan Hotel. Frederick Taylor, Presi- 
dent of the Continental Bank, presided.

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AN OLD PHYSICIAN DEAD. 

Dr. Edmund Grindal Rawson, an old and 
highly respected physician, died last evening at his 
residence, No. 4 Lexington-avenue, at the age of 78 
years. Dr. Rawson was born in Broad Albion, N. 
Y., on Noy. 30, 1803. He was graduated from Union 
College in 1826. He then entered the College of 


Physicians and Surgeons, in this City, and was As- 
sistant Physician in Bellevue Hospital in 1828 and 
1829. He was graduated from the College of Phy- 
sicians and Surgeons in 1820, and practiced medi- 
cine for two years in his native town. In 1832 
he came to this Citv, Where he has been a success- 
ful medical practitioner ever since. Dr. Rawson 
was one of the incorporators of the New-York Col- 
lege of Veterinary Surgeons, and was its President 
at the time of his death. He was also a member of 
the County Medical Society. In 18384 Dr. Rawson 
was elected to the Common Council of New-York, 
where he served for several years. His death was 
caused by paralysis. He leaves a widow, but no 
ehildren.

BLOODY AFFRAYS IN NASHVILLE 


A GROCER MURDERED IN HIS OWN STORE 
AND A NEGRO KILLED BY AN OFFICER. 
NASHVILLE, Oct. 27.—Henry Schisler, a 

grocer, of this city, was shot’and killed at 3 o’clock 

this morning. A crowd, attracted to the spot by 
the report of the weapon, found Schisler lying on 
the floor of his store with a bullet hole in his breast. 

The Coroner arrived an ‘hour later, and summoned 

a jury, among whom was John Thomas. Some 

one went to Frank Schisler’s room and awoke him, 

telling him his brother had been killed by Thomas. 

As soon as the brother heard this he seized a double- 

barrel shot-gun and swore vengeance on his 

brother’s murderer. At this juncture Thomas fled. 

At the inquest John Hughes, (colored,) who lives 

on the opposite side of the street from Schisler’s 

store, testified that he was awakened by loud talk- 
ing. He got up, went to the window, and was 
looking out when he heard the report of a pistol 
and saw a flash. He could distinguish the form 
of a man, but did not recognize him. He 

heard no sounds after the firing, and did 

not know the man was killed until the 

alarm was given. A negro who worked 
in the store testified that Thomas was in the store. 

He had a pistol on his person, and in the early part 

of the night he and Henry Sohisler had a few words 

about a drink of whisky. Tbomas called for 
whisky, but Schisler told him he had no whisky, 
and gave him a glass ef beer. This enraged Thom- 
as, who abused Schisier until he was ordered to 


leave the house. Onthis aceount. it is surmised, 
Thomas did the killing. The jury returned a ver- 
dict to the effect that Schisler came to his death 
from a pistol-shot at the hands of some unknown 
person. 

Acting upon the above information Frank 
Schisler swore oui a warrant against Thomas. The 
warrant was placed in the hands of Constable 
Graves, with orders to arrest Thomas, About 8 
o’clock, after Schisler had sworn out the warrant, 
he returned to North Nashville, armed nimself, 
and instigated a search for Thomas, who was 
found near his (Thomas’s) home. When Schisler 
came up with Thomas he fired on him twice, but 
without effect. He then ran up to him 
and beat him in a most horrible 
manner, bruising his head and face with the butt 
end of a pistol. In the scuffle, Thomas’s pistol fell 
from his poeket, was pleked up by Schisler, and 
snapped at Thomas's head, but the cap having 
fallen off it failed to explode. Thomas then ran, 
Schisler following him. By this time there were 
about 25 men in the chase. which was con- 
tinued until the Sheriff and a Deputy arrived and 
rescued Thomas from the mob. After the Sheriff 
had taken Thomas into custody, Schisler came 
up and attempted to get at Thomas, but 
was prevented from doing so, and while the 
Sheriff and Deputy were holding Schisler, Thomas 
took to his heels and ran about 100 yards, when he 
stopped to await the coming of Deputy Price, who 
took him in a wagon to the Court-house, where he 
went before the Grand Jury. and testified to the 
assault on him by Schisler. Constable Graves here 
came up and served a warrant on Thomas, charg- 
ing him with the murder of Henry Schisler. 
Thomas was arraigned before a magistrate, who 
set his case for hearing next Monday. 

In answer to questions, Thomas said he was in 
the store when Schisler was shot. He says Schisler 
walked up to him and said: ‘John, you have got a 
pistol.” and with this remark Schisler stepped be- 
hind Thomas and pulled a Derringer from his hip 
pocket and fired. Thomas said his back was 
turned when the shot was fired, and he first thought 
Schisler was trying to shoot him. but on turning 
around he saw Schisler had shothimself. He tnen 
ran eut of the doorand tolda negro that Henry 
had killed himself. He denies his guilt. and when 
he was compelled to go to jail he wept like a child. 

At an early hour this morning Officers Turner 
and Fletcher were called upon by a negro for pro- 
tection, who said he had been beaten by two col- 
ored men—Alfred and Sampson Cook, brothers. 
The officers arrested the men and started with 
them to the station. but before they had proceeded 
many paces Sampson Cook seized Fletcher's club 
and knocked him down with it. Turner went to 
Fletcher's assistance, when he received a fear- 
ful blow on the head from the club in 
the hands of the negro, which felled him to 
tho ground. The negro then attempted to strike 
Turner while down, but the officer was too quick 
for him, and, drawing his pistol, shot him through 
the abdomen. Turner then clubbed the other ne- 
gro, who was engaged in beating Fletcher, and 
captured him. Fletcher is badly hurt. He was 
struck across the small of the back with the club. 
His head {is fearfully bruised and his iower lip 
almost cut off. His wounds were dressed and he 
wus conveyed home. Alfred Cook was placed in 
jail and Sampson was conveyed to the station, 
where his wounds were dressed. The bali from 
the officer's pistol passed above the abdomen, and, 
ranging around his body. lodged in the middle of 
his back. Turner is considerably bruised on the 
head aud neck. Sampson Cook died this afternoon 
and Fletcher is in a critical condition. 
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FITZGERALD STILL LEADS. 
‘semanas tices 
WITHDRAWS FROM THE RACE--THE 
SCORES LAST NIGRT. 

The chief features of interest in the walking- 
match yesterday were the taking of third place by 
Herty and the withdrawal of Vint. That public 
interest in walking-matches has very nearly died 
out has been made manifest all through the pres- 
ent contest, but was never more plainly shown 
than yesterday. During the forenoon the Garden 
was almost deserted. During the greater part 
of the afternoon there were several hundred 
spectators in the building. In the evening there 
were probably 2,000 persons present, but there is 
no doubt that a very large part of the audience en- 
tered on “paper.”’- All of the men, 
Hughes and Hart, ploded on pretty steadily 


in the forenoon. Hughes labored through 
only 14 miles between 6 o'clock and 12, while 
Hart added only 6 miles to his score in the 
same time. Herty meanwhile made 25 miles and 
wrested the tourth place from Hart. The 
appearance of Fitzgeruid, Noremac, and 
Hughes was wretched in the extreme. 
Fitzgerald, with a bad stoop, limped around 
the track as if he were treading upon a bed 
of live coals. Noremac’s face was wasted 
and he walked around with his body bent as if he 
had pains in hisstomach. Hughes's face was pale 
and hislegs were bandaged, and altogether he was 
a pitiable wreck. Hart was the only man who 
kept up any pretensions to style in his gait; in 
fact he looked almost as fresh as at the start, but 
he did comparatively littke work. Hertv and Vint 
looked passably well. At 1 o'clock Herty com 
pieted his four hundred and fiftieth mile, and 
caught up with Hughes, who had _ been 
for some time off the track. Herty continued 
to increase his score, while Hughes sent word to 
the reporters’ stand that he was going to withdraw. 
Later he changed his mind and his backer came 
out and announced that he would keep in the race. 
It was rumored that some persons had made it to 
his interest to remain on the track. Fitzgerald fin- 
ished his five hundredth mile at 5:24 and was noisi- 
ly applauded. At 5:34 Vint, having finished 425 
miles, withdrew from therace. During the even- 
ing the men kept almost steadily on the track, but 
with the exception that Hart gained rapidly on 
Hughes, there was not much change in the dis- 
tances between the men. At10P. M. the score 
was: Fitzgeraid, 516; Noremac, 500; Herty, 486; 
Hughes, 468: Hart, 466.

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THE SALE OF THE NICKEL PLATE.

ITS PRESIDENT { PROFESSES TO 
THAT FOREIGN CAPITALISTS 

BUYERS, 


CuicaGco, Oct. 27.—The reported sale of the 
Nickel Plate Railroad created considerable com- 
ment in railway circles this morning, and inquiry 
was directed to aseertain whether William H. 
Vanderbiit is really the purchaser. The rumor, 
taken in connection with Mr. Vanderbilt's recent 
declarations in an interview, in which he depre- 
ciated the road and its belongings, was regarded 
as almost conclusive proof that he is the pur- 


chaser. C. R. Cummings, President of the 
new road, however, still professes to believe 
that foreign capitalists are the buyers. 
He said he had no doubt that enough 
of the stock had recently changed hands_ to 
effect a change in the management. The owners 
placed a price on the stoek, which was paid. He 
was of the opinion that the foreign owners of the 
Cleveland, Columbus, Cincinnati and Indianapolis 
Road were the people interested,as its purchase by 
them would largely increase the importance of their 
own road, giving them a direct line to Chicago. as 
well as between Cleveland and Buffalo, for which 
they have heretofore been at the mercy of the Van- 
derbilt system. Mr. Cummings had no new advices 
up to noon to-day. 


KEoKuvk, Iowa, Oct. 27.—Jay Gould and his 
party arrived in this city this afternoon. In an- 
swer to an inquiry concerning Mr. Vanderbilt’s 
securing the control of the Nickel Plate Railroad 
Mr. Hopkins said: ** Weare advised that the report 
is well founded.” 


The report that Mr. Vanderbilt had pur- 
chased the control of the New-York, Chicago and 
St. Louis Railroad greatly agitated Wall-street yes- 
terday. An earnest endeavor was made by certain 
operators to convince the Street that the change in 
the ownership of the property meant more than 
the mere removal of acompetitor to Lake Shore. 


The report was put afloat that Jay Gould wasa 
partner with Vanderbilt in the purehase. The 
“ Western syndicate” story was smiled at on all 
sides. Nobody having the right to speak authori- 
tatively would speak, an evident purpose heing 
shown to make money out of the market through 
the continuance of the sense of uncertainty as to 
What the transfer of the property really meant. 
A telegram from Chicago purporting to give 
statements from President Cummings was shown 
in Wall-street, declaring that the purchase ws 
made by a Western syndicate and not by Vander- 
bilt. Mr. George I. Seney read this dispatch and de- 
clared that it. was ‘* not wholly trae,” adding that 
while he was not at liberty to say who was the 
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that purchaser was Mr. Vanderbilt. \Mr. Seney was 
at the head of whe syndicate which projected and 
built the road. 


TRAGEDY IN A RAILROAD OFFICE. 


PRESIDENT LYON SHOT BY HIS NEPHEW— 
THE LATTER THEN KILLS HIMSELF. 

Charles Schwartz, foreman in the feed de- 
partment of the Third-Avenue Railroad Company, 
yesterday afternoon fired two shots at his uncle, 
Lewis Lyon, President of the company, in his 
office at the Sixty-fitth-street depot, slightly 
wounding him in the head, and then shot himself 
in the right temple, inflicting a wound which 
shortly after proved fatal. Mr. Lyon is the nephew 
of Henry Hart, who owns more than half of the 
stock of the road, and married his niece. He once 


kept a jewelry store in Park-row. He became 
President of the road in 1879. Schwartz was 35 
years old, and was appointed a conductor in 
1867. Five or six years ago, when much petty 
stealing was diseovered in the feed department, 
Schwartz was mude under foreman. In 1879 
he was appointed foreman at $3 aday. He was 
single and lodged at a Mrs. Tremble’s, No. 157 East 
Forty-sixth-street. His relations with his uncle are 
said to have been pleasant, but he was always taci- 
turn, and of late he had grown mqrose, Yester- 
day morning he spots to his landlady when he left 
his lodging, and she did not notice anything strange 
about him. At the feed department he bebaved 
oddly, and was easily put out of temper. He dis- 
charged three of the oldest feed wagon-drivers 
without apparent reason, and was harsh with those 
under his control. At the time of the shooting Mr. 
Lyon was in his office on the second fioor of the de- 
pot writing at bis desk, whichis at right angles 
with Third-avenue and 40 feet from the desk of bis 
messenger and clerk, John Brollies, aged 
19, of No. 93 Norfolk-street. Brollies sat so 
that he could see who entered the office, 
but Mr, Lyon’s back was to the door. When 
Schwartz eame in Brolles paid little attention to 
him. Schwartz stalked up to Mr. Lyon’s desk, 
said, slowly, “Iam going to shoot you,” and fired 
a shot from a self-cocking British bull-dog revolver 
of 40 calibre. Brolles did not hear Schwartz an- 
nounce his design, but when the shot was fired he 
ran out of the office shouting for aid. As he did so 
Schwartz hred another shot andthenathird. At 
a longer interval another shot was fired. When 
several persons entered the room Mr. Lyon was 
lying near his desk and Schwartz was about 10 
feet from him. Mr. Lyon was dazed for a few min- 
utes, but when Capt. Gunner, of the T'wenty-elghth 
Precinct, arrived he was able totalk. Capt. Gun- 
ner asked: ** Why should this man shoot you?’ and 
Mr. Lyon replied: ‘Captain. is there any reason 
why I should shoot you? Well, there’s just as 
much reason for him to shoot me. He must be 
mad. Our relations were friendly and I treated 
him asa brother.”” An ambulance from the Pres- 
byterian Hospital took Schwartz to the Mount Sinai 
Hospital. He was attended by Drs.Gerster, Dawborn, 
and Schiller, but died shortly before 5 o'clock. Mr. 
Lyon went to his home, No. 759 Madison-avennue, 
and refused to be interviewed, saying that he could 
give no other information than that In the posses- 
sion of the Police. Mr. Lyon’s forehead on the 
right side was grazed by a pistol bullet, and the 
weapon was held so close to his head that his right 
eyelid and whiskers are singed. The second bullet 
missed Mr. Hurt. The third was fired into Schwartz's 
head, and the fourth was discharged asthe lay on 
the floor. Only two bullets were found in Mr. 
Lyon’s office. One was in a window corner and the 
other in the ceiling. No one was able to explain 
why Schwartz should shoot Mr. Lyon.

GuAYMAS, Mexico, Oct. 26.—Gov. Ortez and 
Gen. Reyes, commander of the Federal troops, 
have assumed a hostile attitude.

Ortiz, with 
bis State Legislature and 250 State troops, has left 
Hermosillo and located here, and Gen. Reyes bas 
followed them with 200 Federal troops.

3attalion, having refused to surrender. ‘The Goy- 
ernor declares Keyes and the Federals to be revo- 
lutionist. Reyes says he is protecting the people 
from the forced loan of Ortiz. The people take 
little interest in the trouble, whieh is considered 
to beZa persona! matter between the Governor 
of the State and the Federal General. A commis- 
sion left here for Hermost\lo to-day to seek an ad- 
justment of the difficulty.

‘THE SEPARATION OF THE JEAN- 
NETTEH’S BOATS. 

‘HOW THE THREE PARTIES LOST SIGHT OF 
EACH OTHER—PERPLEXITIES ENCOUN- 
TERED IN THE LENA DELTA—A MEET- 
ING WITH SOME NATIVES. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 27.—Before the Jeannette 

Board of Inquiry this morning Lieut. Danenhower 

resumed his narrative with the departure of the 

three boats on Sept. 12, from Simeonovski Island 
for the Siberian coast, as follows: ‘We set sail at 

7:15 A. M. and steered southward along the coast 

of the island. The first cutter (the Captain’s boat) 

being in the lead, the whale-boat next, and the seo- 
ond cutter in the rear.” After giving the names of 
the party in each boat, witness resumed: ‘During 
the afternoon the wind and sea increased. The 
boats were standing south-south-west and were 
under close-reefed sails. The whale-boat being the 
fastest sailer, we often lowered our sail to keep in 
position and had great difficulty in preventing the 
seas from breaking over the boat. About5 P. M. we 
were out of position, being about 1,000 yards off the 
weather quarter of the Captain’s boat Mr. Mel- 
ville asked my opinion about getting into position 
again. I said we could do so by jibing carefully 
twice. He told me to go ahead, soI took charge, 
got out the oars to keep up the boat’s headway be- 
fore the sea, and jibed the boat, stood uown to 
tee Captain's wake and jibed again, and soon 


came into position. At that time 1 suggested that 
Seaman Leech take the helm, Mr. Cole having been 
there from the start in the morning. The boat 

ged ahead to the windward of the first cutter, 
and we were afraid to lower the sail on account of 
the seas boarding her. As we passed the first cut- 
ter the Captain hailed and said he wished the seo- 
ond cutter to come within hail. About that time 
tie seeond cutter was well up to windward 
aidabaftthe beam of the first cutter. About 
7 P. M. our boat was off the weather bow 
of the first cutter, and the men reported that the 
Captain was standing up in his boat and waving 
his hand asif signaling for us to separate. It was 
aso stated that the second cutter was lowering 
her sail as if rounding to. Owing to the strength 
of the wind and sea it would have been impossible 
for one boat to help another at that time. It was 
then growing dusk. Mr. Melville asked my opin- 
ion: nd l stated that we should haul up to the 
southward and run with the wind and sea about 
four points on the quarter, until we could prepare 
a drag, and that at dark we should round to and 
lay to a drag in order to avoid being smashed by 
ice if we sbou'd meet any during the darkness. 
He began to give the order and the boat was 
hauled up to the southward. He then told me to 
goahend. I directed Boatswain Cole and Seaman 
Manson to take three of the hickory tent 
poles, lash them in a triangle, and 
lace in a piece of cotton canvas. which 
we had tn the boat. i measured off the bight of 
three parts each about nine teet in length, using 
the painter and a spare piece of rope for that pur- 
pose. The tent poles were 6 to 7 feet in length, 
and each had a heavy brass nib at the bottom. 
The juff-tackle-fail was unrove to be used fora 
drag-rope Iexamined the drag thoroughly, had 
{t piavea forward of the mast and the drag-rope 
coiled upon it; then had the end of the drag-rope 
made fast and the fall coiled down free for ruao- 
ning. 1 then stationed Bartlett on the bow to 
launch the drag, Cole at the halyards to lower sail, 
another seaman in the stern to gather itin, and 
Seaman Leech at the helm. I cautioned every one 
that at the order ‘‘ Lower away,” the sail should 
he lowered, the helm put hard a=_ s,tar- 
board, to give way on the _ starboard 
oar, and back the port one if __possi- 
ble in the sea-way. I watched for a chance, 
for I felt that our lives depended on the success of 
the evolution. When the proper time came I 
ordered “ Lower away,”’ and each and every man 
did bis duty. The boat came around head to the 
sea with a tremendous dive, a large volume of 
Water coming over the bow, which we quickly 
balled out. We then eased the drag and paid out 
the line. It washed at first on the port bow, and 
the port oar was kept becking to keep her bead to 
the sea. Wetben sent down aspare fire-pot and 
boat bucket. The boat now lay head to sea, and, 
after fixing the drag-rope where it was not liable 
to chafe, we made everything snug forthe night. 
A number of the party turned in under the canvas 
forward, aad Seamen Leech and Wilson took 
turnsin the coxswain's box with a short paddle, 
the upper gudgeon of the rudaer having been car- 
ried away soon after rounding to, so that the rud- 
der had to be takenin. I remained up all nightin 
charve and watching the boat. The next day at 
daylight nothing was in sight and the storm was 
Btill raging: we had lost sight of the other two 
boats when darkness came on the night before, I 
have never seen them since. 

“Aboutl0 A. M. Sept. 13 I noticed a new 8ea was 
making, and | judged that the wind “had veered to 
the south-east. Abouti1P. M. we got a glimpse of 
the sun, which at that time bore about south by 
west, and from it I found the wind was south-east. 
J had tried to use the pocket prismatic compass 
Guring the morning, but found it useless in the 
beat. During the morning the sea broke over the 
port quarter, as the boat was trimmed by the stern. 
We tried to shift the sleeping-bags forward, but 
they had become so mueh swollen after being wet 
that they jammed between the thwarts, 50 we 
rigged the mackintosh on the port quarter to keep 
the water out. All the fresh water in the boat 
bad become salty. During the afternoon 
the weather moderated, and, after rig- 
ging a jury-gudgeon and shipping the rud- 
Ger, I called Mr. Melville and proposed 
getting under way aud standing to the westward 
until the sea went down and gradually bedr up to 
south-south-west. He said all right, and 1 got the 
boat under way and stood to the westward. The 
drag was placed on board and was not unrigged 
until the following day, thinking that we might 
need it again during the night. About 8 P. M. we 
Were enabled to haul by the wind onthe port tack, 
and stood south-south-west till 6 A. M. on the 14th, 
when the boat struck in two feet of water with no 
Jand in sigit. There was said to bea thin skim of 
ice in sight that looked like fresh-water ice, and 
the water alongside was only brackish. We then 
had a consultation, and I proposed standing to the 
eastward until we got deep water, and then 
to stand due south for the night and on the coast 
te the eastward of the Lena delta. I stated 
my belief that there was nothing but 
shoal water to the westward. We _ stood 
to the eastward and occasionally felt our way 
south, but always founa shallow water. About 10 
A. M. Bartlett thought he saw land, but on taking 
another lock he changed his mind and concluded 
it was only a smooth patch of water among the 
shoals, but subsequent experience, after learning 
the character of the land, made us think that we 
were then very near a low swampy beach. On 
Wednesday, the 14th, the wind was light from the 
gouth-south-east, and we stood all day to the east- 
Ward under sail and the oarsat times. At mid- 
night we were in 10 fathoms of water, and at 
Gaylight on the 15th we decided to take 
@ south-west course. We bad noticed that 
there was considerable easterly set. We steered 
south-west all day and night, Sept. 15,and the 
course was set from the sun’s variance. I reck- 
oned that at that time of the year the sun was on 
the prime vertical, and bore west about 5:50 P. M.. 
ped that the change of azimuth during the day 
averaged 14° per hour. I first noted the time and 
the bearing to correspond with that time and then 
the direction of the wind and shaped the course 
aceordingiy. At night the moon was shining, and 
I took the highest altitude as near as I could judge 
for south in order to check the course. At6P. M., 
Sept. 16, we sounded in 10 feet of water; no landin 
tight. About7 we sighted a low sand beach, stood 
in and tried to jand, but could not get within 
half a mile of the beach on accountof shoal 
water. We pulled out and had a consulta- 
tion. I thought from the fact that the 
land trended north and south and from the 
ruu we had made that we were to the easiward of 
the delta, but what distance south of Barkin I 
could not teil. The dead reekoning put us about 
40 miles south, but the easterly current was a very 
uncertain element in the calculation. Mr. Melville 
proposed to go up the coast to Barkin, evidently 
with the view of meeting the other boats, for the 
Captain had recommended touching at Barkin, 
which was stated on the chart to be Winter huts at 
which the huuters lived the year round. The Cap- 
tain hoped to get a pilot there and then proceed 
westward to Sagasta, which was supposed to be a 
permanent village and wasso marked on the charts, 
There was also uw signal tower marked on the chart 
at that place, which was to have been erected for 
the guidance of Prof. Nordenskjold’s party 
in the Summer of 1878. I stated that we 
might be able to reach Barkin from 
the south-east, and we had a fair wind for ranning 
up the coast, but thatifa gale came on the boat 
would probably be swamped in the shoal water. 
We stood up the coast to the northward, and in 
about half an hour saw two low points of beach 
at the mouth of a river. The wind was about 
east and increasing. We then stood up the river 
to the west-north-west and tried several times to 
effect a landing in order to dry our clothing and 
effects, We could not get withina mile of the 
beach on either side, the river being at least three 
miles wide, with a swift current and five fathoms 
in the middle, but shoaling rapidly on either side. 
The atmospheric effect was very peculiar at times, 
and it was very bard to judge accurately of dis- 
tunces. We decided to stand up the river until 
noon, and if not able to land to have a consulta- 
tion and decide at that time upoa our mext move- 
meut. 

“Noon arrived, and Mr. Melville and I held a 
consultation. I said that we must get out, but that 
we hadaiair current, aud after getting clear of 
the point we could have a fair wind up the coast. 
We devided to return, and I was about to haul on 
the wind, wnen Bartlett spoke up from the bows 
and said he believed we were in the coast branch 
of the Lena; that he had been at the mouth of the 
Mississippi, and that we were in a greater volume 
than it. I said that the bend of the river was right 
for the coast branch, but that we should have 
high land on our left if it were the coast branch; 
‘also, if we found a small island about 30 miles up 

he stream, it would indicate that we were upon 
the coast branch. Mr. Melville and I then con- 

ulted again, and decided to continue up the river 
nthe hope of making a landing before dark. We 
had a fresh breeze, which was fair, but the current 
against us was vory strong, and we were much 
troubled by the shallow water, the boat frequently 
tting aground. About7 P. M. we succeeded in 
Foachin a hut, situated on a point of land about 
40 feet above the water. The party was very much 
exhausted, having been in the boat 103 hours, wet 
il the time, and with very little food and 
o fresh water after the first dav. A _ num- 
bad their feet and legs

small piece of black bread was found. We slept 
with our feet toward the fire, and the next day the 
disabled men were much worse, after having spent 
a sieepless night. We started the next morning 
and hoped to reach the main branch of the river if 
it should prove to be the coast outlet we were in 
at the time. About 11:30 our way was barred b 
mud flats. We stopped and sent Bartlett on ahea 
to eee what there was beyond a point of land that 
was in sight near by. Seeing that he was limping 
badly Iran after him and sent him back to the 
boat. I went to the point of land and found an 
Immense swamp river coming from the north-west 
with numerous mud flats in it. 1 returned 
snd suggested that we had better take diuner. 
and Manson and I would make an extended 
scout. We accordingly went some distance be- 

ond the point of land and saw a line of higher 
and to the south-west. I asked Manson if he 
could trace a passage over to It, and he thought he 
could except in one small place, whero we might 
have to wade and drag the boat over. We re- 
turned with that report, and a few minutes after 
dinaer retraced our way a short distance and then 
shaped our course for the high land. We madea 
splendid run that afternoon to the north-west, 
passed agmall island, and begen to think Bartlett 
was right in his opinion, and we hoped to reach the 
turning point in the riverthat night. About 8 P. M. 
we reached a point of land 60 feet high, and 
camped on a small sand beach. This we called 
the Mud Hill Camp. It was the night of the 17th 
of September. We pitched both tents, and 
Bartlett, Newcomb, Manson and I climbed 
the hills and found a hunter’s hut,in which we 
slept that night. The sleeving-bags were so wet 
that some of us would not use them. At 4 A. M. 
Sept. 18, Bartlett and I took a scout, I wanted to 
see the region just before sunrise, when I could 
have the clearest view. We saw some broad 
streams making to the north and west, and below 
us was one coming from the soutn, which we 
thought was the main branch of the river. The 
wind during the night had shifted to the west, and 
was blowing very fresh. I called the camp at 6 A. 
M., and we had breakfast of tea and pemmican, 
half-rations, We went on half-rations immediate- 
ly after the separation, and the tea had been wet 
by salt water during the gale. With some difficulty 
we got the boat off the lee shore, after having 
helped the sick on board, and stood south. 
About 11 A. M., we arrived off two large Summer 
huts and decided to lanaand dry out everything, as 
the day was bright and sunshiny. We remained 
there during the rest of the day and dried all our 
clothing and sleeping gear; we also erectod a staff 
bearing a black flag, made from the flap of a knap- 
sack, and to the staff was secured a paper. stating 
that the whale-boat had been there that day. 

“On Monday, Sept. 19, at early daylight, we got 
under way and decided to stand up the west bank 
of the river. We hoped to reach a settlement that 
night. We used both sails ana oars; the crew was 
divided into two watches of foureach. I was at 
the helm and Bartlett at the bow sounding with a 
tent pole. About 11 0’clock we encountered mud 
flats, which forced us to the eastward. About 1 P. 
M. we noticed a strong current from the south- 
west, and also a ridge of land that seemed hicher 
than any in the vicinity. After a hard pull we 
effected a landing about 3 P. M., and the cook 
started to get dinner, I set up the compass and 
got the bearings and thetime of day. At this time 
we saw three natives, each in a canoe, shoot out 
from a point and approachus. We immediately 
embarked to meet them. They pulled by us rap- 
idly, and occasionally glanced over their shoulders 
as though afraid of us. We held up a pemmican 
and a young man approached us cautiously in his 
boat, and the others soon followed. We all, in- 
cluding the natives, returned to our landing-place, 
and we had quite a festival. They gave us a goose 
and one fish—all they had—and we gave them tea 
and pemmican. We became very friendly and 
talked as best we could by signs, and indicated 
that we wanted a place to sleep, and for 
them to take us south, We again em- 
barked and they took us around tke point 
into what seemed a branch of the main 
river, and to a landing at the foot of a steep bill. 
We landed and they helped our sick up the hill, 
where on climbing we found four houses, one in 
good condition and the other three very dilapi- 
dated. There were also a number of store-houses, 
and about a quarter ofa mile distant a grave-yard, 
with alarge number of wooden crosses. I after- 
ward learned from the commandant at Bulun that 
the place was called Burkiyak. We slept there 
that night. We noticed that one of the natives 
left the party, and from that imagined that other 
natives were in the vicinity.” 

The court adjourned till 10:30 to-morrow. 


OUR SEA-COAST DEFENSES. 
THEIR INEFFECTIVE CONDITION DESCRIBED 

BY THE CHIEF OF ENGINEERS. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 27.—Gen. H. G. Wright, 
Chief of Engineers, in his annual report gives a 
detailed accourt of the condition and needs of all 
the fortifications and of the operations of the 
Board of Engineers stationed in New-York. 
the subject of sea-coast defense the report says 
that the defense of the United States against 
maritime attack for many years must depend upon 
tho finishing of barbette batteries cesicned long 
&go, but with such modifications as will adapt 
them to the reception of the 12-inch rifled gun re- 
cently proposed, with its enlarged carriage, and 


at the same time give greater security to 
the magazines; also, that it will be neces 
sary to make ready witbout delay to apply 
one system of torpedoes to all _ harbors 
by preparing bomb-proof electrical operating 
rooms and deep masonry galleries extending there- 
from tothe low-wa'er line needed for that purpose. 
Gen. Wright says that these are the two prominent 
features of our system of defensive works requir- 
ing prompt attention, a system which, though a 
preliminary one in part, has the merit of being 
comparatively inexpensive. Plans have been pre- 
pared fortwo double-turreted iron forts, one for 
each shore of the Narrows, at the southern en- 
trance to New-York Harbor. Each turret is intend- 
ed to receive two 100-ton gans. It is essential that 
our more important harbors should remain so 
secure as to relieve the Nation of all apprehension 
in respect to them. It is with this view that the 
two double-turreted iron forts have been pianned 
forthe defense of the Narrows, for no naval! ship 
yet built or designed could remain under their 
close fire long enough to do them any damage, 

In regard to torpedo defense, Gen. Wright reo- 
ommends that a special item be inserted in the ap- 
propriation bill for the coming year for preparing 
our forts for successfully operating and defeuding 
the torpedoes. He thinks $200,000 would cover the 
more important stations on the Atlantic coast. To 
convey the electrical current iusuiated wires must 
extend from a secure bomb-proof operating room 
to each torpedo. The planting and operating of 
the torpedoes must be done by soldiers especially 
trained in the use Of electricity and difficult me- 
chanical operations. By placing the engineer troops 
upon the same footing in the recruiting as the Sig- 
nal Service men, who are not included in the 25,- 
000 men to which the Army is restricted, 
would allow the President to recruit the bat- 
talion to a maximum strength of 752 men. 
It Is believed that there is hardly any civilized 
nation so ill prepared for war, as far as maritime 
defenses are concerned, as the United States. The 
European powers have not neglected to avail 
themselves of the results of their extended ex- 
periments and of the experience gained in modern 
wars, and they have expended large sums of 
money in the use of iron for their coast defenses, 
both in the form of turrets, and of straight scarps, 
and to a limited degree in the construction of 
earth-works of great strength. It may be that we 
are wiser than they, in leaving the question of coast 
defense in abeyance; bit the concurrent judgment 
and actions of nearly all other civilized countries, 
respecting their own dangers, does not warrant 
this opinion. The debate in Congress upon the 
bill making provision for the current year renders 
it evident that the vast importance of preparing 
our forts for successfully operating and defending 
the torpedoes was not understood. Without such 

reparation it would be of little use to have them 
n readiness. They are all controlled by elec- 
tricity. To convey the electrical current insulated 
wires must extend from a secure bomb-proof to 
each torpedo. If these wires are not buried so 
deeply in the earth as to be out of the reach of 
hostile artillery fire, asinglelucky shot may destroy 
the power of exploding all the miues, and 
hence may open the channel to the enemy, 
Very few of our forts are provided with these 
bomb-proof operating rooms and cable shafts and 
galleries, and a special appropriation is required 
for constructing them. After the breaking out of 
war the needful time would be lacking, and this 
matter cannot be urged im too strong language 
The cost would be small—probably $200,000 would 
cover the more important stations on the Atlantio 
coust—and it is recommended that a special item 
for this pegpcee be inserted in the bill for the com- 
ing year. These preparations are as necessary to 
our torpedoes as triggers are to our rifled muskets; 
in fact, they perform a like function.

WITNESSES WHOSE MEMORY HAD 
FAILED THEM. 

SHE KERENS COMBINATION AND ITS PROFITS 
—TESTIMONY OF MR. ELKINS AND MR. 
KERENS—THE INTERVIEW WITH MR. 
WALSH—WHAT THE RECORDS SAY ABOUT 
THE COSGROVE ROUTE AND THE COS- 
GROVE DRAFTS. 

Wasninerton, Oct. 26.—In trying to pros- 
ecute his civil suit against Thomas J. Brady, 
Mr. John A. Walsh has encountered a great 
many obstacles. He endeavored to secure in 
this city the testimony of A. C. Buell and 
Chase Andrews, but they refused, on the 
ground that they were residents of this dis- 
trict and could therefore be easily brought 
into court as witnesses. His attachments in 
New-York, where it was supposed that Mr. 
Brady had property—especially in the Bell 
Telephone Company and a broker’s office— 
were laid in vain. He has been trying for 
some months to get the testimony of James 
B. Price, who is now under indictment, 
but has not yet succeeded. In New- 
York, however, he secured the testimony 
pf the Hon. Stephen B. Elkins, and in 
St. Louis that of Mr. Richard C. Kerens. Mr. 
Walsh has already given to the public, on the 
witness stand and through other channels, an 
account of his transactions with Mr. Brady, 
with some statements concerning several other 
persons, including Senator Kellogg, A. C. Bu- 
ell, S. P. Brown, and Chase Andrews. He has 
told the story about the contract for the star 
route from Prescott to Santa Fé, and the man- 
ner in which attempts were made to get it out 
pf his hands and induce him to leave the busi- 
ness which he had entered, by means of that 
rontract, for the purpose of saving the money 
which he had lent to those who originally 
held it. He has declared that Chase Andrews 
—who had several ‘‘fat’’ contracts—came to 
him and asked bim to contribute $8,000 to the 
fund to be used in securing favorable legisla- 
tion upon Brady’s $2,000,000 deficiency de- 
mand; that after he refused to pay Brady told 
him that he was very dull of comprehension; 
that tnen his pay was cut down; that several 
persons approached him for the purpose of buy- 
ing him out, in order, as they said, that some- 
thing might be done to placate Mr, Jerome J. 
Hinds, who had preferred some very ugly 
charges against brady; that he refused to 
write a letter excnerating Brady in the matter 
of these charges, as others bad done, and that 
finaliy Brady annulled his contract, The tes- 
timony of Mr. Elkins and Mr, Kerens, taken 
by Mr. Walsh, relates to the attempts made to 
find some means with which to placate Mr. 
Hinds, and aiso_to several other matters, in- 
tluding the routes from Las Vegas to Las 
Cruces, New-Mexico. In order that the full 
bearing of the statements made may be seen 
it will be necessary to briefiy refer to facts 
which were presented several months ago in 
THE TIMEs. 

Cornelius Cosgrove had been Paying Teller 
In Mr. Elkins’s national bank, in Santa 
Fé, New-Mexico, before he appeared as 
contractor for a route whose pay was 
raised to $91,000 a year. Before the be- 
Rinning of the contract-term, 1878-82, there 
existed a group of mail-contractors in the 
South-west who had been very success- 
Tul. A letter directed to Mr. Brady in 1879 
shows that at that time the Texas and Cali- 
fornia Stage Company consisted of James C. 
Kimziey, Richard ©. Kerens, and Logan H. 
Roots, who had been a member ot Congress. 
A telegram of about the same date indicates 
that ex-Delegate Stephen Bb. Elkins was in 
some way associated with Kerens. Mr. A. M. 
Gibson, in his exhaustive report to the Attor- 
ney-General, declares that W. M. Griffith, H. 
M. Norton, Johu ‘1. Chidester, Cornelius Cos- 
grove, and others, holding contracts, were 
represented by Roots, Kerens, and John D. 
Adams. The latter was the holder of exten- 
Bive steam-boat contracts. According to Mr. 
Gibson’s tables, compiled from the records, 
the contractors who were represented by 
these three persons held 13 contracts, the an- 
pual pay for which bad been raised by Brady 
from $158,035 to $455,740. The three most 
prominent routes were the one trom Phoenix to 
Prescott, Arizona, held by W. M. Griffith, as 
contractor, pay raised by double expedition 
from $6s0 to $32,640, (multiphed ex- 
actly by 48;) the route from Fort Worth to 
Yuma, held in the name of John T. Chidester, 
tontractor, pay raised from $154,000 to $299,- 
D0Ua year; and the route from Las Vegas to 
Las Cruces, New-Mexico, held by Cornelius 
Cosgrove, contractor, pay raised from $14,900 
to $91,414 a year. Here, then. were only three 
routes, the annual pay for which was raised 
by Brady from $149,580 to $423,054, or a sum 
nearly equal to the expedited annual pay for 
the nineteen routes ir the Dorsey indictment. 
But it is said that the Kerens party, so called, 
were even more fortunate in the previous con- 
tract term, 1874-8, than in this, There are 
many intelligent persons who seem to assume 
that the star route conspiracies were confined 
to the four years, 1878-82, The conspiracies 
are generally regarded as something new. 
THE Times has frequently shown that there 
is no foundation for this opinion. lt is true, 
however, that the Dorsey party’s work was 
confined to the term 1878-82. Here are some 
examples of the manner in which star routes 
were made profitable to the Kerens party in 
the term of four years from 1874 to 1878:

The orders which caused these additional al- 
lowances were made within a short period. 
One was made on Feb. 5, 1877; two were made 
on Feb, 28, 1877; two on March 20, 1877; one 
on July 7, 1877, and two on July 17, 1877.

Iremember that Kerens and Walsh did not 
reach a conclusion about the business Kerens had 
in hand, and I did uot charge my memory with any- 
thing that took place. 


Mr. Elkins then said that Kerens met him on 
the street or in the hotel, and asked him to 
come with him, as he was going to see Walsh 
about a matter of business. 


Q.—What was the business? A.—As Iremember, 
(I give my impressions only,) Mr. Kerens wanted 
to get a mail contract from Mr. Walsh. I don’t 
know whether Mr. Walsh had the contract in his 
name or not, or how it was, but Mr. Walsh was 
connecied with the contract; it was the contract 
from Santa Fé to Prescott, Arizona, and, as I re- 
member now, Kerens said to me that be wanted to 
see if he could not get it from Walsh, that he was 
carrying mails in Arizona, and that if he could 
get it from him it would be some profit to him. 


Mr. Elkins could not remember what Kerens 
said to Walsh, but he remembered that the 
two did notagree. He thought that Jerome 
J. Hinds’s name was mentioned. Objections 
were interposed against almost every ques- 
tion, 


Q.—Now, hadn’t Hinds come out pretty strongly 
against Brady’s administration of the department? 
A.—1 don’t remember that he had. 

Q.—Don’t you remember that Hinds had made 
himself troublesome so far as the department was 
concerned ? A.—I do not. 

Q.—Nothing of the king? A.—No. 

Q.—Hadn't heard anything of the kind? 
might have heard of it, but don’t remember. 


Mr. Elkins remembered that Hinds had an 
interest of some kind in the contract. it was 
only at Kerens’s suggestion that he accompa- 
nied him. He did not remember that at the 
time Hinds had no interest in Walsh’s con- 
tract and that Waish had loaned Hinds money. 


Q.—Don’t you know that this interview with 
Walsh at his bank was befcre the Congressional 
investigation, and that Hinds was then threatening 
that unless he was paid he would have a Congres- 
sional investigation? A.—I think that my meeting 
Waish at his bank or his place of business was be- 
fore any Congressional investigation of the Post 
Office Department. I don’t know anything about 
Hinds’s threats. I never heard anything of them, 
as Lremember. I scarcely knew Mr. Hinds. I don't 
know that I had talked with him. 
jing in this city. 

Q.—At this interview was not, not only the ad- 
Visability but also the necessity of paying Hinds 
discussed openly in order to prevent an investiga- 
tion by Congress at the suggestion of Hinds?

After Mr. Elkins had testified that Kerens 
had a few contracts for star routes the exam- 
ination proceeded as follows: 


Q.—Were you not the att. rney for Kerens in the 
Fort Worth and Yuma contract’ A.—Yes, Sir. He 
was not the contractor on that reute. 

Q.—You knew he bad acontract from Prescott 
to Phenix, Arizona? [Objection.] A.—He had an 
interestin it. He was a sub-contractor on the Fort 
Worth and Yuma route. 

Q.—Now, didn't Kerens have a contract from Al- 
buguergue to Fort Wingate? 
don’t think he had. 

Q.—Who did have that contract? 
know. 

Q.—Don’'t you know that he had an interest in 
this contract from Albuquerque to Fort Wingate ? 
{Objection.} A.—I think he had something to do 
With the contract. whether as sub-contractor or 
what I don’t know. 

Q.—Now, didn't you understand when you called 
upon Walsh with Kerens that it was because of his 
interest in maii contracts that he desired the diffi- 
culty between Hinds and those who were quarrel- 
ing with Hinds settled? [Objection.| A.—As I 
stated before, my impression is that the reason that 
Kerens calied upon Mr. Walsh was to seeif he 
could not in some way obtain an interestin or the 
coutract from Santa Fé to Prescott, 

Q.— Well, now, don’t you know upon reflection, 
and my calling your attention to it, that Hinds was 
threatening to bave a Congressional investigation, 
threatening to invoke Congressional action to 
either reduce the pay or cut off the pay on thestar 
routes, and that he was making himself generally 
so mischievous and so feared by all who were in- 
terested in mail contracts from Gen. Brady down, 
that youand Kerens went te Walsh's office and 
advised him to pay Hinds a large sum of money in 
order toquiet bim’ Don’t you remember that? 
{Objection.] A.—I don’t remember, and 1 know I 
went with no such purpose. 

Q.—Didn’t you discuss there with Walsh the dan- 
ger of Congressional investigation, and that these 
expedited routes would either be relegated to the 
original price or abolished, and the advisability of 
his paying Hinds money in order to quiet him, or, 
in other words, that Walsh should give Hinds an 
interest in his contract, which Walsh refused to 
do?’ [Ovjection.) A.—I don’t think I had any dis- 
cussion of the kind with Mr. Walsh. 

Q.—Did vou have any talk with Mr. Walsh at all 
about the probability, unless Hinds was placated, 
of Congressional action? [Ovjection.}) A.—I did 
not, 

@.—You are clear about that? A.--I did not dis- 
cuss anything of the kind, as I remember it now. 

Q.—Did Kerens? A.—I don’t remember whether 
he did or not. 

Q.—Will you swear he did not?

Q.—Didn’t you say to Walsh in that interview 
that you came there asafriend of Brady? [Ob- 
jection.] A.—I did not, as I remember.

Q.—What did Kerens say? A.—I don’t remember. 

Q.—You won't say hedid not’ A.—I don't re- 
member. 

Q.—Do you remember writing a letter upon the 
subject of the mail route from Las Vegas to Albu- 
querque? (Objection.} A.—I don’t remember. 

Q.—What? A.—I don’t remember. 

Q.—Don’t you remember that there appeared in 
the public prints a statement upon that subject 
from Hinds, and that you appeared over your own 
signature iu the public prints refutingit? You 
wrote it about a year ago from New-York to the 
ational Lepublican, Brady's paper. [Objection.] 
A.—That don’t refresh my memory a bit by your

Mr, Elkins then succeeded in recalling to his 
mind that some sort of a statement made 
by Hinds about New-Mexico contrac!s was 
brought to his attention, and that Hinds stated 
that he (Elkins) knew something about certain 
facts which be had alleged. He answered, de- 
nying knowledge of those facts, 

Q.—Whom did you write that letterto? [Ob- 
jection.] A.—I think I wrote it to Gen. Brady. 

Q.—Who called your attention to the statement? 
{Obdjection.] A.—I think Gen. Brady called my at- 
tention to it, and asked if it was true. 

Questions were asked about the allegations 
of the statement, and Mr. Elkins remembered 
that Hinds charged that Brady was guilty of 
otticial misconduct, and probably specified 
some instance of which he alleged that Elkins 
had personal knowledge. He didn’t think the 
route mentioned was the one from Las Vegas 
to Albuquerque. 


Q.—And wasn’t it alleged that Mr.'Price was the 
contractor? |Objection.] A.—I don’t remember. 

Q.—Who else was mentioned in this communica- 
tion as having knowledge of these things? [Ob- 
jection.] A.—I think Kerens and Senator Dorsey 
were referred to. 

Q.—Didn’t Walsh come out)with a letter exon- 
erating Brady? 

No answer to this question seemed necessary, 
but Mr. Elkins said be thought Kerens wrote 
a letter. He did notremember whether or not 
Senator Dorsey wrote one. The witness was 
asked how it was, if he had no intimacy with 
Brady, that Brady came to ask him to exoner- 
ate him. He replied that he didn’t know, but 
supposed gmp’ wanted to find out if he was 
willing to let the allegation go, or would deny 
it. He could not remember what route was 
mentioned.as the one about which he was said 
to know. 

Q.—Isn't that strange? You wrote it about a 
yearago. A.—I know I don’t remember it, and 
that is enough for me to answer. 

Q.—You did not put ina plea of not guilty for 
him? A.—Certainly not. 


The Examiner then tried again to find out 
from the witness what route it was which the 


witness, according to-Hind’s statement, knew 
about. Objections were frequently made, and 
Mr. Elkins repeatedly said that he did not re- 
member. 

Readers of THE TIMES may remember the 
route. It was supposed to extend from Las 
Vegas to Albuquerque, like the hypothenuse 
of a right-angled triangle, on the other two 
sides of which star routes were in operation. 
Price got the contract, without competition, 
at $23,074, and then avoided the performance 
of service by biring Barlow & Sanderson to 
carry the mails for nearly all the way on the 
existing lines around the other two sides of the 
triangle. The facts were laid before Brady 
without effect. Mr. Hinds then laid them be- 
fore District Attorney Corkbill, who referred 
them to Brady, and refused to put them be- 
fore the Grand J ury. They were then placed 
before Attornev-General] Devens, who also re- 
ferred them to the Post Office Department, so 
that an investigation of this bold robbery was 
roa ap The facts and papers were pub- 
lished in THE TrmMEs of May 30, 1881. The ex- 
amination proceeded as follows: 


Q,—Where isyour bank? A.—At Santa Fé. 
.—How far is that from Albuquerque? A.— 
About 75 miles. 


.—How far is Albuquerque from Las Vegas? A. 
—Well, I should think about 100 miles. 
Q.—Don't you know who the contractor was on 
the route from Albuquerque to Las Vegas? [Ob- 
jection.] A.—I don’t know. 

.—You have no idea about it? A.—I think 
Price had something to do with it. 

Q.—What did you understand was the interest of 
Price in this contract? [Objection.] A.—I don't 
know. I had no understanding on,the subject. I 
don’t know anything about it. 


Mr. Elkins declared that he had never had 
any business with Price, and that he had no in- 
terestin Kerens’s contract, except as his at- 
torney. 

Q.—Did you ever discount Kerens's drafts? [Ob- 
jection.] A.—I don’t know whether I have cashed 
his drafts. Ihave loaned him money. I dou’t re- 
member whether I cashed drafts for him. 

Q.—Is that true of Price, too? [Odjection.] A.— 
Idon’t remember to have ever had a business 
transaction with Price. I don’t remember. 


Mr. Elkins then remembered that in 1878 he 
argued in the Post Office Department against 
50 of Price’s bids for star routes on the ground 
that they were illegal. The argument was 
made before Postmaster-General Key, but the 
contracts were awarded to Price, the depart- 
ment deciding in his favor. Mr. Elkins had 
argued that Price’s bonds were defective. 
“Then you have known ever since you came 
here,’”’ said the Examiner, *tthat Price had an 
interest to the extent of 50 contracts.’’ ‘He 
had 50 bids,” replied the witness. He alsosaid 
that he had been counsel for one Taylor, a 
contractor who was dead, ‘‘and others whom 
he couldn’t name,” 

F. C. Taylor held, in the term 1878-82, the 
route from Austin to Fort Concho, ana that 
from San Antonio to Laredo, Texas, both of 
which had been in the hands of the Kerens 
party in the preceding term, (see table printed 
above,) and had been made profitable by rais- 
ing the annual pay from $18,306 to $81,337. In 
the term 1578-82 Brady raised his pay from 
$19,662 to $41,000 a year. Mr. Elkins’s argu- 
ments seem to have been made in relation to 
these routes, The routes were described in 
THE TIMEs of Sept. 19, 1881. The examina- 
tion, which, of course, did not bring out these 
facts, continued: 


Q.—And were you counsel for Cosgrove? A.— 
Yes, Sir; the case | argued against Prive, as to the 
Sufficiency of his bonds, was at Cosgrove and Tay- 
lor’s Instance. 

Q.—Where did Cosgrove have aroute? [Objeo- 
tion.) A.—From Las Vegas to Las Cruces. 
Q.—Did yeu cash his drafts’ [Objection.] A.— 
What drafts? 

Q.—The drafts on the department, A.—No; I 
don’t think I did. 

Q.—Don'’t you remember that you repeatedly 
cashed his drafts’ [(Objection.] A.—I don't re- 
member that I cashed his drafts. The bank may 
have done so, May have ormay not, I don't re- 
member. 

Q.—You won't say whether you did or not? A.— 
No; I think probably he kept his account with the 
First Nationa! Bank of Santa Fé, but while Iam 
the President of it I have very little to do with its 
eee, Hie was once a Teller ia the bauk 
himself, 


The Examiner then took up another subject 
for a time, but afterward returned to this Cos- 
grove route and the Cosgrove drafts. In or- 
der that the examination upon these two sub- 
jects may be understood it will be necessary to 
makea short review. Cornelius Cosgrove was 
awarded the route from Las Vegas to Las 
Cruces for the term 1578-82 at $14,900 a year. 
It had previously been in the bands of the 
Kerens party, and Cosgrove had been Teller 
of Elkins’s bank. Before Brady left the de- 
partment it was asserted in Tar T1MEs that in 
order to get his annual pay raised from $14,- 
900 to $91,414 Cosgrove had given drafts on 
his future pay to Kerens to the amount of 
$35,000 a year, and that when he tried to 
avoid paying these drafts the department 
stepped in and opposed him. These statements 
were made in THE Times of March 11, 1831. 
In THE Times of April 25 it was stated that 
Cosgrove was backed by 8. B, Elkins, Logan 
H. Roots, and R. C. Kerens, and that Cos- 
grove had told many persons that he had been 
compelled to pay $35,000 of the annual increase 
to Kerens in drafts on his pay. After he bad 
paid for one year he attempted to escape by 
subletting the route to his brother. The record 
history of the route was told in THE TIMES 
of Oct, 10, 1881. Only four and one-half 
months after the beginning of his term of four 
years Cosgrove’s pay was raised from $14,900 
to $91,414, of which $51,044 a year was for in- 
creasing the speed to only 8% miles an hour. 
Cosgrove filed a sub-contract which placed the 
route in the hands of his brother Michael, after 
he bad enjoyed this increase for one year; but 
inasmuch as by this means he could escape the 
payment of the drafts on his future pay, given 
to Kerens, the order which recognized it was 
rescinded three months after it had been made. 
Cosgrove had in this way disappointed his mas- 
ters, and soon afterward his pay was cut down 
by taking off $52,121 a year. After he had 
filed the sub-contract the following telegram 
was sent to Bradv: 

Sr. Louis, Oct. 12, 1879. 


_——— J. Brady, Second assistant Postinaster- Gen- 
eral: 

Cosgrove filed sub-contract favor his brother for 
all pay on Vegas route to defraud us, we holding 
bis draft on Auditor and contract with him, Please 
order no action till we get there and can protect 
ourselves, about Thursday. 

KERENS AND ELKINS, 


At the same time a letter was forwarded to 
Brady by post, signed by Kerens, and coming 
from the office of Kimzey, Kerens and Roots, 
This letter was a protest against Michael Cos- 
grove’s sub-contract and an appeal for protec- 
tion. Init Mr. Kerens quotes from a written 
agreement with Cosgrove about this route, en- 
tered into on Oct. 23, 1878, only a few days 
berore Cosgrove’s pay was raised by Brady 
Srom $14,900 to $91,414. He says that in this 
agreement Cosgrove bound himself, ‘tin con- 
sideration of a previous agreement and under- 
standing between the parties hereto, to share 
the profits of said Cosgrove under his contract 
for carrying the mails.” It is said in the 
agreement, as quoted, that Kerens aided Cos- 
grove in getting the contract, in preventing it 
from being readvertised, and in some other 
way, which Mr. Kerens does not choose to 
specify, indicating it as follows: ‘*And the 
further consideration,’ &c. He also says in 
this letter: 


“Cosgrove agreed to divide the profits, and after 
the service ws expedited the sums were agreed 
upon and orders on the Auditor given for my share 
in the contract, three of which have been collected, 
and now, without any notice whatever, he files a 
sub-contract for ail the pay, and attempts to defeat 
the collection of the order for the last quarter. 
which has been indorsed to the Metropolitan Bank 
of Washington.” 


Of course the sub-contract of Michael Cos- 
grove was kicked out of the department in re- 
sponse to this protest. Cosgrove was at their 
mercy, and on Dec. 10, 1879, two months later, 
he wrote a peculiar letter of reconciliation, 
which appeared, with the other papers, in THE 
Times of Oct, 10,1881. When Mr. James came 
in Cosgrove again filed the sub-contract to 
avoid the remaining payments, and it was 
Logan H. Roots who on that occasion tele- 
graphed a protest saying that the sub-contract 
**would defraud us of vested rights.” Mr. 
Elkins appears in the records as the champion 
ot the route, In one letter he reminds Mr. 
Key that be procured its establishment while 
in Congress, and that Mr. Key has. promised 
him that it shall remain daily, which meant 
$91,414 a year to those getting the pay. Ina 
personal letter to Brady he speaks of his stu- 
dious and energetic labors to secure the in- 
crease. Special Agent Eaton, who was after- 
ward dismissed, made an eloquent report in 
behalf of the daily service. Cosgrove told sev- 
eral persons about his payments to outsiders, 
but admitted that after paying $35,000 a year 
to his influential friends he made $10,000 a 
year profit. The drafts are part of the evi- 
dence in this case, Itissaid by persons who 
were engaged in the investigation that upon 
their backs they bear the names of *‘ Logan H. 
Roots,’ **S. B, Elkins, President, without re- 
course,” and **R. C. Kerens.” This review is 
needed for an understanding of Mr. Elkins’s 
testimony and also that of Mr. Kerens. 

As the exumination proceeded Mr. Elkins 
denied that he had had any conferences with

Mr. Elkins was then asked how Brady di- 
rected his attention to Hinis’s allegations, and 
he replied that he thought it was by letter. 
He couldn’t tell whether or not he had pre- 
served the letter. He thought he had aeres 
it. The examination was adjourned, and when 
it was resumed, on Feb, 11, he produced the 
letter, the objection of Brady’s counsel having 
been overruled, It was as follows:

Mr. Elkins testified that the letter was in 
Brady’s handwriting. He did not think the 
body of it had been written by Brady’s coun- 
sel, Shellabarger & Wilson. He then pro- 
duced his reply, which was as follows: 


No. 115 Broapway, New-York, Feb. 15, 1881. 
Gen. Thomas J. Brady, Washington, LD. C.: 

My Dear Sir: I am in receipt of yours of the 
14th inst., informing me that one J. J. Hinds had 
addressed a letter to the Attorney-General of the 
United States, in which, after accusing you of 
various crimes and misdemeanors, such as know- 
ingly ordering payment for service never rendered 
between Las Vegas and Albuquerque, New-Mexico, 
and of receiving a share of the funds paid to con- 
tractors in geperal, he adds: ‘*In addition to the 
persons I have mentioned, I would respectfully 
suggest that knowledge of the facts material tu the 
general issue involved is in possession of Stephen 
B. Elkins.”” {f thank you for the information con- 
tained in your letter, and in reply beg to sav that [ 
merely know the man you refer to, but have no 
particular acquaintance with him; that the use of 
my name by him was without my knowledge and 
unauthorized; and the statement he makes as to 
my knowledge of any facts of the kind indicated is 
absolutely and unquulifiedly false. Very truly, &c.

The Examiner then turned to the subject of 
Cosgrove, the Teller of Mr. Elkins’s bank, 
and his expedited route from Las Vegas to 
Las Cruces. 


Q.—Now do you claim to te attorney for Cor- 
nelius Cosgrove for the contract trom Las Vegas 
to Las Cruces? ([Objection.}] A.—I was in 1873, 
but never charged or received any compensation 
from bim. 

Q.— Now, who obtained from Brady the increase 
of pay for Cosgrove on this route; was it you or 
Kerens? [Objection.} A.—I did not. Being a 
eltizen of New-Mexico and owning lands on this 
route, in common with the people of New-Mexico, 
I wanted to see the route made daily, ana on the 
petition of these people and letters from nearly 
every military and civil officerin the Territory, as 
well as letters from Senators and members of Con- 
gress asking for daily service on this route, I ap- 
plied fer the expedition of that service to Gen. 
Key. the Postmaster-General. I once brougbt to 
the attention of Gen. Brady this route ou some 
petitions that had been forwarded to me 
from New-Mexico, strongly urging the ex- 
pedition and increase of the service, and 
Gen. Brady said: “Now, there is a_ lot 
of damned greasers down there that don’t need 
any mail, and I don't think they are entitled to it.” 
I thought that was a pretty unceremonious reply, 
and I took the petitions, papers, letters, and case 
to the Postmaster-General, and he, after considera. 
tion, as I recollect now, directed Gen. Brady to in- 
crease the service to daily, which was done, but in 
1880, about the time Key went out of office, as lam 
informed, Brady reduced it to tri-weekly. 

Q.—That is, Brady was more virtuous than the 
Postmaster-General? A.—I don’t know anything 
about that. 

Q.—While you could not ravish Brady, you did 
ravish the Postmaster-General? A.—Idon't know 
anything about that. . 

Q.—While Brady halted, the Postmaster-General 
went ahead? A.—The Postmaster-General directed 
brady to make the order. 


Mr. Elkins could not at first remember to 
what extent the pay was increased by the or- 
ders. He afterward remembered that after 
expelition the pay was about $90,000, and 
that the original pay had been about $20,000. 


Q.—Now. do I understand from your evidence 
that this same Cosgrove was the Paying Teller in 
what may be called your bank? A,—Cosgrove 
occupied the position of Teller, or what corre- 
sponds to that position, in the First National Bank 
of Santa Fé for some time previous to the time 
mentioned. 

Q.—Of which you are President? A.—Yes. 

.—And therefore your relations with him were 
intimate? A.—Not necessarily. We had been 
friends for 10 years. 

Q.—Distant? A.—No, Sir. I won't say they are 
distant. lhave been away from New-Mexico some 
seven or eight years, I take it, auw, and I have had 
Lttle todo, as I said yesterday, with the adminis- 
tration of the affairs of the bank, probably visiting 
Santa Fé once a year, and not fora longer time of 
late—say within the lust five years—than a week 
or two at a time, and I therefore have little knowl- 
edge of the personnel of the bank or of its trans- 
actions further than the reports that reach me 
every week, which I require. Therefore, I say 
that the fact of his being Teller would not or- 
dinarily bring me as close in intimacy with him as 
it tela if 1 had the supervision of the bank my- 
self. 


Mr. Elkins then explained that he had a 
large interest in the bank and was responsible 
for its management. He required reports, be- 
cause be wauted to know what his subordi- 
nates were doing, the amount of deposits and 
loans, and whether affairs were managed in 
accordance with his directions. 


Q.—You are aware that the bank was cashing the 
drafts of Cosgrove?’ Mae ig cay A.—I don't know 
whether the bank cashed his draftsornot. If he 
required them to do so 1 suppose they did so if he 
wanted it done. 

Q.—I ask you to reflect. Don’t you know that 
Cosgrove's drafts upon the department were In- 
dorsed by you personally, and tnat you received the 
money on them? [Objection.] A.—My impression 
is that the bank—that Mr. Cosgrove had the bank 
d» hiscollecting. Ithinkso. I think they collected 
his pay, or at least he made it over to the bank for 
purposes of collection—I don't know in what way; 
and I think I was called upon, I don't know how 
many times, to identify these as President of the 
bank and to state whether they were pr.per or not. 

Q.—Don't you know that those drafts are now on 
file in the Post Office Department in Washington 
witb your individual indorsement on them? A.—I 
do not know whether they are on file or whether 
they are not. 

PA ein you swear that they are not? A.—No,

Q.—Now, don't you know that Kerens, your 
client, for whom you acted as attorney when you 
went into Walsh's oftice in Washington—don’t you 
know that Kerens claimed $30,000 per annum from 
this same route, and that he obtained postal drafts 
from Cosgrove for that amount, and you indorsed 
them and cashed them? [Objection.] A.—My im- 
pression is that Kerens and Cosgrove in some set- 
tlement between them obtained drafts from Cos- 
grove for whatever pay was coming to him. and 
whether these drafts—[ think they were drafts on 
the Post Office Department—ana I think the drafts 
were drawn, if l remember right. in favor of the 
First National Bank of Santa Fé—that is my im- 
pression now—and I think that the bank where 
they were collected would not hold the drafts or 
collect them, or made some objection, until I in- 
dorsed them. 

Q.—Personally? A.—I forget whether I indorsed 
them personally or as President of the bank. I 
don't think I cashed them. 

Q.—Don't you remember? A.—No, I don't. I 
may have cashed them personally and as President. 

.—Why would the bank make an objection to 
the collection of them, asa bank, urless you in- 
dorsed them personaly? [Objection.| Don’t vou 
remember distinctly that you did make individual 
indorsements of these drafts independent entirely 
of your character as President of that bank? [Ob- 
jection.] A.—No, Sir; I don't remember. 

Q.—Will you swear you did not? A.—I will not. 

Q.—If you did make an individual indorsement, 
independent of your character as President, was it 
because you had a personal Interest in them? [Ob- 
jection.] A.—I don't remember about my indorse- 
ment, whether it was personal or as President. I 
had no personal interest in this money. 

Q.—Nor in the contract? A.—I am_ going to 
qualify that answer by adding that Mr. Kerens may 
have owed me from time to time for money loaned 
and for services. 

Q.—As attorney? A.—Sometimes he did. And 
Mr. Kerens owed me at times large sums of money. 
I may have had an interest in the drafts to that ex- 
tent. 

.—What was the rate of compensation he paid 
you? [Objection.] Did your compensation as at- 
torney bear any sort of relation or proportion to 
what was supposed to be the profit that Kerens 
made upon his contract? (Objection.] A.—That 
is a very unfair question from one lawyer to an- 
other. I will answer it, but really I don't think it 
does Mr. Walsh any good. It goes into my private 
affairs a long way, but I will answer it if you in- 
sist and if the Referee insists, but it 1s a matter of 
my own. 

The Examiner declared that he did not re- 
gard the question as improper. It had been 
settled that a lawyer might take compensation 
in proportion to his success. Mr. Brady’s 
lawyers asked Mr. Elkins to decline to answer, 
but Mr, Elkins did not want to decline. ‘The 
Examiner said that he did not ask how much 
the compensation was, but whether or not it 
bore some relation to Kerens’s profits on his 
contracts. The Referee allowed the question, 
and Mr. Elkins said that he didn’t think that 
there had been a prior adjustment of compen- 
sation in this case. He was generally Kerens’s 
attorney in everything. 

Q.—Did your compensation as attorney general- 
ly depend on the profits? [Objection.] A.—I tried 
to fix my compen:.ation according to his success. 
If he waa sucvess{ul 1 would charge him more. if 


was the rule adopted. 

Q.—Now, don’t you know that Cosgrove actual- 
ly sublet his mail route from Las Vegas to Las 

Jruces, in order to avoid, as Kerens iimself al- 
leged, payment of these drafts? |Objection.] A. 
—I don’t know of wy own knowledge. 

Q.—Did you hear of it? [Objection.] A.—I heard 
of it by hearsay. 

Q.—You ure attorney for Kerens? A.—Yes, Sir. 

Q-—Have you any doubt about the truth of what 
you heard? (Objection.] A.—No, Sir. 

Q.—Don't you know that. notwithstanding the 
fact that Cosgrove had actualiy sublet this route 
and that the sub-contract had actually been filed in 
the Post Office Department, Brady ordered the 
sub-covtract annulled, to the end that Ke- 
rens's drafts might be paid? [Objection.} A.—I 
don’t know of my own knowledge, except from 
bearsay. 

Q.—Did you hear it from Cosgrove? A.—I don’t 
know of my own knowledge, but I think my im- 
pression is that Cosgrove filed the sub-contract, or 
rather that somebody he sublet tu filed the sub- 
contract. 

Q.—Who was that? A.—I don’t know who the 
sub-contractor was. There was a contest about 
it, and the order, I believe—I am now stating from 
memory and my impressions—was revoked, per- 
mitting the sub-contract to be filed, and Kerens 
was permitted to draw his pay, I believe, for hat 

uarter. Iaminformed since that that Cosgrove 

id succeed in sub-contracting the route and cutting 
Kerens out of his pay—and this is ail stated as 
hearsay. 


Mr. Elkins then said that he got this infor- 
mation from Mr. Kerens, who talked to him 
about it. 


Q.—Did you appear as Kerens’s attorney upon 
that occasion? A.—Not personally, I want to 
muke the matter clear. In 1878 I left Washington 
and went to New-York to reside, and I do not 
call to mind that I ever appeared in the Post Office 
Department to urge any claims upon the Post- 
m ster-General since that time. 

Q.—Don't you know that Cosgrove objected to 
so large a deduction that really was made to Ke- 
rens, and that acompromise was made between 
Cosgrove and Kerens? A.—I don’t know of my 
own Knowledge. I want to swear right, but you 
zo a little too fast. Ithink there was an under- 
standing reached between them about this matter, 
but afterward there was another difficulty, and 
the compromise was set aside, 1 believe. 

Q.—That is, Cosgrove objected to so large an 
amount being given to Kerens; isn’t that so? [Ob- 
jection.) A.—Iso understood it. Kerens told me 
that he was objecting all along. 

Q.—Do you know what was the consideration 
given by Kerens to Cosgrove for those drafts? 
{Objection.] Ithink that my impression is that 
Kerens and Cosgrove—I willhave to go back to 
give the history of this thing. Kerens had this 
route before 1878, if l[remember, and at the gen- 
eral letting of 1878 Cosgrove was the lowest bid- 
der, as [now remember. It seems that there were 
some objections tothe bid, some informality or 
something. I don't remember what that was; 
there was a good deal of discussion about it one 
way or another, Mr. Kerens opposing Mr. Cos- 
grove. Inthat instauce I wasthe friend of both 
parties, trying to get a compromise between them, 
and, as I remember, the award was made to Cos- 
grove of the contract. and he and Kerens had an 
arrangement about the profits. 


Mr. Elkins then said that he went to New- 
Mexico in 15844, and had been somewhat fa- 
miliar with the mail route service in New- 
Mexico. 

Q.—Anda, of course, you never suspected that 
Gen, Thomas J. Brady in any way expedited routes 
or paid in any way or form more than the service 
was worth, did your ([Objection.} A.—I don’t 
think that the compensation paid by the Govern- 
ment or Thomas J. Brady in New-Mexico for ser- 
vice was above, in the routes I know auything 
about, whatit ought to have been. 

Q.—And so far as your information goes, and so 
far as your observation goes, and so tar as your in- 
tellizence goes, and so far as you have learned, 
either from the public prints or by Congressional 
action, you are of the opinion that Tuomas J. Brady 
is a perfectly honest man, and never did adishonest 
thing in his life in connection with the Postal De- 
partment? [Objection.] A,—Now, thatis a very 
bard question to put to me. 

Q.—Wh t do you say about it? A.—I know 
nothing of my own knowledge about Gen. Brady's 
shortcomings. Perfectly honest’ | don’t know, 
as much as I like you, whether you ate perfectly 
honest. 

Q.—Did you ever hear my integrity questioned ? 
A.—No, sir. 

Q.—Do you think there is a difference between 
me and Brady’ A-~—lItisavery hard question to 
swear that apy man is perfeetly hone-t. I know 
nothing of my own knowledge against Gen. Brady. 

Q.—No suspicion of anything wrong? [Objec- 
tion.] A.—I have seen a good deal said in the pub- 
lic prints abou: Gea. Brady’s alleged dishonesty 
and corruption to his official conduct in connection 
with the Post Office Department. I have not per- 
mitted myself from these statements, ex parte in 
their nature asd often, 1 suppose, highly colored 
and sensational, to pass upon the merits of the alle- 
gations against Gen. brady. I cannot speak of my 
own knowledge. I think the question is now under 
judicial inquiry. 

Q.—Criminal inguiry? A.—AndI think that all 
hovest people and fair men, and particularly law- 
yers, should suspend judgment about any man that 
is under charges until the charges are established 
and proved. 


This was the end of Mr. Elkins’s testimony. 
Mr. Kerens testified in St. Louis, and Mr. Jeff. 
Chandler represented Mr, Brady. Mr. Kerens 
said that in 1578-9 be was engaged in mining 
and in running the western division of Chides- 
ter’s star route from Fort Worth to Yuma. 
He also turnished money to enable steam-boat 
lines to carry out mail contracts. Someof the 
contracts were in H. M. Norton’s name; he 
wasn’t sure whetber or not John D. Adams 
had any of them. Heknew Brady. and Hinds, 
and had called upon Walsh, with Elkins, for 
the purpose of buying his interest in the Pres- 
cott and Santa Fé route. He did not do this 
out of friendship for Hinds; he would have 
put his stock on the route, and would have 
paid $25,000 or $30,000 for it. No one had 
asked him to goto Walsh. He denied that he 
had gone to bim in Brady’s interest, or that 
he had said that he came in the interest of 
peace and harmony and to prevent an inv sti- 
gation. He admitted that he had urged Walsh 
to treat Hinas fairly and not to quarrel with 
him about the route. He wanted to prevent 
such a quarrel because Hinds had been to him 
two or three times about the matter. He men- 
tioned Hinds to Walsh because he wanted to 
know something about Hinds’s interest in the 
route. One passage in the examination was as 
follows: 


Q.—You then felt sorry fot Hinds and wanted to 
get something for him? A.—No, [ did not want to 
get anything for him. I wanted to see what he 

ad. 

Q.—Was anything said about Congressional in- 
vestigation in that interview? A.—1l don't know 
whether there was or not. I don’t remember. 

Q.--Did you say that Hinds had to be taken care 
of, and that unless he was taken care of a Con- 
gressional investigation would be forced and all of 
these coutracts broken up, or words to that effect? 
A.—I don’t think I did. 

Q.—Did you hear Mr. Elkins say anything about 
this in that interview ? A.—I could not remember 
a word Elkins said. I think he said nothing. 

Q.—Do you remember Mr. Elkins h. ving used an 
expression of this kind—‘*That unless Hinds was 
taken care of, Congress could, in an act of two 
lines, repeal all the expeditions that bad been given 
to contractors?’ A.—I don’t think Ildid. Ildon’t 
remember. 


Mr. Kerens declared that Mr. Elkins was 
not interested in any contract with him, only 
as his attorney. 

Q.—Did not Mr. Elkins discount your drafts on 
the Postal Department? A.—No. 


Q.—Did you discount any drafts for Cornelius 
Cosgrove? A.—I did not. 


On cross-examination Mr, Kerens said that 
he went to Walsh in his own interest. On the 
re-direct he was asked if he went as a mail 
contractor, and be replied that hedid. ‘ As 
a mail contractor, you wanted to see that 
Hinds was taken care of?’ asked the exam- 
iner. ‘‘I didn’t care particulary for Hinds,” 
was the reply.

To this I have moved as an amendment 
the Lowell bill, and both are set down for hearing 
by an oraer of the Senate on an early day in De- 
ecember. Both the House bill and the amendment 
which Ihave moved aiffer from Judge Lowell’s 
plan in preserving the property to the debtor 
which his State excepts from execution. Without

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MEETING UF MINISTERS AND LAY- 
MEN IN RICHMOND. 

THE GATHERING IN THE RENOVATED HALL 
OF THE CONFEDERATE CONGRESS—THE 
ESSAYISTS AND THEIR THEMES—THE 
COLORED PEOPLE IN THE CHURCH. 

RicHMonD, Va., Oct. 26.—The Eighth Church 


Congress opened {n this city on Tuesday morning 
under troubled skies, and, though three Bishops, 


services at St. Paul's Church, the celebration of 
the Holy Communion, together with Bishop Galle- 
her’s address on the right spirit in which to ap- 
proach the Congress, were hardly over before 
the skies cleared and the session opened 
in Mozart Hall, which is nothing more 
nor less than the old Confederate Congress build- 
ing, with a hearty welcome from Bishop Whittle, 
of the Diocese of Virginia, who has been the pre- 
siding officer of the Congress and entered upon its 
discussions on Tuesday evening in excellent spirits. 
The memorial address of Dr. G. D. Wildes, the Gen- 
eral Secretary, contained a beautiful tribute to the 
life work of the late Dr. Jann Cotton Smith, wno 
was one of the early promoters of the Congress, 
and bore strong testimony to his largeness of mind 
and to the still larger measure of his heart in all 
enterprises that increased the welfare of the Epis- 
copal Church. Dr. Wildes is always happy in these 
tributes, and his address contained equally fervent 
testimonials to the worth and service of the late 
Dr. Jobn S. Stone, of the Cambridge Theological 
School, and of the Rev. Dr. James Craik, of Ken- 
tucky. This memorial service is a special feature 
of the American as distinguished from the English 
Congress, and keeps the record of the work of its 
founders in constant remembrance, 

The first discussion of the Congress proper was 
on ** The Position and Work of the Laity in the 
Church.” It was opened by Dr. George C. Shattuck, 
of Boston, who entertained the audience, which 
was large and enthusiastic, as all the audiences 
have been so far, with amusing stories thrown in to 
illustrate his points, which converged chiefly toa 
statement of the special functions of Episcopal as 
contrasted with laymen tn other religious bodies. 
Dr. Shattuck’s humor was very entertaining, and 
put the audience in good temper to;hear,the Rev. 
Arthur Brooks’s paper on the same subject, which 
was one of the most careful and well-written essays 


that bas yet been presented. He began with the 
uuhappy statement that the Church springs from 
the laity, but after he had gotten under way he 
went to the bottom of his subject, and set forth 
very clearly tle spiritual and religious service which 
the laity, with the clergy as joint helpers, were to 
render in the Christian Church. He held thatina 
peculiar sense the Episcopal was the layman's 
Church, and that there need be no fear of irregu- 
larities in laymen’s dvings when there was such a 
steady and strong organization to control the re- 
ligious ordering of life. The essay was very warmly 
received, and was by all oddsthe best word spoken 
during the evening. Mr. George C. Thomas, of 
Philade!phia, was the first of the appointed speak- 
ers, and went with some detail into the services 
which Christian laymen could render through the 
Sunday-school. 

Mr. Robert Graham, the Secretary of the Church 
Temperance Society, made a ringing speech, in 
which he brought out the contrast between the 
position of the English and the American relations 
of laymen to Christian work, and closed with some 
allusion to the services which the laity could ren- 
der to the temperance movement. The Rev. Henry 
L. Ziegenfuss showed that the early Church great- 
ly depended upon the services of laymen, and that 
with the clergy as leaders they made the compact 
force that converts the world. Dr. Thomas H. Gal- 
laudet closed the discussion with a few teiling 
words about special work for laymen. The even- 
ing meeting had a popular character and was in- 
teresting, but was not avery thorough discussion 
of the subject. 

Yesterday morning the exercises were more 
when and opened with the presentation of the 
** Priestly and Prophetic Functions of the Christian 
Ministry.” The Rev. Dr. W. R. Huntington. of 
Massachusetts, read the first essay, in which he be- 
gan with the statement that the prophet revealed 
God to man and the priest led man back to God, 
but in the order of time Moses was before Aaron. 
The priestly office was bound up with the very 
existence of religion und could not be ignored. 
It was the centre of the Epistles to the Hebrews 
and the centre of the 
the preaching office was just as essen- 
tial as the priestly. No great advance could be 
made among men without the voice and heart in 
good, strong, sensible sermons. The tendency of 
men like Pusey was to put down preaching at the 
expense of the ritual. George Herbert knew bet- 
ter than this. Good preaching, however, did not 
consort with a poorritual. The better the preach- 
ing tue better aiso should bethe rituai, and the 
sermon ought to be an argument in fine; and the 
present demand for ritual everywhere laid a great 
and serious responsibility on a Church which had 
the best prayers even given to the English race 
The Rev. S. D. MceCon- 


Anglican liturgy. But 


through its Prayer-book. 
nell, of Philadelphia, read a rather weak 
statement showing that the priestly and 
prophetic elements of the Jewish dispensation had 
no place since the death of Christ and the descent 
of the Holy Ghost in this world. The Christian 
ministry was a new thing and had new duties. 
These duties were the cure of sonls, the extension 
of the Gospel, the increase of tne works of those 
who follow the Spirit. This is the substance of 
what he said, but he reached his purpose not with- 
out tormenting good sense and good English to an 
unfortunate extent. This was not the case, how- 
ever, W.th the speech of Dr. Frederick Courtney, 
of Boston, who, though keeping, as did nearly ail 
the speakers, closely to the Scriptural statement, 
attempted to prove the direct contrary of 
what Me. McConnell bad said, and showed 
that both the prophetic and priestly func- 
tions had been handed down in the office of the 
Christian ministry. The Bishop of Western Vir- 
ginia, Dr. Peterkin, took directly opposite ground, 
and held that St. Paul pushed all the old Jewish 
ideas aside when he set forth the work and office 
of the Christian clergy. The Rev. Dr. D. H. Greer, 
of Providence, took up the central element which 
belps most to make the modern minister, which 
was his ability to interpret the historic life of the 
Church and the present lifeof men. Simply preach- 
ing was notenough. The hunger of the spiritual 
must be satisfied and spiritual worship must be 
supplied. There was considerable diversity in the 
speaking, one party almost denying what the other 
affirmed, but Dr. John Henrv Hopkins, of Penn- 
sylvania, who closed the discussion of the morn- 
ing, happily included the diverse views as differ- 
ent sides of a sphere where there was a deeper 
and central unity in Jesus Christ. This has, so tar, 
been the one scholarly discussion of the Congress. 

This evening was expected to put good behavior 
to the crucial test. There was barely a vacant 
seat in the hall, which holds 1,400 people, and the 
interest of the clergy and the people was intense 
and at a white heat. “The Relations of the 
Church to the Colored Race’’ was the subject of 
discussion, and as all the speakers had been se- 
lected from the Southern clergy, there was an eager 
desire to see how they would grasp this problem. 
The disappointment was as great as the expecta- 
tions had been that there would be an intelligent 
discussion, Pishop Howe, of South Carolina, led 
otf, but was timid, and showed very slender grasp 
of the problem, the greatest the Nation has yet had 
before it, which he was called upon to deal with. 
He held that the blacks must have separate 
ehurches and separate clergy, and thought that the 
best way was to organize a colored diaconate and 
work for them through the existing parishes at the 
South. It wasclearly the case that nothing could 
be done for them unless they had things very much 
theirown way. Not oneinathousand was fitted 
to take priest’s orders. The idea of African Bishops 
was a fine theory, but it was at war with all the 
traditions of the Church as finding its unity in the 
episcopate. The only resource was to take the 
colored men into the diaconate, and the great 
need now was some provision from the Church at 
large to educate sueh men atthe South for this 
purpose. The Rev. J. E. C. Smedes, of Raleigh, 
N. C., then read a rambling paper which chiefly 
insisted upon the fact thatthe Episcopal Church 
was chicken-hearted in the work, and had actually 
raised for the year ending September, 1882, only 
$8,742 for mission work among the colored race. 
This was contrasted with the work of other relig- 
jous budies at the South until everybody’s ears 
tingled with a sense of shame. The Rev. Henry 
Dunlop, of Savaanah, Ga., was the next essayist, 
= his paper had nothing to do with the discus- 
sion. 

The Rev. Dr. J. L. Tucker, of Jackson, Miss., 
wept into a statement of the race tendencies 
among the Africans, which, he claimed, had been 
embittered by slavery and deepened in ail their 
evil power by the license that went with personal 
f.eedom, until the race problem for the negro was 
one of the most difficuit questionsin both politics 
and relizion. He did not have time to complete 
his statement, which was entered into as an ex- 
planation of his statement that the present Chris- 
tlanity of the negro was only a fresh gloss upon bis 
heathenism, and made him ten-foid more a child of 
the devil than he was before. Dr. J. 8S. Hanckel, of 
Charlottesville, Va., took directly opposite ground. 
The Church of the living God stands to the colored 
race as the Apostles stood to the Gentiles. It has 
peculiar difficulties and peculiar obligations. It 
can approach the Africans through the common 
English speech. The colored people have two 
lives, one acquired, the other native, and they crave 
a colored ministry. Suchanative ministry is grow- 
ing up in Virginia, where 19 colored students are 

reparing for the diaconate. Special instruction 

3 needed for them as well as special congregations. 
Dr. Hanckel believea in a special Bishop for them, 

who should have general jurisdiction. This Bishop 
might be a suffragan, but he shouid be independent 
in his own sphere. Here the appointed speakers 
had had their say. Atthis juncture Dr. John H. 

Hopkins, who is a forcible but disagreeable speak- 

er, got up and said that it was plain the Southern 
brethren were not agreed as to caring for the 
colored people. and this was the reason 
why the North didn't help them. The 
Church had heretofore been too mnch occupied 
in settling old disputes to give the colored people 
their sympathy and to apply lubricating oil to the 
wheels of the rubrics, but other religions simply 
touch the emotions of the Africans, without help- 
ing them, and when the Church can bringaall its 
Tich services to them, so that they can use them 
freely. it will render them great assistance in their 
relizious iife. The Rev. Dr. Williams. of Baltimora. 


spoke of the faithfulness of the Africans during the 
late war, when our wives and children were left 
in the keeping of this race without a particle of dis- 
trust. Slavery was largely the cause of the present 
moral and reiigious difficulties we have to deal 
with. We want colored Bishops, colored priests, 
and deacons, and it is a fact that there are 
just as good colored Christians as there are 
white Christians. The Rev. Mr. Shackleford. of 
Southern Virginia, bore his testimony to the integ- 
rity of the Coristian colored people under his gas- 
toral care. The Rev. Dr. Syle, quite recently from 
China, added his voice to the need of a colored 
Bishop. The Rev. C, C. Tiffany, of New-York, at 
this juncture made a ringing speech for taking hold 
of work for the colored race with a heart and a 
will, and the free speaking ended at about 11 P. M. 
with a few strong words from Bishop Dudley. of 
Kentucky, who had no idea that a colored a 
was what was needed to advance Christian wor 
among this race, however necessary colored dea- 
cons and priests might be. The discussion as q 
whole had great interest, and men were remariy 
ably outspoken in their convictions.

Monday, at 8:30, sharp, the committee en. - 


tered the spacious grounds of the Liberty Hall 
estate, passed the church in the corner, the lawn 
of Bermuda grass, the old-fashioned spacious 
piazza, into the parlor of perhaps the most inter 
esting statesman of the last 30 years. It wasa 
plain parlor, plainly furnished, but suggestive oi 
ease and comfort. On the wall was the best 
picture of Gen. Toombs I ever saw, taken at his 
prime, and looking, as a bystander said, as 


that king of men looked when he demanded 
of the North, in the name of the South, 
“indemnity for the past and security for 
the future.” A fine portrait of Linton 
Stephens hung vis-a-vis to an equailv fine portrait 
of his first wife. A portrait of Gen. Lee hung over 
the mantel, flanked by a portrait of Howell Cobb, 
and fronted by the well-known print of ** Webster 
Addressing the Senate.” The spaces between there 
pictures was pretty well filled with smaller por- 
traits, testimonia!s, bas-reliefs, many of them very 
old. There were but two portraits of ladies, besides 
the one we mentioved, and one of these was a fine 
picture of Mrs. W. H. Felton. On the table. among 
other books, was an album bearing on the first 
page the autographs of Rutherford B. Hayes, Lucy 
W. Hayes, and James A. Garfield. 

While we were examining these Mr. Stephens 
rolied into the room, managing his chair witb 
singular grace and ease. Capt. Henry Jackson, the 
Chairman of the State Democratic Executive Com- 
mittee, made a short and happy talk, and intro 
duced the committee. Mr. Stephens replied in a 
few appreciative words, and after the usual hand: 
shaking the party adjourned to breakfast in the 
dining-room. A more characteristic room than thi 
it would be hard to find. Roomy, spacious, without 
display, it breathed the very air of hospitality, and 
was homelike in every sense. Two tables were set, 
Mr. Stephens, rotling his chair to the head of one of 
them, lifted his hatand with bowed head reverentiy 
asked the blessing of God on his home and guests, 
The breakfast was a bountiful one of fried chicken, 
steak, scrambled eggs, biscuit, rolls, home-made 
butter, syrup, &c. No less than eight servants 
clustered about the table and helped the guests, 
while a major-domo of unyieiding dignity directed 
their movements, and three picaninnies stood by 
the open fire-place and watched the proceedings 
with undisguised interest. A family of five kittens 
tumbled about the floor, while two dogs, occupying 
the rounds of a staircase that led from the dining- 
room into the second story, overlooked the scene. 

Mr. Stephens presided with charming cordiality 
and grace. Every guest was made to feel at home, 
and amerrier or more enjoyable breakfast was 
never known. My vis-a-vis at the table said: “I 
think Mr. Stephens has entertained move guests in 
this room than any American has ever entertained 
in one room. For 40 years, lacking only two, he 
has presided in this very place, and every day this 
table has been free to all who came. Gov. Howell 
Cobb entertained yng = more lavishly than any 
Georgian in public life, but Mr. Stephens has lived 
so much longer. No man ever welcomed so many 
poe in one room as Mr. Stephens has welcomed 
in this.” 

“I bought this house,” said Mr. Stephens, “in 
1842, from Mr. Bird—and_ to-day, for the first time, 
itisto be closed up. We are packing up every- 
thing, and the house will be closed to-day, except 
for Mr. O'Neill, an old friend of mine, whe is pow 
approaching his ninetieth year, and who will con- 
tinue to live here. ; 

“This is my library.” said Mr. Stephens, “in 
which I have spent many a day and night of work, 
and which I leave with great reluctance.”’ It was 
not a pretentious room but well filled. An im- 
mense basket of seed for distribution sat on the 
floor. In acorner was a pile of sweet potatoes. 
The entire wall-spaee was covered with books. 
These were mostly on topics relating to the war 
and constitutional questions. Every conceivable 
history of the war and every treatise on govern- 
ment ever published, it appeared, were here, and 
the most of them well thumbed. 

‘You will notice,” said Mr. Stephens, ‘‘that 1 
have my house hghted with gas. It is a curious 
fact but my gas costs meless than my matches.” 
“You must have unskillful scratchers, then?” 
“No. But a great many of my visitors smoke 
pipes, as I do, and it takes four or five matches to 
light a pipe, especially in the hands of those wha 
are used to coals.- It costs me 50 cents a week for 
matches and only $19a year for gas. There is na 
investment acountry gentleman can make that 
pays so well as to have his own gas-machine. 

“This room,” said Mr. Stephens, whirling into a 
bedroom adjoining the library, “ was occupied the 
night it was finished by Smith O’Brien, the last of 
the line of the Irish Kings of Munster. He spent a 
week with me and was the grandest man in some 
respects Lever knew. His book on represent:tive 
government is the profoundest work [ ever read, 
except Mr. Calhoun’s, and is much more elaborate. 
He was the foremost of the Irish patriots in dignity 
and power. [had Toombs here to meet him fre- 
quently, and it was interesting to see them to- 
gether. Mr. Toombs was then very extreme—it 
was in 1859, and I had resigned in view of the com- 
ing storm—and was fond of painting to O'Brien 
what a magnificent republic we could make ot the 
South if we were only cut off from the body of 
death, as he called the North. In his quiet but 
positive way O’Brien would insist that the perpe- 
tuity of the American Union was the only hope for 
true representative government on the earth. I 
never entertained a greater man than this brave 
and saddened Irishman.” - 

Itis weil known that Mr. Stephensis poor. He 
spends his income on charity and in entertaininz, 
and has always doneso. While he is scrupulously 
exact in his own personal expenses, he las littl¢ 
thought of money spent on others. It is his boaat 
that he has never turned any one away from his 
door. His income on his books amouut to but littie. 
He says: “I sold the copyright of my * War Be- 
tween the States,’ in 1872, I was sick then and 
thought I was going to die, and so I sold out alto: 
gether. It is paying the publishers very handsome- 
ly. 5 Sarena 60,000 copies have been sold re- 
cently.” 

‘How is your schoo! history doing?” “It pays 
me about $300 a year, and has been doing so 
steadily. The State of California paid Swinton 
$50,000 for his school history of the United States, 
That shows what the North pays for work for ite 
schools, while mine shows what the South does not 

ay. I get only 7 cents a copy royalty on my book, 

ut the sales are increasing.”

MISCELLANEOUS CITY NEWS 


INSPECTOR RAAB’S TRIAL. 
THE JURY UNABLE TO AGREE AND ‘ARE 
LOCKED UP FOR THE NIGHT. 


The case of Charles Raab, one of the four 
Inspectors of Election in the Second Election Dis- 
trict of the Eighth Assembly District on trial be- 
‘fore Recorder Smyth in the General Sessions 
Court for refusing to accept under oath the votes 
of two citizens at the election of last year, was 
given to the jury yesterday. At the opening of 
court Mr. Elihu Root commenced his summing up 
for the defendant. In the course of his address he 
said that the election laws were so complicated 


that he confessed his inability to thoroughly un- 
derstand them. He doubted if even the court 
or jury did, and it was rather severe to 
expect that an Inspector of Election should 
anderstand them. Mr. Root’s defense was two- 
fold—tirst, that the defendant had not refused to 
acce;t the votes of Gerdes and Riickert under 
oath; he was willing to accept them, but had been 
unable to receive the necessary majority vote of 
the Board of Inspectors to enable him to do so; 
second, that if Itaab had acted honestly and con- 
scientiousiy in the discharge of his duty he should 
not be held criminally responsible for an error of 
judgment. Assistant District Attorney Fellows, 
who followed, contended that Raab had commit- 
teda gross and willful violation of the election 
laws. and had, by his contradictory statements on 
the witness stand, established his guilt beyond per- 
adventure. 

Recorder Smyth in his charge to the jury dwelt 
on the importance of the case, and instructed the 
jury to divest their minds of all political consider- 
ations, After explaining the election law at great 
length bis Honor said: “It is the duty of every 
Board of Inspectors of Election to receive from a 
duly qualified elector his bailot upon being first 
Satisfied that he is a resident within the election 
district; that he has been registered, and upon his 
answering the usual questions which the law au- 
thorizes the Inspectors to put to him for the pur- 
ne of ascertaining bis legal right to vote. And if 

e does make it appear to the Board of Inspectors 
of Election that he is entitled to vote it is made 
their duty to receive his vote. and it is a violation 
of the law on their part willfully to refuse or reject 
his vote when it is tendered in that way.” 

The jury retired at 2:30 P. M., and at 10 o’clock, 
not having agreed upon a verdict, were locked up 
for the night. The Recorder, at the request of As- 
sistant District Attorney Brady, committed the de- 
fendant to the custody of Court Captain Curry.

NATIONAL TRUST ASSETS. 
TESTIMONY OF THE PRESIDENT OF THE 
UNITED STATES COMPANY. 
Senators Kiernan, Koch, and Russell, of the 
Senate Committee on Insurance, resumed yester- 
day, in the Post Office Building, the investigation 
into the National Trust Company Receivership. 
John A. Stewart, President of the United States 


‘rust Company, testified as to the assets 

elonging to the bankrupt trust company 
which were at present deposited with his com- 
any, He said that in the books of the United 
States Trust Company there were two accounts re- 
lating to the National Trust Company’s assets. 
Dne of these accounts was entitled ‘William J. 
Best, Receiver of the National Trust Company.” 
There was $46,846 to the oredit of that ac- 
count. The second was entitled ‘‘Supreme 
Court: People of the State of New-York 
against National Trust Company; disputed 
tlaims subject to order of court.” ‘There 
Was $62,973 44 to the credit of this account. This 
matter sum was originaily merged in the former ac- 
rount, but at the last accounting the court directed 
that $87,172 be placed aside to provide forthe satis- 
faction of certain possible payments which might 
arise out of actions in disputed claims which were 
then pending before the courts. The second 
account Was created in this manner: Out 
of the $82,172, payments had been made 
by the United States Company, by order of the 
court, which reduced the original sum to the pres- 
ent amount. When a hypothetical question was 
put to him by Francis L. Stetson, who appeared as 
counsel for Receiver Best in the absence of F. N. 
Bangs, as to the course he would follow under 
certain circumstances with regard to the retention 
or disposition of unlisted securities, be replied that 
he had had very little experience in this class of 
securities, as he considered them by no means as 
good investments foratrust company. He added, 
however, that a certain amount of judgment could 
under any circumstances be displayed in the mat- 
ver of the retention or sale of securities, At the 
close of Mr. Stewart’s testimony, the session was 
adjourned until Nov. 9, when the committee will 
meet for the purpose of listening to any remarks 
the counsel on either side may have to offer. The 
investigation will then be closed and the committee 
will deliver its report to the Senate.

UR. CAMPBELL ON THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

The Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
continued yesterday the consideration of the de- 
partmental estimates for 1883, beginning with tne 
Board of Education. Stephen A. Walker, Presi- 
dent of the latter board, and Commissioners Fred- 


Brick R. Coudert and David Wetmore explained 
the various items of the educational budget, which 
aggregated $4,000,300. Of this sum, $619,500 is 
for the purchase of sites for, and erection of, 
thew buildings and equipping the same. Mr. Walk- 
tr said that in the Nineteenth Ward alone thou- 
sands of children had been turned away for lack of 
accommodation, and many parents had to use 
political influence to get their children into the 
schools. Mayor Grace remarked that in sume of 
sbe schools the primary departments were crowded, 
While the grammar departments had plenty of 
room. Controller Campbell spoke briefly of his 
position on the public school question. ‘My great 
lesire,’’ said he, ‘is to give the children of the 
poor, that are about four-fifths of the population 
of vhbis City, a first-rate education, according 
10 the school laws of this State. A great deal has 
yeen said about my opposition to the grammar 
;chools. There is nota word of truthinit. I did 
jay that the teaching of music and drawing in the 

ammar schools was an unnecessary extravagance. 
ido not think itis the duty of the City to give 
bvery child a collegiate education. I have simply 
referred to the table of comparative statistics, 
giving the cost of educating childrenin different 
tities, in order to learn why itis that the cost of 
pcucating a child is twice as much in this City as it 
js in Brooklyn.”’

THE STOCK EXCHANGE CLEARING- 
HOUSE, 


To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

The views of Mr. Frederick L. Talcott, as 
expressed in yesterday’s Tres, on the question of 
the law of Congress against the over-certification of 
checks and the proposed clearing-house, merit at- 
tention: 


“The clearing-house scheme, Mr. Taicott thinks, 
in common with many other brokers, is a poor ex- 

edient to bridge over the difficulty. ‘A clearing- 

ouse for stocks,’ he said, * will simply reveal to 
the whole Street the operations of every operator 
in stocks. The clerks will have the cards which 
Gould and Keene and other large operators are 
playing in their hanas, and it will be almost impos- 
sible to prevent facts from leaking out which will 
ruin every speculation made.” 


Mr. Talcott, with bis 50 years of experience in 
the Street, evidently does not understand the clear- 
ing-house system. The proposed clearing-house on 
the system of Mr. Osterberg, which is about to be 
tried under the supervision of a committee of the 
Stock Exchange, fully meets and answers the ob- 
jection of Mr. Talcott. It effectually and com- 


pletely conceals the seerets of every operator. No 
system would be worth atrial that did not. The 
most eminent of our bankers and financial experts 
who have examined it unite in saying that for the 
perfect preservation of the private business of each 
operator, even trom its own employes, it is simply 
perfect. Without this element it would never have 
been adopted in the leading money centres of the 
world. It isa matter of surprise that a gentleman 
of the experience of Mr. Talcott should have fallen 
into such anerror. If he will take the trouble to 
call upon Mr. Osterberg and examine the merits of 
the syste.n, he will find himself in error as to that 
poiut,upon which his objection seems;wholly to rest. 
Mr. Talcott thinks the law should be repealed 
and that over-certification is a neeessity in good 
sound banking. In this view he differs from the 
Treasury Department—the leading financial au- 
thorities of this country—and we doubtif he wouid 
be able to find one advocate of his peculiar views 
in London, Paris, Vienna, or any capital of Europe. 
Men who, like Mr. Talcott, have fullowed a rut for 
50 years, clinging doubtless from force of habit 
and dislike to change to the old because it is old, 
but the day has gone by when we shal! return by 
law to over-certification of checks as a system 
to accommodate stock brokers. ‘ Revolutions 
never go backward.”

MATRIMONIAL QUARRELS WHICH LED TO 
UNEXPECTED DISCLOSURES. 

The authorities of Mount Vernon, West- 
chester County, are confident that, through the 
arrest of Adolph Guetzman, they have at last dis- 
covered the man who committed the numerous 
burgiaries on the east side of the county last Win- 
terand Spring. Guetzman and his wife about six 
years ago hired asmall place at Jerusalem, in the 
town of Mamaroneck.

He was always very attentive to 
Mrs. Guetzman. About six months ago 
Mr. and Mrs, Guetzman had a quarrel, and 
the husband went away, but'‘returned again. 
Last Tuesday another quarrel took place over an 
attempt made by his wife to elope with Gruens- 
wald, which would probably have proved success- 
ful had they not attempted to take with thema 
load of furniture. The husband tracked them to 
Mount Vernon, as they were on their way to this 
City, and caused their arrest on a charge of lar- 
ceny. They were taken before Justice J. H. Shep- 
pard, when the woman was paroled, but the young 
man was locked up. The examination in their case 
took piace on Thursday, when Mrs. Guetz:nan 
proved that the furniture belonged to her. where- 
upon she was discharged. The young man then 
turned the tables on Guetzman by making a com- 
plaint against him for larceny, and he was locked 
up. Yesterday morning he made a formal affidavit, 
which was supported by another made by Mrs.

me. When a dead man is lying on the dissecting- 
tapnle under the hands of experts it would be unve- 
coming inhim torise up suddenly and discuss with 
his senyeene the propriety of their methods andthe 
truth of results. Itis not often that one can see him- 
seifas others see him, and especially as Boston sees 
him, and more than all, as Boston clergymen see him. 
Iam reduced to pulp, but, thank Heaven, not to ashes. 
When you suggest a reply to these, 1am sure you can 
have no conception of the subdued and enlightened 
state of my mind. lam bent on improvement. Lay- 
ing aside all my old notions of my beliefs and of my 
standing, I aim carefully putting together the reat 
man thatI nowam teught thatlam. When I get my 
new pers*nal identity together and in working shape, 
lL intend to study theology somewhere, though, in my 
present confusion, | cannot see wether Il shall study 
at Andover or Boston. New-Haven is nearer, but Dr. 
Smyth nas been settied there and I fear laxity of doc- 
trine in nis neighborhood. Princeton is not far to 
the south of me, but vr. McCosh isa Christian evo- 
lutionist, and it would be folly, after what [ have 
suffered, to come under the malarial intiuence of 
that philosophy. On tbe whole, I incline tostudy at 
Park-street.

ALLEGED CRUELTY TO A BOF. 

Friends of Gerard Traphagen, the little boy 
who died under peculiar circumstances in the Hud- 
son County Alms-house, are exercised over marks 
on his body that, they say, are marks of violence. 
Gerard's father had lost his situation, and his two 
little sons were placed by a relative in the county 
Alms-house. When the father learned this he 
went on a spree, and was sent to the penitentiary 
for 60 days in default of the payment of a fine. 
After the lapse of 19 days he was released, and de- 
termined to take hischildren home. He purchased 
a suit of clothing for each and set out for the Alms- 
house to get the children. He was grief-stricken 
and horrified to learn, on reaching Snake Hill, 
that Gerard had died that morning. Dr. Converse, 
the County Physician, certitied that the boy had 
died of pulmonary trouble, end gave a permit for 
burial. Dr. Converse had, in fact, been treating 
him fora month or six weeks, but knew the boy 
could not live. After the body had beeu removed 
to Jersey City, Traphagen says, there were wounds 
in the mouth and marks as of bruises on some 
parts of his body, He says that the keepers at the 
institution explained these by saying that the boy 
had fallen out of bed, but that lads in the institu- 
tion declare be had been brutally beaten by one of 
the keepers. Itis not known whether these acts 
of violence contributed to the boy’s death, but the 
Grand Jury will be asked to investigate the matter,
